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& PROBABLE SURPLUS IN RIVER 
AND HARBOR ACCOUNTS. 
aBouT $8,000,000 or THE BIG APPROPRIA- 

TION LIKELY TO REMAIN UNEXPENDED 
——-A REPORT THAT SECRETARY LINCOLN 
WILL RECOMMEND THE OMISSION OF 

THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 

Wasutnoton, Nov. 17.—Secretary Lin- 
toln was asked to-day if the published state- 
ment was correct that he would in his annual 
report recommend that no River and Harbor 
bill be introduced in the coming session of 
Congress. He replied that he would say 
nothing about any recommendations which 
he might make. The amount  appro- 
priated by the last River and Harbor 
bill, which the President vetoed, was almost 
$19,000,000, and it is reported in the published 
statement referred to that the Secretary will 
say that the whole amount cannot be used be- 
fore the end of the fiscal year, and that there 
Will be $8,000,000 or $9,000,000 unexpended, to 
be carried over to the credit of the following 
year. If it be true that this sum will remain 
unexpended at the end of the vear, then the 
engineers will have at their disposal in the next 
year a sum greater than the average annual 
appropriation for rivers and harbors for the 
last 10 years. If this be the case there will be 
no good reason for the passage of a river and 
harbor bill at the coming session. 

The annual reports of the Chief of Engineers 
tontained, until 1881, statements of the amount 
appropriated, the amount expended, and the 
amount unexpended for the year. The amount 
appropriated for the fiscal year 1880 was 
$577,494, but at the beginning of that year 
there was available for work on rivers and 
harbors the sum of $10,772,176, showing that 
more thau $1,000,000 of the previous year’s ap- 
propriation had not be nexpended. TheChief 
of Engineers’ report shows that ot this availa- 
bie sum only $6,174,221 was expended during 
that year, so that there was available for the 
fiscal year 1881 a balance of $4,597,- 
955. To this Congress added, by annu- 
al appropriation, the sum of $8,976,500. 
It is said that there have been large unexpended 
balances since that time, and that there was a 
balance of about $4,000,000 available at the be- 
ginning of this year. Itisnot incredible, there- 
fore, that the unexpended balance at the end 
of this year should reach $8,000,000, and be 
enough to carry on the work for still another 
year. 

The Acting Chief of Engineers said to-day 
that, so faras he knew, nosteps had been taken 
by the department to find out just how much 
of the money appropriated would be expended 
this year. In order to get an estimate, it would 
be necessary to call for reports from the work- 
ing engineers, containing statements of con- 
tracts and the amount and cost of work laid 
out,

THE BRIBERY SCANDAL. 
(INTERESTING FACTS RELATING TO JUROR 

BROWN—YOUNG DONIPHAN’S DISMISSAL. 

Wasnineton, Nov. 17.—William Brown 
was a juryman in the recent star route trial. 
He was one of the three who voted that no 
conspiracy had been proved and then voted 
Rerdell and Miner guilty of conspiracy, at the 
fame time voting for the acquittal of the 
more prominent defendants. It was upon 
Brown’s affidavit that Arthur Payne 
was arrested by the Government, charged 
with having tried to bribe Brown. It has 
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been shown that Frank H. Fall was employed 
by the Department of Justice in order that it 
might secure from him evidence that Brown 
bad been bribed in the trial of a banco case 
last Spring. The truthis that James A. Nel- 
son, a representative of the Department of 


Justice, in the presence of witresses, on June 
16 last, said that he himself paid the 
money to Brown, and that he had 
received it from Fall. The sum was §&8, 
be said, and it was made up of a five-dollar 
bill, two one-dollar bills, and a silver dollar. 
Thesum which Nelson received was $25, but 
he paid, he said, only $8 tothe juror. He was 
anwilling to make affidavit of these facts, be- 
cause he would thereby criminate himself. 
The department has other interesting evidence 
relating to Brown, including that of a person 
who saw Nelson give Brown money, and state- 
ments concerning the source from which the 
money was procured, and the hands through 
which it passed. 

In relation to the discharge of a son of 
Juryman Doniphan from the Government 
Printing-office, Mr. A. B. Auer, foreman of 
the press-room, says that Doniphan was dis- 
charged for the sole reason that he was incom- 
petent to fill the position of an apprentice. 
This fact, he says, was notorious among the 
employes, and his incompetency was so plain 
that he considered it his duty to dis- 
charge him without consulting his 
superior officers. Mr. Auer adds_ that 


he did not know the young man had a father, 


living, and that Mr. Helm has never mentioned 
to him the subject of the employment or dis- 
charge of any person in the office. It appears 
from Mr. Auer’s statement, therefore, that 
Juror Doniphan was in error when he ascribed 
his son’s discharge to the influence of Mr. 
Helm. Mr. Helm is said by Public Printer 
Rounds and other officers of the Printing Bu- 
reau to bea faithful and valuable foreman of 
the Congressional hecord. He is also the 
general manager of Thomas J. Brady’s after- 
noon et in which the Attorney-General, 
Judge Wylie, counsel for the Government, 
newspaper correspondents, and others have 
been continually abused. When A. C. Buell, 
editor of this paper, was on the witness stand 
undergoing cross-examination at the hands of 
Mr. Merrick he described the manner in which 
the Capitul and Critic had been bought by 
Thomas J. Brady, and identified as his own 
some of the attacks made on Judge Wylie. 
Concerning the management of the papers, he 
testified as follows: 

Q.—You are still the manager and editor of the 
Capitai and of the Critic in the editorial depart- 
ment? A.—Practically, ses, Sir. 

Q.—Practicaily—actually, are you not? You 
have control of all matters that go into those 
papers? A.—No, Sir. 

1 ay you not the masterof the machine? A. 
No, Sir. 

Q.—-Wno is? A.—Well, Iam not. 

@.—Who is? A.—I think that, perhaps, so far as 
{ am concerned, Mr. Helmis, He is the general 
manager of Loth concerns, the financial manuger 
and business manager, and I defer to him so much 
that I would not say I had general control of the 
concern. 

Q.—Is not the editorial manager in control of a 
different department altogether from the financial 
aud business manager of a paper’ A.—I do not 
pretend and do not attempt to control the utter- 
ances of publications of either paper. 

Q.—Who does control them? A.—If anybody, 
I should say Mr. Helm did. 

Q.—Mr. Hielm, who is the business manager? A.— 
He is the general manager. 

Q.—Is he the zeneral manager of your editorials? 
A.—I suppose that he generally is. If one of my 
editorials did not suit him he would suspend the 
publication of it. 

It is generally supposed, however, that Mr. 
Helm attends to the business management 
only, and it is said that his ability as a business 
manager led Mr. Rounds to offer him the re- 
sponsible place which he now holds.

THE JEANNETTE SCANDALS. 
EVIDENCE DR. COLLINS PRUPOSES TO SUBMIT 
TO SUBSTANTIATE HIS CHARGES. 

Wasuineton, Nov. 17.—Dr. Collins, of 
Minneapolis, a brother of Jerome J. Col- 
ins, the meteorologist of the Jeannette ex- 
pedition, arrived in this city this evening, 
and is a guest at the Riggs House. Dr. 
Collins will ask to be represented by coun- 
sel before the Jeannette Board of Inquiry 


with a view to securing a thorough investiga- 
tion of the circumstances attending his broth- 
pr’s suspension fron od by Capt. De Long, 
and alsoof his (Dr. Collins’s) charge that his 
brother received unfair treatment, and was 
not allowed to accompany Noros and Ninaer- 
man, though able and anxious todoso. The 
seaman Noros, who, with the exception of 
Ninderman, is the sole survivor of the boat’s 
frew who landed with Capt. De Long in Sibe- 
ria, also arrived in the city to-day, and will 
appear before the Jeannette Board next week. 

n response to inquiries this evening Dr. Col- 
kins said he had prepared a series of intarroga- 
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tories which would be propounded by the 
Judge-Advocate of the Ji enmumntee Board to Mr. 
Melville and Lieut, Danenhower, who is to be 
recalled, and to all the other witnesses. Dr. 
Collins will also ask to have his brother's 
diary, which is now in the custody of 
the Navy Department, put in evidence before 
the board. Dr. Collins says that this diary 
will fully substantiate all the charges which 
he has made: that it sets forth the fact 
that his brother requested Capt. De Long 
to allow him to accompany Noros and Ninder- 
man; that he was in better physical condition 
than either of them, and was confident that he 
could bull through and obtain succor for his 
companions, but that De Long refused to 
let him go. The diary contains a subsequent 
entry which is substantially as follows: ‘* We 
are starving, and through the mulish stupidity 
of our leader we shall probably all be 
lost.” Dr. Collins says that he can prove 
by Noros and Ninderman that his brother 
urged De Long to let him accompany them 
and that he was peremptorily refused. Dr. 
Collins asserts that he can establish his charge 
of systematic persecution of his brother—a 
te goa 8 due, as he believes, to jealousy 
est a civilian should reap an undue amount of 
credit or glory from the publication of 
scientific material which he alone had col- 
lectea, and the custody of which he had in- 
sisted upon retaining. 

While“the board has given assurance that 
every facility sball be afforded Dr. Collins 
for the introduction of any legitimate evi- 
dence bearing upon the matters charged by 
him, individual members in conversation 
upon the subject deplore the necessity for 
making public the evidence of what they re- 
gard as merely incompatibilities of temper 
which necessarily manifest themselves in every 
ship’s company placed in the close rela- 
tionship which the Jeannette officers and crew 
sustained to one another for two years, 
but which, in their opiuion, did not necessari- 
ly militate against the general success of the 
expedition or exercise any important bear- 
ing upon the result. Dr. Collins expresses 
himself very positively and says he shall de- 
mand that the board carry out to the letter 
the instructions under which it was organized, 
‘*to inquire into the conduct of each and every 
man connected with the expedition.”’

It is rumored as aprobability that Secretary 
Folger will recommend to Congress in his an- 


nual report that measures be taken for the re- 
demption of the 4 and 4% per cent. bonds, 
which will not mature until 1907 and 1891 re- 
spectively. It is said he does not favor the 
proposition to buy these bonds in open mar- 
ket, and is inclined to submit all questions 
relative to their redemption tou Congress. It is 
also said that the Secretary is not disposed to 
take any action in regard to the currency 6s, 
but will submit a proposition concerning them 
to Congress. Another report, widely circu- 
lated to-day, is that a call for $17,000,000 con- 
tinued 5s will be made about the end of the 
month. Secretary Folger declines to answer 
any questions in regard to the various state- 
ments, and it is therefore impossible to verify 
them at present.

CANVASSING THE UTAH VOTE. 
Sauvr Lake City, Nov. 17.—The Edmunds 
Commission appointed Judge Goodwin, Col. 
Sells, and D. C. McLaughlin, Gentiles, and 


Judge Dusenbery and Franklin S. Richards, 
Mormons, a canvassing board, They can- 
vassed the vote for Delegate till Friday, find- 
ing for Cain 23,039, for Vanzile 4,880, and 12 
scattering. Seven precincts, which registered 
196 voters, have not been heard from. Before 
the canvass began Vanzile protested against 
the votes: for Cain being counted because the 
tickets contained his name for a vacancy in 
the Forty-seventh Congress, making the ticket 
so large that it could be distinguished through 
the envelope from the Gentile ticket, and be- 
cause Cain is a polygamist.

ANOTHER OF THE IRISH MURDER- 
ERS CONVICTED. 
PATRICK CASEY CONDEMNED TO BE HANGED 
-—-THE THIRD OF THE ACCUSED PLACED 
ON TRIAL—INFORMATION CONCERNING 
THE HUDDY MURDER. 

Dosiin, Nov. 17.—Patrick Casey has 
been found guilty of the murder of Bridget 
Joyce. The jury were out only 11 minutes, 
Casey will be hanged on Dec. 15. He protested 
his innocence on being sentenced. 

After Casey had been sentenced Myles Joyce 
was arraigned for the murder of the old wom- 
an, the mother of John Joyce. Mr, Malley, 
one of the counsel for the defense, applied 
for a postponement because  indigna- 
tion was aroused and the _ publication 
of the evidence in the preceding cases 
was calculated to prejudice the ury 
and prevent a fair trial. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral opposed the motion and commended the 
public press for the manner in which it had 
acted in connection with these trials, The ap- 
gp for a postponement was refused.

THE SITUATION IN EGYPT. 
SULEIMAN DAOUD’S CHARGES DISCREDITED 

-——-THE DUAL CONTROL NOT ABOLISHED. 

Catro, Nov. 17.—The testimony of Sulei- 
man Daoud that Arabi Pasha ordered him to 
set Alexandria on fire and murder the Khé- 
dive is generaily discredited. Sultan Pasha 
denies that he met Suleiman Daoud while the 
latter was on his way to murder the Khédive, 


and prevailed on him to return azud again dis- 
cuss the matter with Arabi. 

The report that an Egyptian regiment at 
Suez, which had been ordered to Suakin, had 
mutinied proves untrue. About 200 soldiers 
deserted from the regiment in order to avoid 
going to the Soudan. 

ALEXANDRIA, Nov. 17.—The health of the 
troops composing the British army of occupa- 
tion is improving, and of the 600 sick, the 
average mortality is now only one daily, 
against six last week. 

Lonpon, Nov. 17.—In reply to an inquiry 
from Mr, Bartlett, (Conservative,) Mr. Glad- 
stone said in the House of Commons to-day, 
that tbe dual control in Egypt had not been 
abolished, but that the Egyptian Government 
had spontaneously expressed a desire for its 
abolition. Sir Charles Dilke, Under Secretary 
for the Foreign Department, replying to a 
question by Mr. Bartlett, said there was no 
reason to believe that there were any Russian 


troops at Mery.

The passengers by the Hamburg-American 
Line steamer Westphalia have arrived at 
Hamburg. The Westphalia will make tem- 
porary repairs at Plymouth and will sail 
thence next Thursday for Hamburg, The 
new steamer Rugia, built at Stettin, will leave 
Hamburg on Wednesday, the 22d inst., in 
place of the Westphalia. 

The premises Nos. 43 to 55 Westbourne Grove, 
occupied by William Whiteley, one of the 
principal London drapers, were vartially gut- 
ted by fire last evening. The upper floors 
were almost entirely destroyed. The damage 
is roughly estimated at considerably over 
£100,000, 

In the House of Commons this afternoon, 
Mr. Gladstone, replying to a question by Mr, 
Callan, Liberal member for Louth, said the 
combination of the post of Prime Minister and 
that of Chancellor of the Exchequer was a 
saving, but he doubted its efficiency. He 
hoped that no long time would elapse before 
a change was made. 

THE HaGuz, Nov. 17.—Dr. Edward Gunz, 
who attended the congress of Socialists here in 
1881 as an American delegate, has been sen- 
tenced to two years’ imprisonment on a 
charge of obtaining money by fraudulent 
advertisements. 

PaRIs, Nov. 17.—The proposal to reduce the 
sum set apart forthe Department of Public 
Works by 100,000,000f., in ordor to secure the 
balancing of the budget, will probably be 
adopted.

The 
Spaniards do not admit the existence of a neu- 
tral zone where the Cubans were reaily taken, 
but claim it as Spanish territory.

Maprip, Nov. 17.—The  semi-official 
journal Correspondencia de Espaita states 
that at a Cabinet council, Sefior Camacho, 
Minister of Finance, declared that despite the 
exceptional state of affairs in some provinces, 
owing to bad crops, the revenue had consider- 


ably increased. Hesaid the financial measures 
he had introduced had produced very satisfac- 
tory results.

FALSE SMALL-POX REPORTS. 


CINCINNATI’S HEALTH OFFICER DECEIVES 
THE PUBLIC—AN EPIDEMIC FEARED. 

CINCINNATI, Nov. 17.—Capt. Wilson, of the 
Sanitary Department, confirms the report that 
false statements of the number of oases of small- 
pox in the city have been given to the public. He 
says that the order to withhold the real facts re- 
garding the ravages of small-pox from the public 
was given by Health Officer Bramble on Aug. 24. 
Since then no one has seen the correct lists of cases 
exeept two or three employes of the department. 


Special lists have been prepared in which the num- 
ber of cases was greatly reduced, and it has been 
to these special lists that the newspaper reporters 
and others in quest of information have been re- 
ferrea. The reports published indicated a much 
smaller number of cases than were really shown 
by the books ef the department. The correct num- 
ber of cases since the disease appeared seems to 
have been over 4,000 and the number of deaths 
about 1,500, 

It is supposed that the Health Officer, who refuses 
to make any explanation of the matter himself, 
haa two objects in view in giving out the false re- 
ports. One was to strengthen himself before the 
public by creating tne impression that he was rid- 
ding the city of small-pox, and the other was to 
poh the trade of the city from being injured. 

ow, that the true state of affairs is known, it is 
generally conceded that the disease must become 
epidemio as soon as cold weather comes on. 
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DEATH IN A MINE. 


THE ROOF OF A PENNSYLVANIA MINE FALLS 
IN—TWO MEN KILLED. 

Scranton, Nov. 17.—At Olyphant, a mining 
town five miles north of Scranton, a terrible mine 
accident occurred to-day, resulting in the instant 
killing of A’bert and Thomas Williams and the 
fatal injury of Sylvester Williams, wno is the 
brother of Allert. The boss miner had just fired a 
shot in his chamber at the Grassy Island Colliery 
for the purpose ot bringing down the coal, and his 
assistants were about to load the breken anthra- 
cite on the car, which stood close by, when the entire 
roof descended witn a terrific crash, killing Albert 
and Thomas Williams outright and burying their 
mangled bodies beneath a heap of rock. Sylvester 
Williams was standing beside the coal car when 
the disaster occurred and was thrown on his face 
by the rush of air occasioned by the swift atmos- 
pheric displacement’ In this way he was buried 
beside the car, which to some extent warded off 
the fatal burden and made for him a breathing 
space between the jagged rocks. The accident 
was discovered shortly afterward, and a gang of 
workmen hastened to extricate their buried com- 
rades. Albert and Thomas Williams were quite 
dead when removed, and disfigured beyond recog- 
nition. It took two hours te dig out Sy!vester, 
who was terribly injured and almost suffocated. 
His cries were-described as most pathetic while his 
tellow-miners were removing the heap of débris 
from above him, especially when he mentioned his 
wife and child. It is thought he cannot recover. 
The two men who were killed were married and 
leave large families.

CAUSE OF THE PRIZE-FIGHTER’S 
TO AVOID NEW-ORLEANS. 
NEw-ORLEANS, Nov. 17.—The fear ex- 
pressed by Sullivan, tne prize-fighter, that if he 
came to Louisiana to have his match with Alien 
the Legislature would pass an act to put him in the 
penitentiary, excites here a great deal of mirth, 
particularly since the Legislature of Louisiana 
meets biennially, and will not be in session again 
until May, 1883. Having an idea that there was 


some other reason behind this, and thinking that 
Mr. William Johnson, Sullivan’s manager in the 
Ryan fight, could make a good guess at the true 
inwardness of Sullivan’s hesitation to come here, 
your correspondent called on him yesterday. 

**Sullivan is a big, ignorant brute.” was John- 
son’s opening remark. ** He was splendidly treated 
in New-Orleans. Nothing was too good for 
him. He was certainly given a fair fight, 
and he won it.

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MICHIGAN CROP REPORT. 
Detroit, Nov. 17.—Returns for the Novem- 
ber crop report have been received by the Secretary 
of State from 789 correspondents, representing 629 
townships, The area seeded with wheat this Fall 
is estimated at 3 per cent. less than in 1881, and the 
condition is estimated at $2 per cent., the compari- 


son being with the vitality and growth of average 
years. The acres of corn raised in Michigan in 
1881, reported by the Supervisors, was 773,550, yield- 
ing nearly 21,000,000 bushels. ‘he acreage was 
greater than inany previous year, but the yield 
less than in 1880 or 1879. The corn acreage in 1882 is 
estimated by a correspondent at nearlv 810,000 acres, 
and the yield per acre at about 34 bushels, indicat- 
ing an aggregate product of about 27,500,000 bush- 
els. Although the corn crop was not fully ma- 
tured at the time the first frost set in, 
as a whole it is not materially damaged. 
The area in oats in 1881 was 465,363 acres; the vield 
15,352,706 bushels. The acreage this year is about 
483,000; the yield 15,400,000 bushels, or nearly 50,000 
bushels more than produced in 1881. Both acreage 
and yield per acre of clover-seed are less than in 1881. 
Potatoes yield one-fourth more per acre, and the 
acreage |s 11 per cent. greater than that of 1881. 
The estimates on the condition of beef, cattie, and 
sheep, and the yield of Winter apples and iate 
peaches js substantially the same as in October. 
‘The quantity of wheat marketed by farmers during 
October at 202 elevators and mills was 1,870,668 
bushels. The number of bushels reported mar- 
keted in the four months of July, August, Septem- 
ber, and October was 4,214,257.

COLLISIONS ON THE RAIL, 

Troy, Nov. 17.—Early this morning at a 
point near Hoosick Junction a freight train on the 
Troy and Boston Railroad ran into the rear end of 
another freight train. Emery Elwell, of Benning- 


ton, Vt., a brakeman on the forward train, was in- 
siantly killed. A locomotive and 13 cars were de- 
railed and wrecked. There was a dense fog at the 
time of the collision. 


LoweLL, Mass., Nov. 17.—This morning at 
Billerica, on the Boston and Lowell Railroad, a 
freight train from Boston was switching cars, when 
they ran into others standing on the track, derail- 
ing several.

A STORM OF ELECTRICITY 


TELEGRAPH WIRES USELESS FOR 
SHVERAL HOURS. 

ONE OF THE MOST SEVERE DISTURBANCES 
FOR MANY YEARS, EXTENDING EVEN TO 
EUROPE—TELEPHONE WIRES ALSO OB- 
STRUCTED—BUSINESS DELAYED A GOOD 
PART OF THE DAY. 


Yesterday’s storm was accompanied by a 
more serious electrical disturbance than has been 
known for years. It very seriously affected the 
workings of the telegraph lines both on the land 
and in the sea, and for three hours—from 9 A. M. 
until noon—telegraph business east of the Missis- 
sippi and north of Washington was at a stand-still. 
The humidity of the atmosphere, which has been 
so apparent for several weeks, has resulted in a 
density most favorable to electrical phenomena. 
An aurora borealis was the first evidence of the 
overcharging of the atmosphere with electric fluid, 
This appeared at about 5 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, and was brilliant in the extreme. At the same 
hour trouble began to be experienced in the 
action of the telegraph wires. The circuits 
were broken, and the usual annoyances accompa- 
nying such disturbances were manifested. These 
increased in intensity until 9 o’clock, at which hour 
it became impossible to transmit messages over the 


wires having an earth cireuit—that is, where the 
ends of the line were grounded. Such lines as had 
@ metallic circuit worked all right throughout the 
day, however, and so some little business was 
transacted over isolated lines.’ The disturbance 
continued until 1:50 P. M., when the electric storm 
seemed to have ceased. Wires to the South were 
first in working order, and soon after those in the 
West, North, and East assumed their normal con- 
dition inthe ordernamed. Mr. Bogart, who is in 
charge of the operating-rooms of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company in this City, says the 
disturbance was the most severe and long-eontin- 
ued he has ever known. While no great damage 
was done, there was very much annoyance by rea- 
son of the delay in the transmission of business, 
and at 4 o'clock, when the trouble seemed to have 
ceased entirely, every inst: ument and every opera- 
tor was busy in rushing off the accumulated busi- 
ness. 

The underground wires and cables seemed to be 
as seriously affected as the land lines. At the 
office of the Direct Cable Compiny, at 5 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, messages were refused for 
transmission, except where the senders would 
agree to uccept such delay as was unavoidable. 
At that hour the eables were five or six hours be- 
bind time in both the receipt and transmission of 
pusiness. During tke electric storm Mr. Brown, 
the chief operator, stated it was impossible to work 
the cables at al), except by cutting off the ground 
wires and making a metailic circuit by connecting 
the land ends of two cables. This was done, but 
even then the cables worked in a very unsatisfac- 
tory manner and little business could be transacted, 
and this very slowly. As the land lines were not 
working such service was» of no value in this City. 
Transmission from the other side ~was seriously 
interfered with by a snow-storm which prevailed 
and had interfered with the land service in Ehg- 
land, The electric disturbances also prevented 
service over the Mexican and Cuban cables as well 
as the Atlantic cables. 

The telephone lines of the Metropolitan Telephone 
Company also refused to work during the greater 
part of the day, but after 2 o’clock the wires as- 
sumed their normal condition and business went 
on uninterruptedly after that hour. During the 
time that communication over the wires was vir- 
tually suspended there were constant breakings of 
the circuit, as if a reverse battery had been con- 
nected with the wires and had depolarized them. 
From all of the central offices complaints came 
to the general office of the failure of the 
lines to work, and until late in the af- 
ternoon it was impossible to make connec- 
tions with Brooklyn, Yonkers, Jersey City, 
Newark, Orange, Patterson, Passaic, and other 
cities and towns with which the local system is 
connected. ‘The private lines were affected simi- 
larly to the public lines. People who attempted to 
use the telephones heard a buzzing, ringing noise, 
rather than any well-defined sound while attempt- 
ing communication, and occasienal words only 
could be distinguished. A singular factin connec- 
tion with the storm was that the wires of the Law 
Telephone Company did not seem to be affected. 
Engineer Shaw stated that they bad had no more 
trouble during the day than usual, and attributed 
this to the fact that their lines are all short ones 
and therefore less liable to be affected than the 
longer lines. Their wires are ground circuits, and 
their freedom from annoyance is a mystery that 
he ean solve in no other way than the one sug- 
gested. 
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THE DISTURBANCES ELSEWHERE. 

Lonpon, Nov. 17.—Earth currents and at- 
mospheric disturbances continue seriously to delay 
telegrams from the Continent. 

CuHIcAGo, Nov. 17.—Officers of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company here say the electrical 
disturbance in this country to-day was the most 
pronounced and wide-spread experienced for years, 
ifindeed it has been paralieled atany time. An 
electric storm of the greatest violence raged in all 
the territory from New-York to points beyond 
Omaha, and from Kansas City north to the ter- 
minus of telegraphic communication, practically 


putting a stop tothe telegraphic service over the 
entire area. It first began to be felt about 
4o’clock this morning and increased in intensity 
till 9:45, when communication from every direc- 
tion was cut off. This electric storm seemed to 
go in successive negative and positive waves, alter- 
nately neutralizing the currents on the wires or in- 
creasing their intensity to such a degree as to burn 
everything up. The switch-board here was on fire 
a dozen times during the forenoon, and half a 
dozen keys of the instruments were melted by the 
current which continued to pass through. The 
screws burned up and the points parted to their 
furthest limits. The duplex and quadruplex wires 
were rendered entirely useless, and at noon only a 
single wire out of 15 between this city and New- 
York was in operation, and it was frequently in- 
terrupted. Word was received from Milwaukee 
that the atmospheric electricity coming in on one 
of its wires from the country had such dynamic 
power as to keep an electriclamp burniag. All 
business at the office here was accepted subject to 
delay. Even the Associated Press reports were un- 
avoidably delayed, and up to 1 o’clock this after- 
noon less than 500 words had been transmitted. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—A magnatic storm 
o' more than usual intensity began here at an early 
hour this morniag, and has continued with occa- 
sional interruptions throughout the day, seriously 
interfering with telegraphic communication. Be- 
fore nvon all the Jines of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company running north and west from 
this city were interrupted by strong earth 
currents, alternating at intervals iu polarity, which 
took virtual possession of the wires at one time, 
doubling the strength of the main batteries and 
then neutraiizing them entirely. On the Chi- 
cago and Cincinnati circuits it was found impos- 
sible to work the quadruplex instruments, and 
they were taken ont. Inreply to inquiries to-night 
the chiet operator said that the magnetic iaterfer- 
ence was greatest on the east and west lines, 
but it was found that by using a wire for the 
return current instead of the earth, and thus 
making a metallic circuit throughout, most 
of the trouble was avoided. This, in nis opinion, 
clearly indicated that the proximate source of the 
disturbance was the earth and not the atmos- 
phere, although itis in the atmosphere that such 
magnetic storms usually manifest themselves in 
the form of brilliant auroras. The sky to-night is 
overcast, so that it cannot be known here whether 
the present electrical disturbance is accompanied 
by an aurora or not. Asan experiment one of the 
wires was worked between Wasbiagton and Balti- 
more this afternoon with the terrestrial eurrent 
alone, the batteries having been entirely de- 
tached. A _ similar experiment was success- 
fully tried at the office of the Signal 
Service on a wire leading to Norfolk. 
No special observations are made either at the 
Signal Office or a’ the Naval Observatory upon 
magnetic phenomena, although records are kept 
in both places of auroras, ‘The officer in charge at 
the office of the Signal Serviee says that great 
trouble has been experienced to-dav in collecting 
the weather reports on account of the geuveral de- 
moralization of telegraphic circuits. 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 17.—An unusually severe 
electrical storm has prevailed in Cleveland all day, 
being first observed at 4 or 5 o’clock this morning, 
and business has been very much hampered. Simi- 
lar storms prevailed two years ago last August, and 
en one Sunday night in the early part of last Sum- 
mer. During the latter storm telegrams were sent 
from Cleveland to Pittsburg and Chicago without 
the aid of batteries, so strong was the electric cur- 
rent. Sergt. Newlin, the local weather man, be- 
lieves this Sunday night storm to_ have been quite 
as severe as the one raging to-day, but as it pre- 
vailed in the night it did not prove such a serious 
annoyance to the telegraphic business of the 
country. Atthe Western Union Telegraph office 
the instrumeuts are clicking, but messages are sent 
and received with great difficulty and delay, and 
when a message is written the writer is given to 
understand that it may be delayed indefinitely 
Brokers, especially oil men, are frantic, and tele- 
graph operators are greatly annoyed. The tele- 
phone exchange has been kept in a state of great 
excitement all day, as many as 50 indicators drop- 
ping when one call is made. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 17.—Peculiar electrical 
disturbances in connection with the working of 
the telegravh wires were noticed here this morn- 
ing, beginning about 8 o’cleck and continuing up 
to noon. The phenomenon presented here was 
such as to charge wires when the batteries were 
removed, and at times presenting a change of po- 
larity in a brief period. The use of the quadruplex 
system had to be abandoned for atime, and a 
metallic circuit was found to work without the dis- 
turbance of current reversals. 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 17.—The electrical storm 
began to be observed here on the eastern wires at 
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8 A. M. Its effect gradually increased until, at 10:30, 
this city was completely surrounded. The storm 
reached south-east as far as Augusta, Ky. Wires 
were worked from here to Columbus and St. Louis 
without a battery at this end. The wires were very 
heavily charged, a flame appearing when contact 
was broken. 


MILWAUKEE, Nov. 17.—Strong currents of 
electricity pervaded the atmosphere and actually 
suspended all telegraphic communication at this 
place from 9 o‘clock this morning until afternoon. 
An electric lamp attached to a St. Paul wire pro- 
duced a brilliant illumination without the use of a 
battery. Business on ‘Change was Virtually sus- 
pended on account of the lack of telegraphic 
facilities. At 2 P. M. all the telegraph offices re- 
sumed work. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 17.—-The electric 
storm at noon to-day almost suspended operations 
in the Western Union Telegraph office here. At in- 
tervals the wires were worked solely by the au- 
roral current. The needle of the gaivanometer 
oscillated in the most eccentric manner, varying 
as much as 80 degrees. Experienced operators 
say the storm to-day was the most remarkable of 
the kind for many years. 


Bancor, Me., Nov. 17.—The electrical storm 
has greatly interfered with the transmission of 
telegraphic messages. A dispath was sent to-day 
from this city to North Sydney, Cape Breton, a 
distance of 700 miles, without the use of a battery. 


WHITERALL, N. Y., Nov. 17.—Telegraphic 
communication up to noon to-day was considera- 
bly interrupted by the electrical storm. 


Toronto, Ontario, Nov. 17.—The electric 
storm is delaying all reports to-night.

INSPECTING THE MISSISSIPPI.

THE CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEE AT WORK— 

PILOTS TESTIFY REGARDING ALLEGED 

IMPROVEMENTS. 
’ Hetena, Ark., Nov. 17.—The Congressional 
Mississippi Investigating Committee arrived 
here to-day. The afternoon was occupied 
with the examination of three pilots—Isaac D. 
Gough, Cove Holmes, and Daniel E. Towall—ail of 
whom gave testimony as to the general character 
of the Government work on the Mississippi River. 
The substance of their evidence was that the river, 
in their opinion, had not been improved during the 
last 20 years beyond the taking out of snags and 
the putting up of Govermment lights. They said 


that it would be a good thingif the Mississippi 
River could be confined within prescribed limits, 
but they did not believe that any such limiting of 
the river would be possible. ; 

Mr. Towall, one of the oldest pilots on the river, 
said he believed the works being put up now by 
the Government to protect the banks of the river 
would be washed away during the coming season, 
Upon being asked why he thought so, he said that 
similar experiments had been tried before at Cairo, 
at Memphis, and at Vicksburg. At these places 
the banks were in the most favorable condition 
for the trial of the experiment, but the mo- 
ment the current of the river shifted the 
works were washed away. At Vicksburg the 
works were washed out in the middle of the river 
so that they had become an obstruetion to naviga- 
tion. Where mat supports were put in strong 
enough to resist the current a sudden shifting of 
that current may bring it above the protected 
banks, and then the effect is to at once cut out and 
lay waste all the so-called protection. The cut-off 
made from time to time during high water tempo- 
rarily shortens tae channel, but in the ena the river 
forces its way into the new bends below, so that 
the channel length remains about the same. 

Testimony was given upon the subject of the 
sudden shifting of the channel of the river just 
above Helena. The channel now where boats run 
is where land was three years ago. The old chan- 
nel was three miles inland. The pilots are all 
agreed in the opinion that the current of the Mis- 
sissippi River, when directed against any of its 
shores, is resistless, and that any artificial means 
employed to restrain it would fail. The committee 
left here this evening to inspect the works at 
Providence Reach, 60 miles above Vicksburg. 


New-OrLEANS, Nov. 17.—The North Lowisi- 
ana Journal, the yoice of public opinion in Tensas 
Parish, expresses great alarm at tne approach of 
the Congressional committee, and openiy eharges 
that Capt. Leathers is the aider and abettor of 
Capt. John Cowden, who is engineering the com- 
mittee, and that Leathers, by furnishing the mate- 
rial backing to Cowden and his schemes of hostility 
to the levees, is really the worst enemy of the peo- 
ple of the Mississippi Valley, and it calls on the 
people of Tensas and other river parishes devend- 
ant on levees to testify their disapprobation by 
boycotting Capt. Leathers’s steam-boat, the Natch- 
ez, and refusing togive it patronage. The people 
are much aroused on the subject. 


Sr. Lours, Nov. 17.—All the members of the 
United States River Commission, excepting Gen. 
Gillmore, the President, and Capt. James B. Eads, 
who are in New-York, left here yesterday after- 
noon on the Government steamer Mississippi, on the 
trip down the river, to examine the various works 
now in progress tor the improvement of the river 
between here and Vicksburg. They are accom- 
panied by Gen. Wright, Chief of Engineers United 
States Army, and two or three other gentiemen con- 
nected with the work. They will probably be gone 
20 days, and will doubtless join the Congressional 
Committee, which is now on the Guiding Star at 
some point down the river. 
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SUICIDE OF A CRAZED HUSBAND. 
CLEVELAND, Nov. 17.—Homer W. Barnes, a 
prominent young man of Breckville Village, near 
this city, committed suicide lastevening. He lived 
with his father, a wealthy merchant, and last night 


took a shot-gun, telling the family that he was go- 
ing to the barn toshoot rats. ‘Ten minutes after a 
report was heard, but nothing was thought of it. 
When his father went to the barn 30 minutes later 
he found his son lying on the floor with a large 
hole in his left breast over the heart. The young 
man, after putttngahandful of buckshot in the 
gun, took off his right boot and stocking, bared his 
breast, and spramg the trigger with histoe. The 
gun was found lying by hisside. He must have 
died instantly. He was well educated, and, with 
with the exception of trouble with his wife, was 
held in good general repute. This treuble prompt- 
ed him to the act. Four yearsago he married Missa 
Kittie Snow, daughter of a wealthy farmer in this 
vicinity. They had constant trouble, and a year 
ago she left her husband, going to her father’s 
house and taking their only child with her. The 
deceased has constantly sought reconciliation, but 
neyer succeeded, and constant failure crazed him. 
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A PRIZE-FIGHT ON THE STAGE. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—The announcement 
that a local boxer would undertake to face John L. 
Sullivan for four rounds of three minutes each 
with soft gloves drew 2,000 people to the 


Theatre Comigue to-night. The exhibition, how- 
ever, was interrupted by the Police before the 
first round had been completed, but not until the 
ambitious amateur had been knocked down 
seven times and the entire audience was satisfied 
that the brutal exhibition had roceeded 
far enough. The mapagement had offered $500 
to any man who would stand up before Sullivan 
for 12 minutes, and a burly blacksmith 
named Rainey undertook to earn the money. 
Before the Police interfered, however, he had 
been reduced to a state of utter helplessness. 
Sullivan came before the foot-lights and announced 
that he was prepared to make a m&tch with Tom 
Allen for a fist fight for $5,000 a side, or with any 
man ‘iving, and that after his fight with Allen he 
would never fight again.

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THE ASSEMBLY. CHAMBER 


QVHCLARED SAFE BY THE NEW 
CAPITOL ARCHITECTS. 

(HEY TAKE ISSUE WITH THE COMMISSION— 
THE DETAILS OF THE WORK—ALL DE- 
FECTS OF A TRIFLING NATURE-—A RE- 
PORT TO THE GOVERNOR. 

ALBANY, Nov. 17.—Messrs. Leopold Eidlitz, 
H. H. Richardson, and Frederick Law Olmsted, 
the architects of the New Capitol building, do not, 
as Now appears, propese to sit idly by while others 
pass judgment of condemnation on the work they 
have done. They are not satisfied with the report 
of the commission appointed by Gov. Cornell, 
pren though that cemmission found that “ no de- 
fucts worthy of special consideration other than 
those of the Assembly Chamber and the portions 
of the building immediately above and below it 
bave been discovered.” In response to the report 
of the commission, the architects to-day submitted 
to the Governor a carefully written and detailed re- 
port which covers more than 18 closely printed pages 
and which takes up, seriatim, the objections stated 
by the commission. Only the observations of the 
latter as regards the Assembly Chamber, with its 
abutments and foundations, are stated to require 
tomment. The imperfect knowledge on the part 
of the commission as to certain facts in the case is 
pdduced bythe architects as the reason why the 
commission reported that the structure is insecure in 
the manner stated. The stability of the yaults of 
the Assembly Chamber, the architects say, involves 
the principle of the arch, and the conditions of 
stability in an arch, aside from its foundations, are 
three in number. These are, first, that the area of 
the youssoirs is sufficiently large to resist the pres- 
sure upon them, the resistance of the material be- 
ing known; second, that the line of pressure passes 
threugh {the middle third of the voussoirs; and 
third, that the abutments are competent. 

As to the first point. the architects say that 
their own tests showed that the material used in 
the construction of the ribs and arches of the As- 
sembly Chamber would bear safely a load of 600 
pounds per square inch, while the load imposed is 
only 270 pounds ver squareinch. That the stone 
*‘is not uniform in quality or strength,’’ as the com- 
mission reported, is stated to be true of all building 
stone, and must have been notably the ease in the 
specimens examined by the commission, which 
were cut from the broken stone removed from the 
south-west rib in 1880, and which must have been 
strained beyond the limits of elasticity. As regards 
the lines of pressure, the commission agreed with 
the architects that they are correct. The report of 
the commission also implied, it is stated, that the 


pbutments are perfectly competent. It is true, 
however, that the commission, while admitting 
that the present mixed construction of flying 
arches and iron rods is very ingenious 
and was studied with great care, was 
not sure that it would always nold the 
arch springers with absolute rigidity, especially 
ps one of the main granite shafts of the Assembly 
Chamber was found out of plumb. As to this mat- 
ter, the architects say that none of the supporting 
columns leans in the direction of the lines of pres- 
sure, and it isnot true, as the commission reported, 
that the heating of the attic is essential to the efi- 
cacy of the tie-rods. The deviations are, respec- 
tively, three-sixteenths, one-quarter, one-eighth, 
and one-quarter of aninch. Considering that the 
columns are 22 feet long and 4 feet in diameter, 
these deviations are regarded as of no “‘construc- 
tional significance.’ They may be due to an irreg- 
ularity in setting, or may be merely “a deceptive 
appearance, owing to the ellipticity of the column 
itself.” That they are no greater would be gener- 
ally regarded “as evidence of great accuracy in 
building.” 

A minute and technical explanation is given by 
the architects of the nature and condition of theiron 
anchorage—or system of rods which connects the 
head of the inverted fiying buttresses—when affect- 
ed by changes of temperature. Under fluctuations of 
temperature sueh as they would be likely to be 
subjected to, the iron rods, which are 92 feet long, . 
would expand to forty-five-one-hundredths of an 
finch. Ninety-two feet of the stone work would 
expand under similar conditions--that is, a range 
of about 60°—three-tenths of aninch. The expan- 
sion of the rods over the stone would he fifteen- 
hundredths of aniuch. ‘* By reason of the greater 
conductivity of iron,’ say the architects, ‘*the ex- 
pansion in the iron rods would ordinarily become 
effective before the stone has been heated suffi- 
tiently for a proportionate expansion, * * * 
but thisis provided against by incasing the iron in 
brickwork, whereby it becomes tmpossible that 
the iron should attain a higher or lower tempera- 
ture before the stonework has attained the same.” 
Even should there be a strain resulting from the 
alternate expansion and contraction of the iron 
rods, it willbe simply on the reds, which would, 
under no circumstances, be taxed to one-half the 
load they can safely bear, 

The safety of the foundations also comes in for a 
fair share of notice from the architects. The com- 
mission advised that the vaulted ceiling of the As- 
serably Chamber should be demolished and a ceil- 
jing of wood substituted, because, even if the foun- 
dations on which its supporting piers rest have 
reached their final settlement, a contingency might 
be imagived in which the settlement would recom- 
mence. If, for example, the subsoil of the site should 
be druined of its waters ** the contraction that would 
result would involve arenewed settlement.” All 
needed sewers in that portion of the city near the 
Capitol have, however, been constructed, and the 
apprehended results have not been forthcoming, 
because the sewers are above the foundations of 
the building. But. even if they were not, the pud- 
died wall surrounding the foundations would pre- 
vent injury from this source. Carrying the thing 
still further, the architects say: ‘*But if, not- 
withstanding, the site should be drained of its 
moisture, no part of the structure, nor of 
any structure in Albany, resting on _ the 
same bed of clay would be safe, and a 
study of the possible special effect of an occurrence 
so remote and improbable on §the vaults of the As- 
Bembly Chamber can hardly be asked of us.”’ Dur- 
Ing the last two vears, however, the levels taken 
have shown nosettiement. Should there be such 4 
settlement, the area of the footings under the 
piers supporting the Assembly Chamber columns 
ean be doubled with an inconsiderable outlay of 
labor and material. The levels taken are declared 
not to indicate either progressive or unequal set- 
tlement, but trifling errors of building or measure- 
ment. 

in conclusion, the architects say that nothing 
alarming or unusual has been shown by the report 
of the commission. The fractures of the ribs in 
the main yault are traceable to the disturbance of 
equilibrium during the main settlement of the 
building. The settlement, though small, was 
rapid because of the rapidity of construction; and 
the evidences of disturbance such as are presented 
by the fractures of the ceiling should not be a 
subject of apprehension or astonishment. No 
reason exists, they contend, why the Assembly 
Chamber ceiling should be destroved, and they 
recommend that the fractured stone still remaining 
in the main vault should be replaced, that 
the work should be properly pointed, and that 
the equilibrium of ajl the vaults should be 
reviewed, and, if need be, corrected. They add: 
“*Norcan we find in the report warrant for any 
other opinion than that when these slight repairs 
pre made the vaulted ceiling of the Assembiv 
Chamber will be a perfectly sound and permanent 
structure. In its present condition, without re- 

airs, there is nothing in the condition of the ceil- 

ng to warrant apprehensionsin regard to its safety 
or to preyent the immediate occupation of the 
chamber by the Assembly.’’- 


REALITIES OF ANIMAL MOTION. 
-——_~»>--— 

RROF. MUYERIDGE’S EXPLANATION OF HIS 
DISCOVERIES THROUGH HI8 ZOOPRAXI- 
SCOPE. 

Prof. Eadweard Muybridge, whose successin 
instantly photographing the motion of the horse in 
running has overturned all previous ideas on the 
subject, lectured last evening in the Turf Club 
Vheatre under the auspices of the Turf Club, 


whose members had previously been supposed to 
pare very little what motions a horse made in run- 
ping so that he brought himself under the wire 
phead. Prof. Muybridge’s subject was “The Ro- 
mance and Reality of Animal Motion,’ and 
“he illustrated his leeture upon a large 
screen by means of a zoopraxiscope, which 
an eminent English writer desoribes as “a 
magic lantern run mad.” With this instrument 
the Professor produced upon the canvas, first sta- 
tionary figures of the horse in the different posi- 
tions assumed in the walk, the pace, the rack, the 
canter, and the gallop, and afterward displayed 
the figure of the animal, first at » walk across the 
panvas, then pacing, cantering, galloping, and even 
jumping the hurdle. The effect was true te life, 
and the spectator could almost believe that he saw 
miniature horses with their riders racing across the 
sereen. A photograph of Rosa Bonheur’s cele- 
brated painting. ‘The Horse Fair,” was thrown 


upon the eanvas, and the leoturer explained 
where tue positions of the animals were incorrect, 


and demonstrated why their attitudes were impos- 
sible. He also displayed and criticised several of 
Meissonicr’s masterpieces, and sald that the great 
ainter himself acknowledged that the posi- 
ions of his horse figures were incorrect. 
Photographs of the equestrian statues of Mar- 
cus Aurelius, in Rome, and of Washington, in 
Boston and in Union-square, were exhibited and 
tho attiudes of the horse pronounced impossible. 
There was also displayed representations of an- 
cient paintings and statues of different countries, 
In most of which the horse was incorrectly por- 
trayed. One mural painting of the horse at Bisa, 
of the fifth century of the Christian era, was strict- 
jy correct the Professor said, and forthat reason 
athe name of the painter had been forgotton. The 
Greeks, he said, created an era of art which was 
moditied by truth, but their examplo had bees 
wholly disregarded by the most distinguished 
artists ot modern times. The Professor produced 
onthe screen, by means of his sonpraxiecope, a 
running bull, a goat, and a deer, all of which were 
put through their and made to walk, ran, 
and jump.

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POPE LEO ON SOCTALISH, 


From the London Times of Nov. 6. 

Yesterday, in all the churches of the Roman 
Catholic province of Westminster, an ‘“ Encyclical 
Letter’ from Pope Leo XIIL, addressed to ‘' The 
Patriarchs, Primates, Archbishops, and Bishops of 
the Catholic World in Grace and Communion with 
the Apostolic See,” was publicly read. The letter 
was written on the occasion of the sevexth cen- 
tenary of the birth of St. Francis of Assisi, and in 
the course of his review of the saint’s career his 
Holiness takes the opportunity of contrasting the 
social condition of the nineteenth with that of the 
twelfth century. ‘The period (the twelfth cen- 
tury) is,”’ says his Holiness, *' sufficiently well known 
with its character of mingled virtues and vices. The 


Catholic faith was deeply rooted in men’s souls, and 
it wasa glorieus sight to see multitudes inflamed by 
piety set forth to Palestine resolved to conquer or 
to die. Nevertheless, licentiousness bad greatly 
impaired popular morality, and nothing was more 
needed by men than a return to Christian senti- 
ments. Now, thie perfection of Christian virtue 
lies in that disposition of the soul which dares all 
that is arduous and difficult; its symbol is the 
cross, which those who would follew Jesus Christ 
must carry on their shoulder. The effects of this 
disposition are a heart detached from mortal 
things, severe self-denial, and a gentleand resigned 
endurance of adversity. In fine, the love of God 
and of one’s neighbor is the mistress and sovereign 
of all other virtues. Such is its power that it sur- 
vives all the hardships which accompany the fulfill- 
ment of duty and renders the hardest Jabors not 
only bearable, but agreeable. 

“There was a dearth of such virtue in the twelfth 
eentury; for too many among men, enslaved by 
the things of this world, either coveted madly 
honors and wealth, or lived a life of luxury and 
self-gratification. All power was centred in a few, 
and had for the most part become an instrument 
of oppression to the wretched and despised masses: 
and those even who ought by their profession to 
have been an example to others had not avoided 
the contagion of the prevalent vices. The extine- 
tion of charity everywhere was followed by moral 
diseases manifold and deadly—envy, jealousy, 
hatred; and minds were so divided and hostile 
that on the slightest pretext neighboring cities 
waged war among themselves and fellow-citizens 
armed themselves against ane another.” Pioturing 
Francis of Assisi as a reformer sepecially called 
to wage war against the then prevailing 
vices oftfsociety, the sovereign Pontiff por- 
trays him as ‘‘emid the effeminacy and 
fastidiousnesa of the times” going about ‘roughly 
clad, begging his bread from door to door, and not 
only enduring what is generally deemed most hard 
to bear—the senseless ridicule of the crowd—but 
even te welcome it with a wondrous readiness and 
joy.” His 12 companions are described, ‘' Poor, 
ignorant, unrefined, they mingled with the peoplé; 
in the highways and in the public squares, with no 
preparation of place or pomp of rhetoric, they set 
themselves to exhort men to despise earthly things 
and to think of the time tocome. It is marvelous 
to see the fruits produced hy the enterprise of such 
workers apparently so inadequate. Crowds gath- 
ered round them eager to hear them; faults were 
bitterly bewept, injuries were forgotten, and peace 
was restored by the appensing of discords.” 

At the close of the biographical review his Holi- 
ness alludes to the condition of society in the pres- 
ent century. Hesays: ‘it is manifest that from 
this one man a hast of benefits has accrued to both 
the Christian and the civil Commonwealth. But, 
inasmuch as his spirit so thoroughly and so pre-emi- 
nently Christian, is wondrously suited to all times 
and places, no one can doubt that the Franciscan 
institutions will be of the greatest benefit in this 
our age. All the more so because the character of 
our times for divers reasons appears to approach 
the character of those days. Just asin the twelfth 
century, so nowadays hath divine charity grown 
not a little cold, and great is the derangement of 
Christian duties partly through ignorance, partly 
through negligence. The greater part of men pass 
their lives in a like frame of mind and with like de- 
sires, seeking for the comfort of life, and eagerly 
pursuing pleasure. MReveling in fuxury, they are 
extravagant of theirown goods and greedy after 
their neighbor’s. They extol the name of the fra- 
ternity of mankind; yet they talk more fraternally 
than they act. ‘They are borne on by self-love, and 
genuine charity toward their weaker and their 
poorer brethren is every day growing rarer. In those 
early days the manifold heresy of the Albigenses, 
while stirring up revolHs against the Church’s 
power, had at the same time introduced confusion 
into the State, and paved the way for a kind of 
socialism. 

“And nowadays,too,the votaries and propagators 
of Nationalism have increased, persistently deny- 
ing, as they do,the duty of subjection to the 
Chureb, and, little by little, advancing still further, 
with logieal consistency, until they do not spare 
even the civil power. They encourage violence 
and sedition among the people, proveke agrarian 
disturbances, flatter the appetites of the lower 
classes, and weaken the very foundations of do- 
mestie and public order.” ‘io remedy this condi- 
tion of things, the Sovereigu Pontiff recommends 
the’ spread of the Franciscan institutions among 
the laity of the Church, and argues that thereby 
“the lawless greed for temporal things would be 
weakened, nor would men weary of subjugat- 
ing their cupidity by means of virtue which 
to most appears a great and odious_ bur- 
den. Men, knit together in bonds of broth- 
erly concord, would love one another; for 
they would show fitting reverence to those 
who bore the likeness of Christ. Moreover, they 
who are theroughly imbued with Christian piety 
feel with certainty that they are bound by a con- 
scientious duty to obey their lawful rulers, and 
that no one may bein any way outraged. Now, 
nothing can be more efficacious than this senti- 
ment for thoroughiy extirpating all these kinds of 
perversity, violence, outrages, revolutionary de- 
sires, envy among the dliferent ranks of society, 
in all which both the germs and tne weapons of 
socialism are found. As regards the question that 
so much occupies politicians. the relations between 
rich and poor would be most satisfactorily ar- 
ranged, because the conviction would be estab- 
lished that poverty was not without its dignity; 
that the rich man is bound to be merciful and gen- 
erous. the poor man to be content with his lot and 
his industry; that as neither is born for these per- 
ishable goods, the one must win heaven by pa- 
tience, the other by Jiberality.”” In concluding the 
** Encyclical” his Holiness makes special reference 
to the Italians and the social and political benefits 
which would accrue to Italy by the spread of Fran- 
ciscan ideas.

A HREADSTRONG BOY OF FIVE. 

The suit of Lyon against Lyon, for the cus- 
tody of a 5-year-old child, cniminated in an 
emotional scene in Vice-Chancellor Van Fieet’s 
Court, in Newark, yesterday afternoon. Owing 
to the intemperance of her husband and the iil- 
treatment to which hq subjected her, Mrs. Lyon 
took her little son and returned to her parents’ 
home. The husband visited the house subse- 
quently, and after vainly endeavoring to induce 
his wife to liye with him again, succeeded in 
taking the child away. Mrs. Lyon commenced suit 
in Chancery to recover the eustody of the child, 
und the matter was argued before the 
Vice-Chancellor. In Mr. Lyon’s behalf it was as- 
serted that he had reformed and was prepared to 
supply his family witha good home. The plea was 
unavailing. The Vice-Chancellor decreed that the 
boy should return to his mother’s eare. When, in 
pursuance of the court's order, Mrs. Lyon attempt- 
ed to lead her son out of the court the little fellow 
planted his foot on the floor and refused to go. 
He had determined to go back to his grandparents, 
and nothing could shake the strength of his deter- 
mination. Even his father, aguinst whom the 
judgment had been rendered, was powerless to 
move him, though he tried bard and sincerely. 
Every effort to induce him to aecompany his 
mother threw him into a paroxysm of excitement, 
till finally his nose bled, and other evidences of 
physical distress manifested themselves. Then the 
attempt was abandoned, and the mother left the 
court-room. The Vice-Chancellor finally advised 
that the shild he taken back to his grandparents 
for the present. When he understood that the 
court’s plan bad been changed, so that his whim 


could be gratified, he quietly walked out to the 
buggy waiting for him at the door. 


DHATH OF AN OLD SEXTON, 
Elisha H, Snooks, who had been for tho 


past 16 years sexton of the Washington Heights 
Presbyterian:Church, died, after a long illness, on 
Thursday. We leaves a widow, three sons, and 
four daughters. Mr. Snooks was born in Somer- 


set, England, in 1818. where he was brought up and 
learned the painter’s trade, which he pursued 


throughout life. When about 20 years old, while 
at work at his trade, Mr. Snooks fell 90 feet from 
the dome of a house upon a marble pavement, and 
from injuries received remained in an almost life- 
less condition for over a year. He recovered fully, 
however, and came to this City 26 years 
ago, taking up his residence in Washington 
Heights. In 1866 he was appointed sexton of the 
church.

PROUSE COOPER'S WIFE 


WHY SHE BELIEVES HER HUSBAND 
10 BE INSANE. 

A REMARKABLE TALE OF DOMESTIC SOR- 
ROW—DRUNK AND DISORDERLY ON TWO 
CONTINENTS — SOMETHING ABOUT A 
TAILOR’S ALLEGED MANIA FOR KICKING. 

It is probable that the inquiry before Com- 
missioners in Lunacy and a Sheriff’s jury to de- 
termine whether Henry Prouse Cooper is insane or 
not will continue a long time, for neither lawyers 
nor jurors appear to be in a hurry to get through. 

Three sessions have now been held and only three 

witnesses have been examined. At the session 

yesterday Mrs. Esther W. Cooper, wife of the 
alleged lunatic, was the only witness. She testified 
that she was married to Henry Prouse Cooper in 

England in 1865, and he was a good husband until 

July, 1881, She first noticed a change in his bear- 

ing toward her while they were in London, Eng- 

land, on a visit at the time mentioned. He 
then beszame cool and indifferent, and be- 
gan to act strangely not only to her, but 
to other persons, One night they went to 
the Princess’s Theatre with a Mr. and Mrs. Towle. 

The seats had been procured by Mr. Towle. They 

did not suit Mr. Cooper, so he left the theatre in 

anger. She remained with their friends. After 

the performance the party went to the hotel where 
allhad rooms. She noticed, soon after their re- 
turn, that Mr. Towle entered their sitting-room, 
coming from the lower part of the hotel, in a state 
of excitement. Mr. Cooper entered the room sub- 
sequently, and crossing it without speaking to any- 
body, went to his bedroom and to bed. The 
Towle family retired soon afterward, leaving Mrs. 
Cooper with a Mr. Wheeler, a friend of Mr. Coop- 


er. Mrs. Cooper was soon startled by the 
sudden appearauce in the room of Mr. 
Prouse Cooper. He wore only his night- 
shirt, and, as he paced up and down the 
apartment, he addressed profane and vulgar 
language to the witness. Prior to tkat time 
his language had never even savored of vulgarity, 
and he had always treated her with delicacy. He 
seemedto have been drinking, yet he walked 
steadily, and she did not think he was intoxiceted. 
Before and after this night he told her repeatedly 
that he thought detectives were on bis track—for 
what reason he did not say—and he cautioned her 
to be careful always to lock their room door at 
nigkt. He took herto Paris, and there proposed 
very often that she should accompany him to 
improper plaees, but she refused. One night, after 
visiting the opera, he importuned her to go with 
him to such a place. She refused to go, and wept, 
until he took her to their hotel. When hereturned 
in the morning he told her he had visited the place, 
which was not the Jardin Mabille, but some 
worse resort. In Paris he boasted to her of his 
many acts of infidelity, and made unnatural and 
indecent proposals to her. Mr. Cooper’s bad con- 
duct continued, and subsequently, in Chester, Eng- 
land, he made himself conspicuous by quarreling 
with hotel waiters. The witness refused to stay in 
the hotel after this quarrel, and he and she went to 
her mother’s, near Chester. They arrived there after 
breakfast, but her mother undertook to get them 
something to eat. While she was preparing the meal 
Cooper followed her into the kitchen, and almost 
threw her down by wresting a tea-pot from her. 
He continued to be queer and viclent. One in- 
stanee of his queerness was his desire to have his 
arms tattooed with his monogram and crest. On 
returning from Europe he brought four pug dogs, 
which, although they were dirty aad objectionable, 
he insisted upon keeping in his sleeping-room. 
This was strange, because he had formerly dis- 
liked dogs. She cames baek to New-York in ad- 
vance of him. Onhis arrival he boastfully told her 
that he had been unfaithful to his marriage vow on 
board the steamer. 

One night Mrs. Cooper went to the Alcazar with 
her husband and Mr. Drake. They had dinner, and 
they took a box to enjoy the entertainment. In 
the next box were two women, with whom Cooper 
couversed. First he leaned upon the partition be- 
tween the boxes, and next went and sat with the 
women. Heafterward told her the women were 
disreputable. One night in November, 1881, he did 
not return home at all. The next manifestation of 
his bad mental state was extreme melancholy and 
depression of spirits. Ile would weep often aud 
beg the witness to kill him. He would say in the 
morning that he was afraid to rise, that he was 
ashamed to look anybody in the face, and he 
would hide his bead under the bed covers. He 
often told her he would kill himself, and that he 
knew something must be the matter with him be- 
cause he sometimes found himself wandering in 
out-of-the-way places without being able to reeall 
how he got there. The witness was afraid to 
leave him alone long. One morning when 
she returned from a hasty breakfast he ran 
to meet her at the door of her room, 
threw his arms around her neck, and, sobbing, 
told her she had come just in time to save his life. 
His night-shirt was open at the neck, and he had 
apparently made preparations to cut his throat. 
His fits of weeping continued to oceur daily, and 
he repeatedly declared that he had ruined himself 
and family, and that he should be put under 
restraint because he knew his condition -was 
the result of something more than indulgence in 
alcohol. Mrs. Cooper then detailed once more the 
preparations that were made to put her husband 
in an insaae asylum in the early part of the Winter 
1881-2, but which were put an end to by a fear of 
publicity. Instead of sending him to xn asylum 
he wes allowed to spend a week at At- 
lantic City, and then the witness took 
him to Bermuda, where they remained about 
six weeks. Before going away from New-York he 
drank liquor constantly, but in Bermuda he ceased 
to drink and became strong, Upon returning to 
New-York he showed petty traits of economy and 
seemed nervous and suspicious of everybody. A 
short time later he went to Europe alone. On his 
return early in September last he was quiet and 
regularin his habits for about two weeks, at the 
end of which period he began to remain away from 
home at night. His physical appearance began ta 
change. His right eye beeame prominent and 
bulging, and he had a habit of staring at vacancy. 
His habits at the table had previously been proper, 
but they changed and he made disgusting noises 
while eating. He would put the dogs on the 
table and let them eat out of soup-plates, and 
he would sing at the top of his voice at 
breakfast an dinner. Somebody told him 
he had a good voice, which he ought 
to cultivate, and he therefore engaged Mme. Anna 
Bishop to give him lessons in singing. He also 
bought a banjo and tried to play it. He hadno 
yoice and no musical skill, and his efforts at sing- 
ing, although earnest, made even the witness 
laugh. His habits were irregular in the meantime, 
aud his bearing toward the witness was threaten- 
ing. One night. abont five weeks ago, he fell on 
his knees in her room, and trgaicoliy cried: “I 
swear before God to have your life before 6 o’clock 
to-morrow morning.” He repeated this threat be- 
fore his sister-in-law, whom he had called into the 
room, and to her he made indecent charges against 
the witness. The latter, hurt and humiliated by 
the charges, wept bitterly. He then said ne would 
retract them. His sister-in-law having been recalled 
to the room he told her he retracted what he 
had said. She answered: ‘‘Nevyer mind, I did 
believe it.” In November, 1881, he took a woman, 
whom he ought not to have associated with. to the 
box of the witness at the opera. - On the fellowin 
morping she reprimanded him, telling him that # 
he repeated his offense she would leave him. He 
then wrote astatement in which, after declaring 
that he would never see the woman again, he said: 
*T love my wife above ali the rest of the world, 
She is the best and purest of women.” 

Mrs. Cooper next repeated her busbanda’s alleged 
boasts to her concerning his intended business en- 
terprises, in one of which he expected to make 
$500,000. She said her brother-in-law, Tom Cooper, 
who was “something in the British rene arrived 
here about six weeks ago. Her husband then told 
her that om had got into trouble, and he (Henry 
Prouse Cooper) had written tothe Prince of Wales 
about the matter. This proceeding she thought 
very extraordinary. Her husband several! times 
varied his other performances by becoming deyo- 
tional. He would then pray lustily and sing the 
hymn “I know that Jesus died for me.”’ He would 
declare that he was a poor sinner, and would call 
upon the Lord to save him and the witness to aid 
him in his redemption. Then he would gotosleep. 
Following these emotional episodes, he would act 
ashe nad acted before them. Once he had his 
three children taken into his room, and as they en- 
tered he cried, “ Suffer little children to come unto 
me and forbid them not, for of such is the King- 
dom of Heaven.’’ From this he lapsed into 
the “Sod Song” from  “Olivette,” after 
which he pathetically said to his children: 

* Will B hing sing that to me when I am 
old?” His domestic and paternal sympathies 
apparently were overcome by his remembrance of 
a certain Frenchwoman, for he told his wife that 
he intended to bring that woman to New-York, 
and spoke glowingly in praise of he figure and the 
beauty of her face. Upon occasions he would 
read dramatically from the book called ‘* Pool on 
the Atlantic,” which he said he had written, and 
of which he expected to sell many copies, Mrs. 
Cooper also said her husband told her that one 
night he broke glasses at Delmonico’s, and that af- 
terward, although four men tried to held him, he 
kicked other table furniture there into flinders. 
He was not drunk that night, because he afterward 
returned home and threatened her as_sbe had pre- 
viously described. When the mood of kicking was 
on him, he sald, he could not restrain bimeelf, but 
must kiek something. One night, while in a cab 
with his brother Tom, he wanted air, so he kicked 
out the front window of the vehicle: not getting 
sufficient air he kicked out the side windows. He 
told the witness that this amusement cost him $28, 
“*but it was dirt chesp.”’ 

Under cross-examination Mrs. Cooper said her 
husband came to this country without money, and 
that he had since then made much money by 
industry and business skill. She explained her 
former statement that her husband made her 
mortgage “ her house,’ No. 20 East Sixty-eighth- 
street, by saying tnat she had always considered 
the house as hers because her husband told her it 
shouldj be hers; yet the deed conveying it to her 
from a Mr. Wheeler, acting as interme- 
diary, had not been recorded until a week 
before, or in the course of the week 
during which her husband was in_ the 
Flushing asylum. She admitted that her husbana’s 
improper acts were committed while he was under 
the influence ot liquor; but she insisted that those 
acts were more outrageous than any 2 mere drunk- 
6n man would commit. She thought the fact that 
he had written to the Prince of Waies was such a 
Rone of presumption as only a crazy man would 

guilty of. Another act of ber hushand which 
she told of under redirect examinatien was the 
taking of a doz to the Sunday-schoo! her children 
attended. and there seating the animal on a teach- 
er's chair. He compelled the ‘dog, so her children 
told ber. to remain on the chair. by shaking his fin- 


ger threateningly as he retreated to and passed be- 
yond the door of the room. Yet, when he got 
ome he told her he could not induce the dog to 
leave the school with him, 
The inquiry will be resumed on Wednesday

A TRIPLE WEDDING. 


THREE SISTERS MARRIED AT THE SAME HOUR 


IN THEIR FATHER’S HOUSE. 
From the Cincinnati Gazette, Nov. 16. 

The three daughters of ’Squire Albert Phil- 
lips were married yesterday morning to three ex- 
cellent Kentucky gentlemen at the home of their 
father, four miles south of Butler, among the hills 
beyond the bluffs of the Licking, Mr. William Piercy 
espousing Miss Celia, Mr. John Thomas Miss Het- 
tie, and Mr. Alvin Bradford Miss Lucie. One wed- 
diag in Kentucky is occasion for excess of gayety, 
but when a triad of maidens is sacrified to Hymen 
on one altar, it is sufficient excuse for a tripie 
measure of hilarity, and an occasion to be remem- 
bered for a life-time. Soon after the close of the 
rebellion ‘Squire Phillips, as he is known through- 
out the county, a soldier in the One Hundred and 


Thirty-eighth Ohio Regiment, came from Ohio to 
Northern Kentucky, buying 800 acres of the rich 
bottoms and picturesque hills and dales that stretch 
away southward from the Licking. Here he 
built his house upon one of the commanding 
hills, and has passed the years peacefully and pros- 
p-rously, his three daughters growing up to a 
sweet and love!y womanhood, the pride and de- 
light of their family. About a year ago Mr. Phil- 
lips’s health failed him, and for five weeks he has 
been; confined to his bed, and his physicians con- 
sider his case avery grave one. The family de- 
sired to postpone the wedding, btit to this the 
father would not listen. “You have chosen, and 
chosen wisely,” he said. ‘I will have all m 
friends and neighbors about me, and give you, wit 
my:blessing, to the men of your choice.” 

The scene of the triple bridal was singularly 
picturesque and pathetic. The father’s room 
opened upon a wide porch; he was propped up on 
his pillows, being tunable to rise, and on each side 
of him were a few old friends. The three brides, 
the only daughters of his house and heart, took 
their places upor the porch in front of the open 
door, in full view of the company within, each 
leaning upon the arm of the man of her choice. 
The guests gathered around, and the marriage 
service began, the Rev. Robert Vanhook, of 
the Falmouth Christian Church, officiating. 
The service was singularly impressive. The 
brides are tall an slight, with a pro- 
fusion of soft brown hair, dressed in the 
simplest fashion, and their manner was the perfec- 
tion of quiet graee. Each wore a dress of snowy 
Victoria lawn, trimmed with soft lace, witb a fichu 
of lace at her throat, fastened by a cluster of white 
chrysanthemums, and along and drooping cluster 
of white cherry blossoms in her hair. The grooms 
Were in morning costume. Prince Albert coats gnd 
dark trousers, and wore boutonniéres of white 
chrysanthemums. A group of young cousins of 
the bride, the Misses Hoffman, in pretty gowns of 
dark crimson, preceded the .bridal party, and the 
bride’s mother stood upon the right of the group. 

The Pastor made a brief general address to them 
collectively, and then turning to the eldest daugh- 
ter and Mr. Pieroy he recited the marriage service 
and received their responses. At its conclusion 
they passed to the left, and tben taking their place 
before the Pastor Hettie and Mr. Thomas plighted 
their troth and received the benediction. They 
passed to the right, and Lucie and Alvin Bradford 
made the promise, old a thousand years ago, but 
forever new, to love, honor, and comfort each 
other while they both should live. Mr. Vanhook 
congratulated the half-dozen happy people before 
him, and protested he could not tell one bride 
from the other. Their mother kissed them, and 
they passed on to the bedside of their father for 
his blessing. It was ascene never to be forgotten, 
and gave a touch of pathos to the occasion, though 
the faces of father and children were radiant with 
happiness. Later, in the parlor, the guests offered 
their congratulations. 

The ceremony took place at 11 o'clock: at high 
noon the wedding breakfast was served. Three 
long tables were laden with all the substantial and 
delicate dishes that make the pride of Kentucky 
housewifery, relieved by immense baskets of 
grapes and bananas. At the head of each table 
was a bride and groom, and before them a huge 
wedding cake, crowned by a wedding bell and en- 
circled by a wreath of orange blossoms, Mirth 
and hospitality took possession of the house. Great 
wood fires roared up the chimneys in every room, 
and guests not to the manor born surreptitiously 
poked the “ forestick” and settled the “ backlog,” 
and derived the liveliest satisfaction therefrom. 
At 3 the guests,to return to their homes by rail, 
made their adieu and were driven to Butler. The 
gifts were handsome and in excellent taste. Among 
the guests were representative families from miles 
around, including Mr. and Mrs. Fletcher, of St. 
Louis, a sister of Mr. Phillips whom he had not met 
before in 20 years. The young couples make no 
wedding journey, but settle down in their own 
homes at once, one couple at least remaining at 
the homestead.

LONGFELLOW IN WESTMINSTER 
From the London Timea. 

In America Longfellow’s claims are still 
higher than here, because in America he rendered 
still greater service. To us his sweet moralities 
are of no more special importance than those of 
other writers, but there can be no doubt that his 
poems on slavery exercised a powerful effect upon 
the minds of his fellow-countrymen and assisted 
to brace their energies for the great struggle by 
which slavery was abolished. Again, Longfellow, 
although an American poet, was honorably dis- 


tinguished by the manner in which he maintained 
a standard of pure language against the flood of 
modern corruptions by which he was _ sur- 
rounded. It is hardly possible to take up an 
American book nowadays, either in prose or 
verse, without finding on every page something 
which declares the nationality of the author; but 
noone could discover from Lonafeltoe's writings 
whether he was English or Ameriean. Notwith- 
standing these merits, and thoy are great ones, 
and notwithstanding all Lonefellow'’s well-de- 
served popularity in thiscountry, we cannot think 
that the form of the propesed memorial is a suit- 
able one. Westminster Abbey is pre-eminently an 
English institution, a place forthe meworials of 
England’s greatest worthies. If any foreigner 
rests there, or is there immortalized. it is a for- 
eigner whose fame has been won on English soil or 
in English service. There is even no space in the 
Abbey for international monuments, and none have 
been erected there to other foreign poets, albeit 
of mightier song and bolder flight than his 
whose loss England and America alike de- 
plore. By all means let there be a 
memorial, and one form which it may 
fitly take will be that of a bust or statue, but not 
in Westminster Abbey or in any place sacred by 
tradition and usage to distinctively English wor- 
thies. There could be few more picturesque or 
striking figures than that of Longfellow. and there 
are many places in London where a statue of him 
could arouse no discordant feeling. There are 
great men now living in other courgtries—Victor 
Hugo, for example—whose claims it would be diffi- 
cult to resist after those of Longfellow had been 
conceded; end it is a modern fashion to observe 
centenaries and tercentenaries, and to render them 
oceasions for doing honortothe mighty dead. We 
trust that the Dean of Westminster will carefully 
consider the proposal whieh will probably be made 
to him, and will decide it upon its merits alone, 
with due reference to the nature of the precedent 
which it would create. In our judgment, West- 
minster Abbey should remain a place of national 
MA BOria, and not assume acosmopolitan char- 
acter.

THE CHARGES AGAINST APPRAIS- 
ER HOWARD. 

SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT BY SPECIAL 
AGENT BRACKETT—CLEAR VIOLATIONS 
OF THE CIVIL SERVICE RULES PROVED 
—THE VIEWS CONTAINED IN A FORMER 
REPORT REITERATED. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 17.—Secretary Folger 


has received a supplementary report from Special 
Agent Zrackett in regard to the case of James O. 


A 


‘Howard, Appraiser of Merchandise at New-York, 


in which he says that he has seen no reason to 
change the views expressed in his former report on 
the subject. Mr. Brackett says that it appears 
from Mr. Howard’s reply to the charges preferred 
by Special Inspector O’Beirne that the nomination 
of Charles A. Townsend and Jacob Knoblock, 
without a civil service examination, was made on 
the ground that “a voluntary resignation in this 
or any other branch of the same department 
may be followed by a _ reappointment or 
restoration to the same or lower grade, 
without a competitive examination.” In re- 
gard to this statement Mr. Brackett states that 


the only rule governing transfers under the civil 
service regulations is article 18, which says: 
** Persons employed in any of the offices to which 
these rules are applicable may be transferred, with- 
out examination. from one office toa grade no 
higher in another office,” The regulations alluded 
to govern only appointments and promotions inthe 
Customs service and in the Sub-Treasury in the 
City of New-York. A man, therefore, who holdsa 
position in the Treasury Department at Washing- 
ton or elsewhere, where these rules do not apply, 
cannot enter the service in New-York without first 
undergoing a civil service examinetion. Mr. Brack- 
ett says this view is shared by the entire Civil Service 
Board at the Appraiser’s stores, All the members 
of the board answered in the negative the question, 
“Do you consider the nomination of Charlies H. 
Townsend as a clerk and verifier without examina- 
tion by your board to have beenin accordance 
with civil service rules then in force?’ It was also 
the opinion of a majority of the board that the re- 
appointment of Mr. Knoblock without an examina- 
tion was not in accordance with the rules. 

Mr. Brackett, therefore, says tbat he can find no 
reason to change his original views as to the ir- 
regularity of their appointments, as expressed in 
his former report. He says further that he cannot 
agree with the Appraiser in the assertion that no 
promotions have been recommended by him with- 
out competitive examinations where such examina- 
tions are required, alleging that an advance of sal- 
ary where the duties, desks, and titles remain 
the same, is not a promotion. The special agent is 
sustained in his view that such an advance isu 

romotion by the majority of the Civil Service 
Board and by Silas W. Burt, who framed the civil 
service regulations governing appointments and 
promotions at the portof New-York. The promo- 
tions of Charles R. Johnson, James H. Hamilton, 
Thompson Price, Charles EK. Wilson. R. B. Robin- 
son, Charles W. Mehrer, and William H. Maxwell, 
Without competitive examination, are regarded as 
violations of the regulations. On this point Mr. 
Brackett says: ‘“*As the advance of the salary to 
be made under civil service rules is fixed at $200 
per annum, and the respective grades are desig- 
nated by like differences in amounts, there can be 
no advance of salary without a corresponding ad- 
yance of grade, and a man cannot be advanced from 
one grade to another save by written competitive 
examination by the Civil Service Board. In this 
opinion I am fully sustained by the entire Civil 
Service Board.”” Thenomination of Maxwell, a 
messenger at $840, toa clerkship at $1,600, is re- 
ferred to as a flagrant violation of civil service 
rules, Mr. Brackett repeats his former views re- 
garding the case of Guy H. Avery. 

The charge against Appraiser Howard of haying 
used ungentlemanly language toward Special 
Agent O'Beirne$ is sustained by the testimony of 
two witnesses. In conclusion, Mr. Brackett says 
he has only to add that from a careful review of 
Appraiser Howard’s reply he finds no reason to 
change or modify the opinions as expressed in his 
recent report upon the case.

ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 
OPPOSITION TO GEN. POPE’S PROMOTION— 
ORDERS AND REPORTS. 

WASHINGTON, Nov, 17.—The Star to-night 
says: “ The Democrats, it is understood, will make 
a bitter fight in the Senate against the confirmation 
of Gen. Pope to be Major-General. The friends of 
Fitz John Porter accuso Popo of instigating the 
overthrow of Porter, and this, together with Pone’s 
well-known anti-Democratic principles, will, it is 
thought, combine all the Democrats against him. 
He has, too, a few enemies in the Republican 
Party, and it is said three Republican Senators 
will vote against him.” 


Gen. Hazen, Chief Signal Officer, has issued the 
following general order: ‘* The Chief Signal Officer 
invites attention to the conduct of Sergt. Michael 
McGauran, of this corps, at Pensacola, Fla., during 
the past season, when yellow fever visited that 
city. In the face of an epidemic whieh un- 
nerves the bravest men, Sergt. McGauran attended 
promptly and quietly to his station duties, asked 
neither favors, change. additional help, nor relief, 
but maintained an unbroken series of observations 
which are of great value in the study of the devel- 
opment and progress of the epidemic. His faith- 
fulness under these trying circumstances entitles 
him to public commondation.” . 

Chaplain George G. Mullins, Twenty-fifth In- 
fantry, in charge of education in the Army, in his 
annual report says that considerable progress has 
been made inthe work of organizing and estab- 
lishing post schools and reading-rooms, and there 
is a growing interest in these institutions among 
both officers and enlisted men. The average num- 
ber of pupils who attended the day and night 
schools during the year at all military posts and 
camps was: Enlisted men, 1,586; children of en- 
listed men, 987; children of officers, 370, and chil- 
dren of civilians, 412. The attention of the Secre- 
tary of Waris called to the fact that a corps of 
competent teachers is the first and great want, 
and that the method of procuring them has proved 
impracticable and unsatisfactory. Of the limited 
nuraber of teachers temporarily secured fully one- 
half are not at ali fitted by education and ex- 
perience for the work. It is recommended that 
post commanders be given authority to compel at- 
tendance at these schools. 

Rear-Admiral Clitz, commanding the Asiatic sta- 
tion. reports under date of Yokohania, Japan, Oct. 
25, that the Richmond was docked on the 23d of 
that month at that place, and that the repairs to 
her propeller would probably take a week. The 
Monocacy arrived from Chefoo Oct. 23. The Asb- 
uelet and the Monoecacy were at Yokonama and 
the Palos at Kobe. The latter will Winter at 
Tientsin.

IN NORTHERN EUROPE.

DESCRIBING THE SCENES AND LIFEIN NOR- 
WAY, SWEDEN, AND LAPLAND. 
Paul B. Du Chaillu, before the American 
Geographical Society, in Chickering Hall, last even- 
ing, told a large audience of his journeys in Nor- 


way, Sweden, and Lapland, illustrating his story 
with stereoptican views. The lecturer character- 
ized Seandinavig as the most picturesque part of 
Europe, with its waterfalls and glaciers, and val- 
leys 400 miles long, cut out of the solid rock. The 


midnight sun shone in the North for two months, 
not on blocks of ice, but on beautiful meadows 


and landscapes. The country is very fertile, and 
has thousands of lakes so clear and inviting_as 
almost to make one thirsty tolook at them. The 
inhabitants of Dalecarlia, a province of Sweden, 
are very independent in character. They attend the 
court receptions in peasant costume. They are also 
very hospitable, judging from an anecdote related 
by the lecturer. After a wedding ceremony, the 
festivities lasting a week, the happy pair presented 
Mr. Du Chaillu with one of their 32 houses. The 
bride and a sister of the groom paid him 9 visit 
after he had instailed himself in his new quarters, 
and naively said they feared he would be lonely 
and they would remain and keep him 
company. Mr. Du Chaillu was pleased with 
the suggestion and informed the audience 
that he rather liked it. The beautiful fjords 
of Scandinavia, made by the unceasing action of 
the glaciers, have hundreds of miles of coast. The 
largest glacier has a surface of 84 square miles, and 
snow 1,600 feet deep. Before ther irresistible ad- 
vance Villages must retire or be overwhelmed. He- 
yond the Arctic circle, in Lofoden, are 23,000 men 
engaged in the cod fisheries whom, the lecturer 
solemnly declared, ho had never seen Intoxicated, 
nor heard them use anoath. The coidest temper- 
ature of the Gulf Stream is only 45° to 48°, so that 
the water never freezes there. Mr. Du Chaillu pat 
in a good word for the Laplanders, and declared 
that a Chicago Lap had made $500,000.

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RECENT RESEARCHES IN SCIENCE. 


CLOSING PAPERS AND DISCUSSIONS OF THE 


NATIONAL ACADEMY. 

The National Academy of Science concluded 
its Autumn meeting at Columbia College yesterday. 
Elght papers were read, only two of which had any 
special interest to any one but those who delve in 
the most abstruse scientific fields. Prof. O. C. 
Marsh, of Yale, the President of the Academy, 
spoke of the supposed human foot-prints recently 
found in Nevada. These prints, which were plainly 
and deeply imbedded in the rocks, were supposed 
by some paleontologists to haye been those of 


some gigantic human being who had existed in 
the pliocene period, The prints seemed to have 
been made by a foot dressed in a sandal, and that 
conclusion was reached by Prof. Compte, of Cali- 
fornia, who bad first observed them. The foot-prints 
were accompanied by the prints of what seemed 
to be an elephant, or of some mammal of similar 
size and structure. ‘These prints extended into a 
wall of solid rock, but further excavations made 
showed them to continue on the same piane into 
this seeming wall. Prof. Marsh drew diagrams of 
the foot-prints on the blackboard, and explained 
that they were the foot-prints of a giant sloth, al- 
though the print of the sharp claw was not pres- 
ent. This adsence he supposed to be due to the 
fact that mud had eradicated the print of the 
claw. His conclusions were reached because of 
the size and form of the prints as well as the evi- 
dent width of stride, too wide for any human be- 
ing to make. 

Prof. J. 8. Newberry, of Columbia College, spoke 
of the origin ot the carbonaceous matter in the 
bituminous shales found so largely in this State, 
Ohio, and Colorado. This shale is important from 
a comimercial point of view, as it is the material 
from which the petroleum of the future must be 
had when the great natural wells of Pennsylvania 
are exhausted, as they must be in the course ofa 
few years. Theshale is akin to coal in its forma- 
tion. It is found in beds 350 feet in thickness in 
Ohio, and in Colorado beds of from 1,200 to 1,400 
feet thick have been found, It is formed of the 
finest sand, which holds in suspension, so to speak, 
vast quantities of residual carbon. This car- 
bonaceous matter. in his opinion, is the adipose 
tissue of mammalia and vegetable life, How it 
was formed he illustrated by referenee to the 
Sargasso seas, floating seas of gulf-weed which are 
found in the various oceans. These floating 
islands of weeds are filied with animal life, and as 
the animals die and the fronds decay they drop to 
the bottom of the oeean. There they mix with 
other forms of life and with the sand and mud, 
forming a substance which, in ages to come and 
after some gigantic geelogical upheaval. will form 
bituminous shales similar te that now found. 

Prof. C. F. Chandler, of Columbia College, ex- 
plained the formation of cyanin from chinoline; 
Prof. James Hall, the State Geologist, defended 
his generic classification of the Brachiopoda, 
basing this classification upon evidence resulting 
from microscopic examination of their structure, 
and Prof. C. 8. Pierce, of Johns Hopkins Universi- 
ty, read papers on “* The Logic of Relatives,” on 
* The Determination of the Figure of the Earth by 
Variations of Gravity,’$and on ‘‘ Ptolemy’s Cata- 
logue of Stars.’’ Profs. C. A. Young, of Prince- 
ton; J. H. C. Coffin, of the United States Navy: 
Simon Newcomb, of Washington; Asaph Hail, of 
the Washington Observatory: J. E. Hilgard, Su- 
perintendent of the Coast Survey; Henry Draper, 
of the University of the City of New-York, and H. 
A. Newton, of Yale, were appointed a committee 
to wait upan the proper Government authorities 
and upon private persons to secure assistance 
toward the fitting-out of an astronomical expedition 


to visit Caroline island,in the Pacific,and take obser-. 


vations of the solar eclipse of May 6, 1883. In 
closing the session President Marsh alluded to the 
deaths of President Rogers, one of the founders of 
the Academy; Gen. Barnard, George P. Marsh, 
Minister to Rome; Commodore John Rodgers, and 
Gen. G. K. Warren, members of the Academy who 
had died since the last session. Members were 
selected to prepare obituaries. The Academy, at 
2 o’clock, adjourned to mect in Washington on the 
third Tuesday in April, 1883, forits regular annual 
meeting.

The Yale Alumni Association held a social 
reunion at Delmonico’s last evening. The Treas- 
urer said the Committee on Entertainment had 
decided to dispense with the annual dinner ana 
jubilee this year and to substitute in their 
place instructive addresses at the month- 
ly reunions. Prof. Timothy Dwight, of Yale 
College, is to deliver an address at 
December meeting. President Andrew D. White, 
of Cornell University, will make an address at the 
February meeting. 
by President D. C. Gilman, of the Johns Hopkins 
University, at the meeting to be held in March. 
The annual meeting of the association will take the 
place of the rennion in January. The Hon. William 
M. Eyarts delivered an address last evening. 
was more in the nature of a family talk. He 
said he had been imyited to ‘‘attend the meeting 
and speak to the young men.”’ He did not know 
how it happened that he had been “transformed 
from a young man to a sage, and from a listener to 
wisdom to a preacher of folly.” 
was formed, he said, 17 years ago in the lecture§ 
room of Dr. Adams’s church. The example of the 
Alumni of Yale was followed by the Alumni of sis- 
ter colleges, and led to the formation of 
the Harvard Club and of Alumni asso- 
ciations of other institutions of learning. 
He approved of the association as being the 
means of reuniting the graduates of Yale. Steele, 
in one of his essays giving an account of the Crump- 
er Club and its members, had spoken of a member 
taking his young nephew toits meetings in order 
that the Jad might learn wisdom from his elders.

The speaker said he did not desire to apply the 
moral to the association, however. He said 
he had been accustomed to preside at the 
annual dinners of the association until he discov- 
ered that he was saying the same things at each re- 
curring feast. When he found that he was ‘‘de 
tected in saying the same things every time” he 
had retired from the Presidency. A similar fatality 
had recently induced him to refrain from attending 
the dinners of the Harvard Club as a representative 
of the Yale Alumni Association as he had formerly 
done. He had been told that the dinners of the 
Harvard Glub had not been as successful as 
they were before he had reached that deter- 
mination. The speaker then offered some 
advice to the younger members of the association.

A MOTION TOAPPOINT A ‘‘ BOODLE’’ COMMIT- 
TEE VOTED DOWN, 
The County Committee of the County Dem- 


ocracy decided last night to hold a mass-meeting 
in celebration of the recent Democratic victory, 
next Wednesday evening in the Cooper Institute. 


E. Ellery Anderson moyed that a committee of 
seven be appointed by Chairman John KE. Develin 
to look after legislation on Municipal affairs at Al- 
bany when the Legislature convened, and to at- 
tend particularly to the interests of the County 
Democracy. There were, he said, a large 
ccop of new charters for the City to 
be proposed this yeur, and the County 
Democracy should be officially represented 
at the State capital. Tammany Hall had already 
provided for such a eourse. Mr. Thomas Costigan 
strenuously opposed Mr. Anderson’s motion as pre- 
mature. No “ smelling’? committee, from present 
indications, he declared, was needed at A\I- 
bany. The people im the _ late election 
had shown by their votes that they were 
satisfied with the representatives they 
had elected. Tammany Hall had made the pre- 
cedent of appointing committees to iook after le- 
gislation in Albany, and the County Democrats 
should not follow its example. Mr. Thomas P. 
Creamer supported the views of Mr. Costigan, and 
declared emphatically that, if such a committee as 
was proposed was appointed, it should not be done 
by the chair, or any one man, but after due delib- 
eration. He favored the appointment of a com- 
mittee, if it was done, of representatives from 
Congressional districts. There had been already, 
he ‘said, too much. bargainiag with Tam- 
many Hall for the sake of union in the 
Democratic Party. In his opinion if the 
County Democracy had been firm enough to 
nominate candidates of their own at the last elee- 
tion they might have been successful. Judge 
Michael Norton was opposed to the appointment ot 
a committee on legislation, which had been in past 
times denominated the *‘ boodle”’ committee. The 
result of the last election in this State could not be 
called a Democratic victory. The Republicans 
had a share in the matter, in fact, it was 
atrinmph of the people. Cleveland was elected 
Governor by the people, and being a Democrat he 
belleyed he would look out for the interests of the 
Democracy as far ashe could honestly de so. He 
thought the whole quajecs of legisiation should be 
left to Gov. Cieveland. Mr. Anderson’s motion 
was finally amended so as to allow ofthe appoint- 
ment of a committee to consist of one from each 
Assembly district. Capt. Isaiah Rynders moved 
that the matter be laid on the table, and his motion 
was adopted by a vote of 68 in the affirmative to 53

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MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 
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THE VICTIMS OF THE SAGINAW.) 
FOUR PERSONS DROWNED—TWo oF THM 
BODIES RECOVERED. 

Four lives only were lost by the sinking of 
the barge Saginaw, which was run down by the 
Sound steamer City of Worcester, in the East River, 
on Thursday evening. Two bodies, those of the 
wife and mother of Capt. Taylor, were found be- 
fore daylight yesterday morning, and as nothing 
has been heard of the two chiJdren it is con-< 
sidered certain that they were also drowned. 
Capt. Taylor and a Swedish deck-hand 
were also on the barge at the time of the collision. 
Capt. Taylor was rescue’ from the water by the 
crew of the tug Lenox, which had the barge in tow, 
and the deckhand saved himself by clambering 


over the rail of the City of Worcester. The barge, 
which belonged to the New-York Central and Hud- 
gon River Rilroad Company. was laden chiefly with 
refined sugar taken on board a Havemeyer's re- 
finery at the foot of North Fourth-street, Willlams- 
burg, to be shipped to the West. The rest of her 
cargo consisted of assorted merchandise. She was 
bound to Pier No. 33 North River. The collision 
oceurred off the foot of South Fifth-street, Wil- 
liamsburg. The barge did not go to the bottom, 
but sank until the roof which covered her deck 
was submerged. In that conGition, the tide being 
ebb, she drifted down stream, and between 9 and 
10 o'clock on Thursday night was picked up by a 
tug and towed into the foot of Irving-street, 
Brookiyn. About 10:45 o’clock on the same night 
three men, Roger and Bernard Malone and Frank 
Dermody, who were standing on the south pier, 
Atlantic Dock, Brooklyn, saw an object floating by 
the head of the pier. It resembled a human body, 
andthe men procured a boat and went after it, 
It proved to be the body of Capt. Taylor’s wife, 
Henry Dally, a watchman on the north pier of the 
same dock, discovered and brought ashore the 
body of the Captain’s mother about 4 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. -The two bodies were taken to the 
Police station-house at the head of the Atlantic 
Dock and yesterday forenoon were removed to an 
undertaker’s establishment, where they were iden- 
tified by Capt. Taylor. In the afternoon they were 
removed to the residence of the Captsin’s brother- 
in-law, No. 210 Eighth-street, Brooklyn Eastern 
District. The barge was searched yesterday for 
the bodies of the children, but they were not 
found. About a dozen cases of assorted merchan< 
dize were taken from the barge at the foot of 
Irving-street, and at about 1 P. M. it was towed te 
Gowanus Bay, where the remainder of the cargo 
will be taken out.

When he reached a point off South Fifth- 
street. about mid-stream, he saw the City of 
Worcester approaching. She was bound up the East 

River, and showed her red or port light at first. 
Capt. Gaines biew a long blast on the 
tug whistle, to indicate that the tug de 
sired to pass the steamer to the port, 
Receiving no reply he biew another long biast, 
but received no answer. Capt. Gaines then ob 
served that the steam-boat had starboarded hes 
wheel and showed her green light. Seeing that it 
would be impossible to pass to the port, Capt, 
Gaines blew two sbort blasts on the whistie and 
put the tug’s helm hard to starboard. thus enabling 
the tug to clear the steamer.

CAULTS OF SHIPPING LAWS

RUGGESTIONS HEARD BY THE CON- 
GRESSIONAL COMMITTEE. 

THE TESTIMONY PRESENTED AT YESTERDAY’S 
SESSION—WHAT CAPT. JOHN CODMAN 
THINKS SHOULD BE DONE—RECOM- 
MENDATIONS FROM THE SEURETARY OF 
THE SHIP-MASTERS’ ASSOCIATION. 

she joint Congressional committee resumed 

Its work of ascertaining the condition and needs of 

American shipping at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel yes- 

terday forenoon. Senator Conger presided and 

Senators Warner Miller and Vest and Representa- 

tives Dingley, Cox, Candler, and Robeson were 

also present. Mr. Cox presented for the considera- 
tion of the committee a prize essay, which had 
been sent to him, written by Lieut. J. D. J. Kelley, 

United States Navy, on “Our Merchant Marine: 

the Causes of its Decline and the Means to be 

Taken for its Revival.” Lieut. Kelly claims that 

“in free ships, with the co-ordinate measures of 

relief, is the only solution of the problem.”’ In his 

essay the Lieutenant remarks: “Jt does not seem fair 
to an important and admirable ocean mail service 
that the $400,000 of receipts over exponcitures for 
foreign mails should be retained by the Govern- 
ment for the benefit of star routes that begin and 
end nowhere.” 

Mr. John H. Kimball, of Bath, Me.. who ad- 

Bressed the committee yesterday, said that he de- 


sired to add a few words to his previous remarks. 
He called the committee’s attention to the law 
which required each American vessel to carry a 
**slop-chest,” containing such articles of clothing 
aS asailor might need on a voyage, particularly 
woolen goods. Asarule, the sailors went on board 
their vessels without a dollar and with no clothing 
except what they wore. When cold weather came 
on during the voyage, the sajlors found it necessa- 
ry to procure clothing on credit from the ship-mas- 
ter, and then, perhaps, they would jump ashore at 
the first port and go off with some other vessel. 
Mr. Kimball said that he thought laws should be 
passed which would enable seamen to save their 
money. He wanted the seamen protected from 
landlords, and he wanted the ship-masters protect- 
ed from the impositions of the seamen. Be had 
ho particular objection to the ‘'slop-chest,” but 
he considered that the system of which the slop- 
chest was a part, viz., that of continually keeping 
the seaman in arrears for his board and his clothing, 
as very injurious to the shipping interests. ‘The 
speaker thought the custom of paying advance 
wages to sailors should be abolished, in which 
opinion he was cordially indorsed by Mr. Parker 
M. Whitmore, of Bath, Me. 

Mr. William Rogers sharply criticised the custom 
of paying sailors advance wages, and also the cus- 
tom of paying “ blood-money.” He claimed that 
under the existing system the landlords of sailors’ 
boarding-houses got all of the money, and the sailors 
were no better than beasts of burden in the hands 
of the landiords. It was for the interest of the lat- 
ter to keep “Jack” intoxicated all of the time 
when he was on shore, in order that they could ren- 
der him so destitute that he would be obliged to 
acquiesce in any arrangements that the landlord 
might make with the ship-master. Mr. Rogers said 
that frequently seamen about to go ona voyage 
were brought on board of their vessels drunk by 
their landlords, who took all of their advance 
wages to satisfy their claims for board, lodging, and 
rum. Senator Conger asked how it was possible 
for intoxicated seamen to be shipped on vessels 
about to proceed to sea, when the law positively 
required that the seamen should at that time be in 
full possession of their mental faculties. Mr. 
Rogers answered that ro matter what the law was, 
the thing was constantly occurring. The obnox- 
ious laws concerning the shipping of sailors were 
productive of many evils that the public could 
never know of. In many instances the seamen 
were enabled under the laws to impose on the ship- 
masters, but the latter were bound to get even 
somehow, and “there were tricks that were dark,” 
&c. Senator Conger suggested that Mr. Rogers 
should put such facts as he was personally aware 
of in writing and submit them to the committee. 

Capt. John Codman, of New-York, expressed him- 
self in opposition to the ** three months’ extra pay” 
law, and advised that the law be expunged alto- 
gether. He said that its operation was vary un- 
just to the ship-owners. The Captain favored the 
abolition of the law creating the Shipping Com- 
missioners. He maintained that the ship-masters 
should be left free to deal with the sailors, just as a 
man deals with the servants that he has in his own 
house. He would also like tosee the custom of 
paying advance wages aboiished, but he did not 
believe that any law looking to that end would be 
effective here in New-York. So long as the sailors 
continned to live as they do live on shore, their 
landlords would make the best arrangements they 
could with ship-masters,’either openly or secretly. 

. If there could be some law enacted to take the 

geamen out of the hands of the landlords it would 
be a good thing. 

Senator Miller—DoI understand that you would 
like to have the seamen put on the same level with 
all other citizens in the matter of making contracts 
with ship-masters; that they should receive a stip- 
ulated amount of money for astipulated amount 
of service rendered ? 

Capt. Codman—That is exactly what I am in 
favor of. 

Senator Conger—What do you consider the chief 
sause of the deciine of American shipping in- 
terests? 

Capt. Codman—I consider the sole cause to be 
the neglect of our Government to pursue the same 
liberai policy toward the shipping interests that is 
pursued by ali other Governments, even including 
the Chinese. 

The Captain explained that by a “‘liberal policy” 
he meant such a policy as would enable American 
ship builders to build iron and steel ships as cheaply 
as the same kind of ships could be built elsewhere, 
Of course, it would be a good idea,” said the 
Captain, “to abclish the little petty annoyances to 
ship-owners and sbip-imasters in the matter of 
charges, extra wages toseamen, &c., but the main 
thing is to cheapen the cost of building iron ships 
in this country. It ia the high cost of building 
first class American ships that is dragging our ship- 
ping interests down.” The speaker expressed the 
belief that even should Congress grant absolute 
freedom to the ship-builders, and copy as far as 
possible the navigation laws of England, the 
restoration of our carrying trade would still bea 
labor of many years. The Captain regarded the 
coastwise trade as a monopoly, and said that it 
would be more to the advantage of the Ameri- 
can people if that trade were thrown open 
to competition by vessels of all nationalities. 
Capt. Codman submitted a printed pamphlet con- 
taining his answers to the formal questions pro- 

ounded by the committee. He made the follow- 
ng points: * We can and 4o build wooden vessels 
as well and as cheaply as vessels of good quality 
are built elsewhere, and cheaper than they can be 
built in Great Britain. Wecannot build iron and 
steel vessels as well as they are built elsewhere, 
partly because competition is wanting. We can- 
not build such ships as cheaply, for the reason that 
labor is so much dearer here than in otker coun- 
tries. Our consular system is disgraceful. It al- 
ways has been disgraceful, and it cannot, be other- 
wise without an application of civil service reform 
and the payment of consular salaries out of 
the national Treasury instead of out of 
the pockets of ship-owners. In the days 
of wooden sailing ships, when we competed 
50 advantageously with Kkngland, nobody proposed 
to give us ships. Like Englishmen, we were obliged 
to buy them. Therein is precisely where all for- 
eigners have the advantage of us now. In general, 
the laws of other countries give freedom to the 
carrying trade. Ours bind itin chains, The exist- 
ing navigation laws should be repealed. All ves- 
sels of over 3,000 tons should be admitted to Amer- 
ican register; all materials to be used in the con- 
struction and repairs of vessels of over 3,400 tons 
should be admitted duty free; all vessels encaged 
in the foreign trade should be exempt from taxa- 
tion, local and netional; all Ameriean vessels in the 
foreign trade should be permitted to take their 
stores and ship-chandlery out of bond duty free.” 

Capt. Daniel Tracy, of Vineland, N. J.,anold 
shipping master, who formerly superintended the 
Sailors’ Home in Boston and the Sailors’ Home in 
this City, spoke of the evils that resulted from the 

aying of advance wages toseamen. Itdemoral- 
ized the sailors, he said, to pay them before tney 
had earned their money, and made them the prey 
of unscrupulous persons who lived upon their 
weaknesses. Capt. Tracy was also oppused to the 
law compelling ship-masters to pay three months’ 
extra pay to sailors discharged in foreign ports, 
The Captain said he had figured that at least $400,- 
000 per annum was paid as “ blood money” in this 
country. He furthermore declared that ‘there is 
not a Sailors’ Home inthis country which is not 
in combination with the sailors’ landlordsin the 
practice of their nefarious schemes to rob the sail- 
ors of their money.”’ Capt. Tracy said that he had 
known of sailors, soldiers, merchants, andin one 
instance a Roman Catholic priest, being * shang- 
huied”’ (kidnapped) and taken to sea in conse- 
quence of the advance wages system, The persons 
who didthe “shanghaiing’ would collect the ad- 
vance wages on forged orders.

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CANVASSING THE RETURNS.

FIVE DISTRICTS EXAMINED YESTERDAY—THE 
PROTESTS HANDED IN. 

The Board of Aldermen canvassed yester- 
day the votes polied in the Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh, 
Twelfth, and Thirteenth Assembly Districts. When 
the Tenth District was reached, a protest was re- 
ceived from John H. Carl, Democratic candidate 
for Alderman, who alleged that in the Third Elec- 
tion District of the Tenth Assembly District numer- 
ous ballots containing his name were assorted with 


and counted with those cast for August Fleischbein, 
the Repuplican eandidate for Alderman,whereas, if 
the ball ots had been properly counted Carl would 
have been elected instead of Fieischbein. The docu- 
ment was referred to the Committee on Protests. 
The count then went on without interruption ua- 
tilthe Thirteenth Assembly District was reached, 
when Thales 8S. Bliss, the defeated Democratic can- 
didate for Assembly, handed in a protest against 
the receipt and counting of the vote from the 
Twenty-seventh Election District of that Assembly 
district. The protest charged that the votes in that 
election district were not made or filed in accord- 
ance with law, but were kept back and faisified; 
that Bliss received g majority of the votesin that 
election district, and that by the false returns Henry 
L. Sprague is given a majority. Alderman Sauer 
moved to refer this protest to the Committee on 
Protests, and that the Inspectors and Poll Clerks 
who acted in that election district be sent for in 
order that ihe charges might be investigated. He 
admitted that the board could not go behind the 
returns, but he thoughtit was no more than fair 
that the charges should be investigated. Alder- 
man Hawes contended that the only proper course 
was to canvass the returpsif they appeared to be 
regular, and he objected to making an invyes- 
tigation for the mere purpose of getting eyvi- 
dence to enable Mr. Bliss to make a _ con- 
test at Albany. The talkative Fitzpatrick 
insisted on the investigation, and Alderman Hawes 
asked him why he wanted an investigation in this 
case when he was opposed to a similar course in 
the case ef James Oliver’s protest in the Second 
Assembly District. Fitzpatrick replied that Oli- 
ver’s protest was simply an “ allegation,” with no 
proof of its truth; that an Inspector was drunk, 
and he presumed some of the candidates in that 
district were drunk on election day. He cuare- 
fully abstained from explaining how Mr. Bliss’s 
protest was anything more than an “ allegation,” 
and the motion to send for the Inspectors and 
Poll Clerks was carried. 
_ Afew moments later Henry L. Sprague handed 
in a protest against the returns from the Four- 
teenth Election District of the Thirteenth Assem- 
bly District, which gave Bliss 173 votes and Sprague 
120. Mr. Sprague said he could prove to the satis- 
faction of the Aldermen that the return should be 
Sprague 173 and Bliss 120. Alderman Hawes moved 
that the same course be taken with this protest as 
with that putin by Mr. Bliss. The Democratic Al- 
dermen, however, were not inclined to have an in- 
vestigation of charges made by a Republican. The 
taikative Fitzpatrick argued against an investiga- 
tion of Mr. Sprague’s “‘ allegation,’’ saying that to 
ask for such a thing ‘‘in fairness’? was the last 
thing Republicans should demand after their 
candidate for Governor had heen buried under 
200,000 majority. Alderman Hawes demanded a 
roll call on his motion to send for the inspectors 
and Poll Clerks of the election district in question. 
With charming disregard of their action of a few 
moments before, every Democratic Alderman 
voted no, and the protest was simply referred to 
the Committee on Protests. ‘To-day the Aldermen 
will canvass the votes of the Fourteenth, Fifteenth, 
Sixteenth, Seventeenth, and Highteenth Assembly 
Districts.

Harriman, Morris K. Jesup, and Henry Hentz, met 
yeterday to consider further the nomination of a 
Railroad Commissioner. The provisions of the law 
creating the Railroad Commission authorize the 
Chamber of Commerce, with the Board of Trade 
and ‘Transportation and the Anti-Monopoly 
League, to name one of the Commission- 
ers. The two last named organizations decid- 
ed some time ago to present the name of 
ex-Senator John ©’Donnell, of Lewis County. This 
action was taken without consultation with the 
Chamber of Commerce and without any reference 
whatever to that body. The Chamber of Com- 
merce was not enthusiastic in favor of Mr. O’Don- 
nell’s candidacy. It recognized Mr. A. B. Hepburn 
as the man better fitted than any other for the posi- 
tion and did not hesitate to say se. Its opinion in 
this matter was resolved into positive action by the 
formal indorsement of Mr. Hepburn as a nominee 
for the place. <A _ resolution adopted tersely 
presented his name to the Governor-elect ard 
recommended his appointment, Representatives 
of the Board of Trade and Transportation and the 
Anti-Monopoly League, when informed of the ac- 
tion taken by the Chamber of Commerce, ex- 
pressed no surprise, but claimed that the nomina- 
tion could be made by any two of these organiza- 
tions named, and that consequently Mr. O’Donnell 
was certain of appointment, and that the recom- 
mendations of the Chamber of Commerce went 
for nothing. A member of the Chamber of Com- 
merce said: * We have nominated the best man in 
the State for the place. We are willing to wait 
and see who will be confirmed.'"’ The action of 
the Chamber of Commerce was taken on its own 
account, without solicitation or even suggestion 
from Mr. Hepburn.

OUR NAVY-YARDS. 

The Secretary of the Navy was required by 
the last Congress to appoint a Commission who 
should report what navy-yards could be dispensed 
with. The Commission consisted of Commodore 


Siephen B. Luee, President; Charles E. poring, 
Chief Engineer; A. B. Mullett, Architect, and C 
G. Talcott, Secretary. They have already visited 
the navy-yards at Portsmouth, N. H., Boston, New- 
London, Conn., and Newport. This morning the 
Commission will visit the Brooklyn Navy- 
yard and examine its facilities for dock-yard 
purposes. When Mr. Loring recovers from bis 
illness the commission will yisit the Pacific 
coast, and will in the meantime survey the navy- 
yards of the East. Commodore Upshur said yes- 
terday to a Timzs reporter that the Commission 
was not disposed to express any opinion at the 
present stage of their inquiry, as‘they had not seen 
all the navy-yards. He bellevea, however, that 
there was a general impression that there were too 
many navy-yards, and that it was better to con- 
centrate the diminished appropriations on a 
smaller number of yards. It has been stated that 
the water of the Brooklyn Navy-yard destroyed 
ships’ copper, an argument in favor of the sale of 
the yard. which the Commodore did not hesitate 
Prof. Munroe is still 
investigating the corrosion of the copper of the 
sloops of war Juniata and Brooklyn. at the Naval 
Academy, Annapolis. Twenty-five sheets of copper 
of the former vessel ware found to be corroded 
when the yessel was put in dock. The question at 
issue is whether the corrosion is due to an inherent 
defect in the copper or to galvanic action set up by 
eontact with metals ‘in the waters of the harbor. 
The copper used on both vessels was rolled in the 
rolling mills at the Washington Navy-vard. An 
analysis of the copper of the Brooklyn has shown 
that 98 parts were pure copper, wit. traces of 
arsenic and silver. On a trial trip made Wednes- 
day by the Juniata, with a board of inspection, a 
leak was discovered just forward of the inner stern- 
post, Which was caused by shrinka.e of the woud, 
This is being calked, and repairs are also being 
made to her engine.

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PENNSYLVANIA GAS WELLS 


_-— 
THE LIGHT AND FUEL 
OIL REGIONS. 
HOW THE NATURAL GAS IS UTILIZED AND 
MADE TO PAY A PROFIT TO CORPORA- 
TIONS—CHEAP AND GOQD ‘LIGHT AND 
CONVENIENT FUEL. 

BRADFORD, Penn., Nov. 17.—The steady de- 
cline in the yield of petroleum in the Pennsylvania 
oil regions is causing capitalists to turn their at- 
tention to the greater utilization of the natural 
gas, which is a peculiar feature of the region. The 
drilling of oil wells is always attended by the ap- 
pearance of inflammable gasin larger or smaller 
quantities, but its presence is not a necessary at- 
tendant of the finding of oil. Many years ago nat- 
ural gas was discovered in Fredonia, Chautauqua 
County, N. Y., and it has been in constant use, 
both for fuel and light, at East Liverpool, Ohio, for 
20 years, and no petroleum is found in either place. 
The presence of this gas in the oil regions has been 
one of the main causes of the development of the 
territory to so great an extent that the exhaustion 
of the petroleum deposit has been accomplished 


years before it otherwise would have been, for its 
adaptability and economy as fuel has permitted 
operations to be carried on where otherwise they 
must have been attended with loss to the pro- 
ducers. It takes from 23 to 25 days to drill a well, 
and companies controlling the supply of gas fur- 
nish fyel for the boilers at an average cost of $1 25 
per day per well. ‘To buy coal or wood tor this 
purpose would cost several times as much. 

Bradford and nearly all of the oil region towns 
are lighted and heated by the natural gas. The 
‘‘gas streaks,’’ as tbose districts are called where 
the gas is found without oil, are very extensive in 
this field, and they were secured by companies 
years ago. These companies—the Keystone Gas 
Company and the Bradford Guas-light and 
Heating Compary—furnish nearly all of 
the gas supply. ‘They are chartered by 
the State. The latter company supplies 
this city with light and heat. Its principal “*streaks” 
are the Rixford and the West Branch. ‘The former 
is seyen miles south-east of this city, and the lat- 
ter lies two miles to the south-west. Six wells 
take the supply from these streaks, three on each. 
The Rixford gas is collected in immense iron reser- 
voirs at the wells, whence it is forced to Bradford 
through iron pipes. For four miles of the distance 
the pipes are 6 inches in diameter, and forthe other 
two miles Sinches. From the West Branch wells 
the gas reaches the city through S-inch pipes by 
its natural force. The pressure of this gas at 
Bradford is six pounds and a half to the inch. In- 
genious pumps of recent invention force the gas 
from the Rixford receivers, where it has a pressure 
of 40 pounds to the inch. Less than a year ago 
the Rixford gas reached this city by its natural 
force at the wells—a foree sufficient to supply 
Bradford with 1,000,000 cubie feet. To drive the 
gas that distance now requires the use of a 400- 
horse power engine, and the natural force of 170 
pounds tothe inch has declined to 25. The ma- 
chinery for pumping the gas cost $50,000. 

The natural gas is found in the largest ey 
and greatest force in the third oil sand, and sel- 
dom deeper than 15 feet inthe sand. It is present, 
however, inall three of the sandsin some wells. 
The wells are drilled just as oil wells are, and gas 
territory ranges from $150 to $500 anacre. It is 
destined to be worth much more when the finding 
of gas may be calculated on witheertainty. In 
the Bradford field gas has been found at no greater 
depth than 2,200 feet. It is used just as 
it issues from the depths of the wells, 
no refining being necessary. ‘The gas of some dis- 
tricts is better and cleaner than that of others, the 
Bradford article being especially excellent in qual- 
ity. There is no odor fromit in burning, but be- 
fore it is consumed it has the same as petroleum, 
In carrying it through the towns and into build- 
ings the same system is employed as in conducting 
artificial gas, and for illuminating purposes is 
burned in the ordinary gas-fixtures. In many parts 
of the oil regions the pipes are laid on'the surface of 
the gropad, but in the larger towns and cities they 
are buried. For heating -purposes a pipe is con- 
ducted from the main into the stove or range. The 
end of the pipe in the stove 1s perforated to give a 
spreading flame. A stop-cock on the outside of 
the stove regulates the supply. The fire is kindled 
simply by turning onthe gas and throwing a lighted 
Match in the stove. In grates the effect of a coal 
fire is obtained by the placing of pieces of earthen- 
ware inside. These become red-hot, and glow 
with the true anthracite cheerfulness. 

For illuminating purposes a uniform charge of 
50 cents a month is made to the consumer. Where 
12 burners are in use a discount of 20 per cent. is 
made. ‘To large consumers, such as hotels, stores, 
&c., a further discount from the 12 burner rate 
is given, An ordinary family parlor or cook-stove 
pays $4 a month for fuel, while range and large 
heater cost $6a month. In the early days of gas 
burning in the region an ordinary stove con- 
sumed about 300 cubic feet an hour. The sub- 
ject has been given much scientific study, how- 
ever, and a regulator devised by which the amount 
consumed is much reduced without affecting the 
heating power of the fuel. The gas is not meas- 
ured. It is a matter of much surprise to the 
stranger visiting this region to see the gas in build- 
ings and onthe streets burning all day as well as 
during the night. No one takes the trouble to turn 
off their gas. It is believed that the gas would be 
consumed and wasted in other ways evenif it was 
turned off, and so it burns from one year’s end to 
theother. For heat and lighting the gas companies 
require pay in adyance per month, but well drill- 
ers pay at theend of the month. At one time the 
Keystone Company had 500 drilling wells attached 
to their pipes, but not one quarter of that number 
are drilling now. The traveler through the oil re- 
gions will see great pillars of flame high in tke 
mountains, in the depths of forests,and down in 
the deep valleys. These are made by the waste 
gas coming from pipes inserted in the wells. They 
burn constantly. Many of the smaller oil towns 
are as light by night as they are by day, owing to 
the presence of these pipes in their streets, 

Natural gas at drilling wells causes many fatal 
accidents. Veins of it are sometimes suddenly 
penetrated by the drill, and it issues with great 
force to the surface. In such case itis liable to be- 
come ignited by the lamp in the derrick or the 
forge, or by the fire-box of the boiler. Itis more 
by good luck than anything else then if occupants 
of the derrick-house escape with their lives, fora 
frightful explosion occurs, Even if the lamp or 
boiler are removed far from the derrick, an ex- 
plosion is apt to occur, especially if the atmosphere 
is murky and heavy. ‘Then the gas settles to the 
ground and if blown toward the light or fire an ex- 
plosion is inevitable. Gas is found in large quan- 
tities in the Sheffield district of the Warren oil field. 
One of the heaviest wells ever struck is at Sheffield. 
It has been burning with a flame 50 feet high for 
years, and its roar may be heard formiles. Another 
heavy well is the Murrayville well, in Washington 
County. There is a great gas streak in that region, 
and a company has been formed and chartered by 
the State to supply Pittsburg and other places with 
light and fuel from it,

SPEECH OF EX-GOV. COLQUITT BEFORE HIS 


ELECTION TO THE SENATE. 
In his speech in Atlanta, Ga., on Monday 
evening last, before his election to the United 
States Senate, ex-Goy. Colquitt said: 


‘Even surpassing the glorious victories in Geor- 
gia are the victories of the National Democracy. A 
tidal wave has swept over the North, the Hast, the 
West, and everywhere the Republicans have been 
routed. New-York has given a Democratic major- 
ity of 60,000 votes larger than the entire vote of the 
State of Georgia; Ohio has given 30,000 Democratic 
majority; the Keystone State, for the first time in 
30 years, hasa Democratic Governor. Indiana is 
back into line, and even Massachusetts has elected 
the Democratic ticket. The signs are propitious, the 
skies aro bright,and assure as I stand here now there 
1s a Democratic leader marching to-day with steady 
and inexorable steps upon the White House. What 
answer has Georgia for all this? Does she greet 
these unparalleled victories with the announcement 
that she is ready to take her place in the Demo- 
cratic triumphal march and lead the procession 
that will enter Washington with a Democratic 
President at its head and its line of march for the 
White House on the 4th of March, 1884. Why, even 
now, a Democratic banner is on its way from Texas 
to New-York.

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CONSUMPTION. 


EOME CURIOUS STATISTICS GOLLECTED BY A 
PHYSICIAN. 
Fvom the Toronto (Canada) Mail. 

Consumption causes many more deaths than 
any other disease, and any statistics bearing upon 
its causes or the conditions of its development are 
of much importance to both the medica! profession 
and the public. With the view of obtaining infor- 
mation eoncerning the etiology of the disease Dr. 
Playter, of Toronto, sent out a list of questions to 
each of many hundreds of physicians, having cases 
in practice in Canadaand the States of New-York, 
Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Illinois, and Louisiana. 
The questions related to the age, sex, and general 
structure of the patients, and t® their ancestry. 
general habits, &c. About 250 physicians answered 
the questions, and the Doctor has made up from 
these 250 cases a coneise report of much practical 
vaine. The average age of the patients was 27 
years; 46 per cent. were males, and 54 per 
cent. females; only 28 per cent. were mar- 
ried. The circumference of the chest was in 
every case much below the average of 
vigorous persons of the same height, being only 
31% inches; the average height being 5 feet 5% 
inches. Persons of such stature should havo a 
chest circumference of about 87inches. About 55 
per cent. had light bluo eyes and light hair, and 
the nervous temperament largely prevailed. Two- 
thirds of the patients had been engaged in indoor, 
sedentary occupation, and spent but little time in 
the open air. Much the greater part of them had 
siept in small unventilated bedrooms, two ina 
bed, had not usually worn flannel next the skin, 
nor used habitually any form of bath, and nearly 
all had been small or very moderate eaters, and 
used but very little fatty food except butter. The 
general habits of nearly all had been good, and but 
very few had nsed alcoholic spirits te excess. In 
only 36 per cent, of the cases had ancestors died of 
the disease, while nearly three-fourths had resided 
in a locality favoring a humid, cool atmosphere. 

Mr. Playter draws some important deductions: 
Marriage in certain conditions and certain stages 
ofthe disease is probably unfavorable to the de- 
velopment and progress of consumption. He- 
redity is not of such constancy and importance 
as &@ cause as appears to have been commonly be- 
lieved, further than in so far as configuration and 
structure of the body, the relation, and the rela- 
tive size and vigor of the different organs to each 
other are influenced by parentage—i. ¢., in a want 
of general stamina from defective construction. 
With the small lungs and consequent imperfeet 
respiratory capacity, the individuals could not 
consume enough *¢oxygen to utilize the digested 
products of a generous or full diet, especially that 
containing much carbonaceous matter, while there 
would be in all probability accumulations in the 
body of unused and waste substances which should 
have been thrown off through the lungs. The one 
means whieh will best tend to prevent the devel- 
opment of the disease in those thus predisposed to 
it ig apparent enough; it is that of inoreasing in 
early life by judicious physical exercise the size 
and capacity of the respiratory organs. The Doc- 
tor draws attention to the desirability of taking 
into consideration the respiratory capacity of pa- 
tients suffering from tubercular phthisis before 
prescribing a full or too carbonaceous diet. 
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END OF THE ST. LOUIS COACHING CLUB. 
From the St. Louis Globé-Democrat, Nov. 15. 

Not many months ago the people of St. 
Louis were startled by the appearance of a Tally- 
Ho, with gentleman driver, trumpeter, six horses 
and all. This equipage and the horses and harness 
attached to it were the property of the St. Louis 
Coaching Club, and the animals and paraphernalia 
will be sold at auction to-day. The coach alone, 


aithough a second-hand article, cost $3,000. It is 
an imported English vehicle, is replete with lunch- 
hamper, ice-chests, champagne-coolers, :step-lad- 
ders, &c., and has just been put in running order. 
The six horses are carefully selected—large, pow- 
erful, and stylish, perfectly trained—and will be 
sold with a special warranty for each animal as to 
its being entirely aud altogether sound, gentle, and 
true. With their sale will pass out of existence 
the St. Louis Coaching Clab. The stay of this or- 
ganization, while quite brief, was certainly very 
costly to its members. When they started 
out they purchased a dozen good horses, peying 
no less than from $250 to $350 per head. It was 
the intention of the club to use the coach and 
horses a stated number of days a week, and to 
rent them out on the off days. The scheme 
worked well for a little while, and when the 
weather was right and the streets were in a passa- 
bie condition there was a demand for the Tally-Ho, 
and it was out on the road nearly every other day, 
Those using it and the six horses attached had to 
pay $30 for thefafternoon’s service. At this rate the 
organization flourished, but when the weather be- 
came dam» and the roads wet and muddy the de- 
mand for the Tally-Ho grew wonderfully less. The 
12 horses, meanwhile, were growing fat and lazy, 
and, in the Janguage of the stable boy, “eating 
their heads off.’’ Something had to be done, and 
as astarter,a few weeks ago three of the horses 
were sold, it being the belief of those most inter- 
ested that a relay of three was all that was needed. 
A tew days later the same parties came to the con- 
clusion that the six horses could do all the work, 
and so the relay of three was sola. Now comes 
the announcement that the whole outfit is to be 


auctioned off. 
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BLACK ANTS AS AN7J-SCORBUTIC FOOD, 
Dr. E. F. Brush, of Mount Vernon, thus 
writes to the Jfedica! Record; *‘i have just been 
reading in the //ecord for Sent. 23 Lieut. Schwatka's 
article on scurvy, and wish to call attention to an 
article of diet, which, if procurable in sufficient 
quantities, might be a valuable addition to the 
arctic voysger’s diet-list, namely, the large black 
ants found in the wood of the pinetrees. Scurvy 
very frequently attacks the lumber men of Maine, 
and they adopt this food as a remedy when suffer- 
ing from the disease. Indeed, some of them be- 
come so fond of it as to eat these ants whenever 
they can be found. As these insects retain their 
vitality while frozen imbedded in the wood-dust 
which they themselves make, might it not be possi- 
ble, if they could be collected in sufficient quantity, 
to carry them frozen and packed in sawdust till 
needed for use? Of ceurse, the question. arises, 
how long will they retain their vitality in this con- 
dition? Are there not many classes of hibernating 
insects which might-answer the same purpose?’ 


TAI-IN-KUN’S BANISHMENT. 

Hone Kono, Oct. 17.—Two imperial de- 
crees have been published upon the subject of the

Mr. 8. §, Cox has announced his intention 
of offering a resolution as soon as Congress 
pssembles calling on the Secretary of War to 
geport how much of the River and Harbor 
appropriation is unexpended, and then mov- 
ing that the unexpended sum be paid back 
nto the Treasury. If Mr. Cox means to 
ake a clean sweep of the entire River and 
arbor appropriation he is not likely to suc- 
ceed, but if he merely intends to ‘‘cover’’ 
Anto the Treasury the unexpended balances 
pf previous years, he will not meet with 
much opposition. Until Congressmen sud- 
denly became alive to the fact that they over- 
estimated public tolerance of the bloated di- 
ensions of the River and Harbor bill, no- 
ody thought it worth while to direct at- 
ntion to the growing amount of the bal- 
ance of appropriations of previous years 
‘at the disposal of the Engineers’ Bureau. 
t the beginning of July, 1880, there 
as over a million of dollars available 
rom the appropriations of previous 
tyears; this balance had swelled, a year later, 
$4,597,955, and at the beginning of the 
resent fiscal year the sum remaining unex-. 
pended had apparently increased. _ The Sec- 
retary of War will report that it is impossi- 
ble to use the nineteen millions appropriated 
for this year, and that some eight or nine 
ynillions of dollars will remain unexpended 
pt the end of June. Congress may, there- 
fore, omit its usual River and Harbor bill 
altogether and still leave an amount larger 
than the average annual. appropriations 
of the last ten years at the disposal of the 
department. It would probably accord bet- 
ter with the responsibility of the law-making 
power and the wishes of the people to re- 
duce the next River and Harbor bill to its 
most economical expression and have all un- 
‘expended balances canceled and so placed 
beyond the reach of being drawn upon in

The joint Congressional tommittee inves- 
tigating the shipping question was favored 
with some very specific suggestions and rec- 
ommendations yesterday from men interested 
in the shipping business. .There was a very 
general agreement that more freedom is the 
thing chiefly needed. Ship-owners and ship- 
masters stand in need of freedom in hiring 
sailors similar to that which other people have 
in hiringlabor. s'reedom from consular fees 


| and exorbitant port charges is another need. 


It is further believed by most practical men 
that if our people were at liberty to buy 
ships wherever they could get them cheap- 
est, and to get the material for their con- 
struction and equipment without paying the 
Government a heavy tax on it, they would 
gradually come to own ships, to build ships, 
and to sail ships profitably in competition 
with any other people whatever, but all the 
mischief that has been done by our laws 
cannot be undone and a merchant marine 
created out of hand. It will take time, but 
it cannot be done in any length of time un- 
der the insane restrictions which our present 
laws impose. More freedom is the chief 
need of American commerce in every direc- 
tion, not the stimulus of subsidies and boun- 


ties and protective tariffs.

The lower portion of the City was yester- 
day blockaded from the early forenoon until 
after dark, so that the busiest of the business 
streets were impassable for vehicles, and 
were dangerous to cross at any point by 
foot-passengers. Fulton-street, the princi- 
pal avenue leading to the principal ferry to 
Brooklyn, was closed by a barrier erected at 
the entrance into Broadway. Wall-street, 
from Broadway to Broad-street, and John- 
street, Pine-street, and Maiden-lane were 
clogged by a mass of interlocked drays, 
trucks, wagons, omnibuses, and carriages. 
The outer edge of this struggling mass 
reached as far up town as the City 
Hall, as far west as Greenwich-street, 
and southward to Morris-street, and 
on the east nearly to the river-front. 
Rain was falling, and the pavements were 
slippery with mud and filthy ooze. Horses, 
drivers, and wayfaring men were wet and 
uncomfortable. Exasperation and profanity 
ruled the day. The cause of this tribulation 
was the insolence of a steam-heating compa- 
ny. This corporation, having been given 





possession of the streets by the Board of Al- 
dermen, exercises its own sweet willin tearing 
up pavements, laying pipes, and impeding 
the legitimate business of tax-payers and 


citizens. Yesterday’s loss, damage, and dis- 
comfort are another proof of the weakness 
and venality of the Government of the City 
of New-York. 
es 

In their method of canvassing the election 
returns the Board of Aldermen fully sustain 
their reputation as ignorant, truculent, and 
unscrupulous partisans. Republican pro- 
tests are unceremoniously sent to the limbo 
of acommittee, while those coming from 
Democrats are made the subject of special 
investigation. The arrogant disregard of 
consistency and fairness by the Aldermanic 
majority would be noteworthy if anybody 
expected them to act differently, though at 
a time when Democracy is supposed to be 
on its good behavior, even yesterday’s pro- 
ceedings of the Board .of County Canvassers 
give an unpleasant revelation of what rep- 
resentatives of the party can do in the 
line of political thimble-rigging. And yet, 
the members of the next Board of 
Aldermen occupy as a body a lower level 
of character than the present one.

PARTY : INDUCEMENIS TO CIVIL 
SERVICE REFORM. 

While there is very little doubt that a ma- 
jority of the people of this country who 
have opinions and whose opinions go to 
make up what is called public sentiment 
recognize the evils of the spoils system and 
favor a radical reform of the civil service, 
there is very little prospect of enlisting the 


efforts of politicians of either party in the 


work of accomplishing it except by an 
appeal to selfish motives. So long as the 
Republican Party can retain control of pub- 
lic affairs without compelling its leaders and 
political workers to give up the advantages 
of the spoils, so long will these leaders and 
workers cling to them. If they can use 
public offices as a make-weight in political 
contests and raise campaign funds by assess- 
ments upon oOffice-holders and employes of 
the Government and thereby win success, 
they will continue todoso. It isonly when 
they become convinced that a maintenance 
of the system means defeat that they will be 
willing to give it up. 

* On the other hand, while the Democratic 
Party is just now making loud professions 
of reform sentiments and reform purposes, 
it is only because they recognize a popular 
demand a seeming acquiescence in which 
will give them a political advantage, and be- 
cause at present the spoils are in the hands 
of their opponents and used against them- 
selves.

Then 
the hope of reform would be transferred to 
their defeat and the success of their oppo- 
nents, with the same chance of disap- 
pointment as before. It is not after, but 
before, the overthrow of the party in power 
that the best chance is to be found for the 
establishment of civil service reform. 

In the interval between the present time 
and the next Presidential election there are 
strong inducements for both parties to work 
for this consummation. It is highly prob- 
able that the Republican administration of, 
national affairs and the general conduct of 
the Republican Party is so identified with 
the evils and abuses of the spoils system 
that the reform movement will effect its 
overthrow unless it recognizes its own 
danger and consents to a displacement of 
that system by means of a proper regulation 
of the civil service. While the service is 
now largely filled with Republicans, the 
rank and file of subordinate officials and 
employes is made up of competent, experi- 
enced, and faithful men whose partisan 
character would disappear with the removal 
of the incentives that keep it up. The 
reform would save them, while it would 
take away the stigma of the party which is 
now its greatest weakness. But if the re- 
form is delayed and the Democrats come 
into power, not only is the service likely to 
be filled with new men, but the weapons of 
patronage and campaign funds derived from 
assessments will be turned against the Re- 
publicans. The best chance of the latter in 
the future, therefore, lies in doing away with 
the system before it effects their own ruin. 

The Democrats, on the other hand, are to 
consider that though control of the spoils is 
at present working to the disadvantage of 
the Republicans and threatening to become 
an instrument for their defeat, when the 
people are confronted with the question of 
making a change which may involve a com- 
plete overturning in the public service 
there is very likely to be a reaction. 
One of the strongest considerations that 
prevented the change from coming in 
1880 was a fear of the demoraliza- 
tion to be produced by sweeping displace- 
ments in the public service. It was argued 
that in the main the work of the Govern- 
ment in the lower positions of the service 
was well done by experienced and faithful 
men, and there was a dread of the conse- 
quences of an overturning. This same con- 
sideration will come again and fill the pub- 
lic mind with dread of the effects of the 
transfer of the spoils system in its present 
development from one party to another. Of 
course, it must be that, reform or no reform, 
one party or the other will succeed at the 
next election, unless indeed both are to go 
down before another with which reform 
shall be the source and purpose of its being, 
but the present condition is full of perilous 
chances for both, which their leaders may 
well endeavor to avoid. 

If, then, from motives of self-defense or 
self-aggrandizement, on either side, there 
could be a general consent to the reform 
which the intelligence and conscience of the 
country are demanding, both parties would 
be relieved of the chief bugbear in the way 
of success, and our politics would be cleared 
of a cause of most unwholesome contention 
and excitement. Then could the parties 
face each other squarely with their policies 
in regard to matters affecting the material 
well-being and national dignity of the United 
States. They could measure their strength 
fairly, and we should not be subject to the 
odious imputation that our politics consist 
only of a struggle for the spoils of office. 



























































THE MASSACHUSETTS SHNATOR- 


SHIP. 

One result of the election in Massachu- 
setts is to make the return of Mr. Hoar to the 
Senate exceedingly doubtful. The junior 
Senator from the Bay State has received a 
number of rebuffs within the last few 
months, beginning with the discontent pro- 
duced by his vote on the River and Harbor 
bill. His explanation of his position on this 
question was not at all satisfactory to those 
whom he wished to convince. Realizing 
this, he seems to have supposed that a vindi- 
cation from the party might be indirectly 
obtained by the nomination of Mr. Crapo 
for Governor, and hence he threw himself 


into the preliminary campaign with 
more ardor than Massachusetts Sena- 
tors have been wont to display. This 
made Mr. Crapo’s’ defeat at the 
Worcester Convention almost a _per- 
sonal rebuke to Mr. Hoar. Not con- 


tent with this, he went on cutting away the 
support from beneath his feet by bringing 
into unnecessary prominence the question of 
the protective tariff. Senator Hoar has al- 
ways been an extreme protectionist, and in 
years past nota little of his popularity in 
Massachusetts has been due to his steadfast 
adherence to this doctrine. But times have 
changed. The woolen manufacturers have 
been brought to believe that a reduction in 
the duty on wool would be of great service 
to them, while the makers of cotton goods 
would not be unfriendly to a plan which 
would allow them to import at nominal 


rates . foreign-made * machinery. These 
men i; could hardly be classed as 
tariff reformers, but» they are by 


no means satisfied with the tariff in its pres- 
ent form. Now, the tenor of Mr. Hoar’s 
campaign speeches gave them not the least 


reason to believe that he would aid in modi- 
fying what might be termed the absurdities 
of the tariff. While he may not have said 
that no change should be made, he left it to 
be inferred that the risks involved in mak- 
ing a change were so great that it was better 
to hold fast tothe present form. It is a cir- 
cumstance of no little significance that these 
remarks have caused decided dissatisfaction 
among a large number of manufacturers in 


Massachusetts—a class hitherto supposed to 
be stalwart defenders of protection in its 
most aggressive shape, and what is more, 
this influence has been sufiiciently pro- 
nounced to color to some degree the Re- 
publican representation in the Legislature. 
That this circumstance will have a de-! 
cied effect upon Senator Hoar’s chances of’ 
re-election must be obvious to those who; 
have noticed the political complexion of the, 
future Massachusetts Legislature. In a joint; 
ballot 142 votes are necessary to elect, pro-; 
vided all of the Senators and Representatives | 
vote, and out of this number the Democrats’ 
control with absolute certainty not less than 












105 votes. The defection of 37 Republicans 
would throw the main body of that party 
in the Legislature into the minority. When 
the unpopularity of Mr. Hoar is taken into 
account, it would not be strange if such a 
rupture in the party should take place, if a 
majority of the Republicans insisted upon re- 
electing him, even supposing that all of the 
177 Republican members of the Legislature 
were men in whose political integrity im- 
plicit confidence could be placed. But this 
is not the case.. There is good reason for 
believing that Gen. ButLER’s confidence in 
his election was sufficiently great to lead 
him to interest himself, by means of friends 
within the party lines, in securing the nom- 
ination of Republican candidates to the 
House of Representatives. It is by no 
means improbable that shoulda close con- 
test take place it would be found that quite 
a number of the necessary 87 were ready to 
act under the inspiration of Gen. Buruer. 
The hostility of Burter for Mr. Hoar is 
well known. There are, perhaps, no two 
men in the Bay State who have a more 
hearty dislike for each other. While this is 
a somewhat commendable characteristic, so 
far as Mr. Hoar is concerned, it is not 
likely to be considered by those who 
are opposed to him on other grounds a suf- 
ficient reason for his re-election, while it will 
raise a strong opposition to him on the part 
of tae minority. Already the first steps to- 
ward a concerted opposition to him have 
been taken. The present project is to elect 
as Senator Gov. Lone, who was lately 
chosen member of Congress from the Sec- 
ond Massachusetts District. Gov. Lone has 
had a very rapid rise in public life, a promo- 
tion due not to the possession by him of 
great mental ability, but chiefly to his amia- 
bility and to the peculiar tact he has for 
making friends within his own party and in 
that of his political opponents. The evi- 
dent defect in a man of this stamp is that 
his opposition to measures which it is ne- 
cessary to oppose, even at the ex- 
pense of personal popularity, can never 
be very determined. It is not pos- 
sible to conceive of Gov. Lone re- 
sisting a tide of public opinion which is 
setting in the wrong direction. To do so 
would be to contradict the methods to which 
he owes his political advancement. How- 
ever, at the present moment he is, of all 
Massachusetts Republicans, the one towhom 
the Democrats would offer the least oppo- 
sition. Though three years ago he was 
a Gubernatorial candidate in opposition 
to Gen. BuTiLeR, the campaign on his 
part was so conducted that no feelings 
of personal animosity were raised. If he 
expresses a willingness to enter the Sen- 
atorial contest the chances are greatly in 
favor of his success, but his readiness to do 
so is made uncertain by the extreme caution 
which characterizes his political method. 
Thus far he has never met with a defeat, 
and hence he has an extreme dread of taking 
any risks which might lead to this result. 
He will have to be assured of the practical 
certainty of a victory before he will openly 
allow his name to be used as a candidate. 

Failing in him, it is by no means improb- 
able that the Democratic minority in the 
Massachusetts Legislature will have recourse 
to what would be a highly dramatic line of 
action. This would be nothing less than the 
nomination as their Senatorial candidate of 
Gen. Butter. From a superficial point of 
view, to adopt such a course might seem to 
court defeat, but in such an estimate the 
Butler strength among the nominally Re- 
publican representatives is left out of the 
calculation. The same influences which 
induced thousands of Republicans in 
the late election to put BUTLER’s name 
at the head of their ballot would 
certainly come into play in persuading Re- 
publican representatives to vote for him as a 
Senatorial candidate. 





WILL 1HE CEILING FALL? 

There is among the rural legislators of 
this State a superstitious dread of a building 
wholly made of stone. It is sepulchral, 
they say; and it is threatening when a mass 
of stone hangs over the heads of the assem- 
bled legislative wisdom, as is the case with 
the Assembly Chamber in the new Capitol 
Building in Albany. Accordingly, when 
the report got out that the condition of the 
vaulted inner roof of the Assembly Cham- 
ber was precarious, the average legislator 
was uneasy. It was said that a stone roof 
was something unusual, and that a 
stone roof which had for one of 
its safeguards a series of iron tie-rods, 
above the inner ceiling, was novel if not un- 
precedented. The rural Solons met, last 
Winter, with much trepidation, eying the 
richly decorated vault above them betwixt 
their spasms of devotion to the public busi- 
ness and the spoilsof place. Possibly, too, 
disappointed artists, architects, and engi- 
neers, confident that no good could come of 
a work in which they had no hand, spread 
alarming rumors concerning the safety of 
the building. At any rate, the panic spread 
among the legislators, and although this 
distrust had no appreciable effect upon the 
number of candidates for the Assembly at 
the recent election, it is possible that some 
who were re-elected accepted a renomination 
with many fears and forebodings. 

In this emergency the Governor requested 
a commission of experts to examine the 
Assembly Chamber, with a view‘ to deter- 
mining its safety. The Commissioners made 
a report, the substance of which was that 
they were not certain whether the mixed 
system of flying arches and tie-rods (used in 
the construction of the ceiling of the Assem- 
bly Chamber) would always hold the system 
of arches together with absolute rigidity. 
They also found, they said, that one of the 
four granite columns supporting the ceil- 
ing of the Assembly Chamber is slightly 
out of plumb, that one of the stones in 


settlement of the foundation is unequal. It 


is also feared by the Commissioners that the 
settlement of the foundations of the building 
has not ceased, but that, in consequence of 
the future diminution of water in the bed of 
clay upon which the whole structure rests, 
changes may occur whereby the safety of 


the superimposed structure may be put in 
jeopardy. In conclusion, the Commission- 
‘ers recommended, as a measure of safety, 
that the groined’ ceiling of the Assembly 
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the vaulted ceiling is cracked, and that the | 


Chamber be taken down, and a skin or 


lining of lath and plaster, or. some other ma- 
terial, be substituted therefor. 

The general public, we may be sure, 
skipped nearly all of the details of the Com-

missioners’ report, and, lighting on the 
radical recommendation at the conclusion, 
was astonished, if not exasperated. Here 
was a building which had cost many mil- 
lions of dollars, in which had been reared 
what might be considered an architectural 
monument, a structure that was oppressive 
in its grandeur and novel in this portion of 
the world, and which it was now proposed to 
tear down and replace with vulgar lath and 
plaster, if not with scantling and painted 
muslin, after the fashion of the cheap 
theatres and the ephemeral miners’ cabins 
of the West. The Governor convened sev- 
eral functionaries of the State, who met in 
solemn conclave, and recommended that the 
Assembly, having due regard to the safety 
of its individual members, should meet in 
the Court of Appeals Chamber for organiza- 
tion, the future habitat of the body being 
left for future determination. The Court 
of Appeals Chamber is directly under the 
Assembly Chamber, and if the vaulted ceil- 
ing of the latter, weighing many thousands 
of tons, should fall, short work would be 
made of everything under the Assembly 
Chamber. 


Happily, however, no such catastrophe 
need be apprehended. Messrs. Leopouip 
Erpuerz, H. H. Ricwarpson, and FRep- 
ERICK LAw OLMSTED, the architects of the 
Capitol, have united in a statement of facts 
concerning the security of the Assembly 
Chamber, which document was yesterday 
presented to the Governor. Even a layman, 
scrutinizing the facts, figures, and deduc- 
tions embodied in the report of these emi- 
nent gentlemen, must see that the wide-spread 
rumors of the unsafety of any part of the 
Assembly Chamber have no more foun- 
dation than the baseless fabric of a vision. 
The tie-rods, whose expansion and contraction 
by alternations of heat and cold are so much 
dreaded by inexperienced persons, bind to- 
gether the perpendicular walls, (including 
the arches,) and are laid above the ceiling of 
the Assembly Chamber. They are incased 
in brick-work, so as to isolate them as far as 
possible from vicissitudes of tempera- 
ture, and may be supposed to be at a unl- 
form standard of temperature all through 
the changes of the seasons. But, supposing 
they were exposed, their expansion and con- 
traction are shown to be almost infinitesimal. 
As to the alleged deflection of the great 
columns in the Assembly Chamber, an 
accurate scientific measurement and plumb- 
ing shows that each column is slightly out 
of plumb, and that no two of these lean in 
the same direction, nor are these leanings in 
the line of the alleged settlement of the 
whole work. The columns are four feet in 
diameter. They are unequal in dimensions, 
being turned in an imperfect machine. That 
is to say, the shafts (which are monoliths) 
are thicker in some parts than in others. 
This disposes of the ‘‘out of plumb’’ bug- 
aboo, the alleged inequality being only one- 
fourth of an inch in any single instance. 

The remaining points are easily and satis- 
factorily settled by the statement of the ar- 
chitects of the Capitol, whose observations 
are certainly worthy of implicit credence. 
The gentlemen whose rejoinder to the report 
of the Examining Commission is now before 
the Governor, and will be laid before the 
Legislature, have conducted their re-exam- 
ination with laborious care and accuracy of 
detail. No one, we should say, can examine 
the case as now presented, taking all the re- 
ports, official and unofficial, without being 
irresistibly brought to the conclusion that 
the Assembly Chamber in the new Capitol 
building is as safe and enduring as any 
structure now on the soil of the continent. 








THE VACUUM GUN. 


‘ The fox has always been regarded as one 
of the most intelligent of animals, and there 
is no doubt that Mr. 8. Fox, of Toiedo, 
Ohio, has justified his right to his name. 
There may possibly be an abler man than 
Mr. Fox in Ohio or elsewhere, but if so, he 
is as unknown as the mute, inglorious Mil- 
tons with whom imagination has peopled 
our country towns. 

Mr. Fox is an inventor, and he has ac- 
complished by means of his inventive genius 
the grand result of making shipwreck a 
pleasure rather than a pain, and of at least 
doubling the ordinary speed at which a 
savage continent can be civilized. Most in- 
ventors would have devised two distinct and 
separate machines for accomplishing these 
apparently unrelated ends, but Mr. Fox 
with a single invention proposes to put an 
end to drowning and barbarism. The in- 
strument with which he is to do this is his 
vacuum gun. 

Nothing more satisfactory than the de- 
tailed drawing of the vacuum gun could 
be desired. Its cog-wheels inspire confi- 
dence in the most skeptical mind, and its 
levers and pistons would console the most 
gloomy and spiritless spectator. As the 
name implies, this instrument is a gun load- 
ed with a vacuum instead of gunpowder. 
The object of using a vacuum is its extreme 
cheapness. While gunpowder is costly, a 
good quality of vacuum can be had at al- 
most a nominal price. Moreover, a vacuum 
cannot be exploded, either by a spark from 
a careless pipe or by rough handling. This 
is an immense advantage, and there is 
little doubt that vacuum guns will soon 
drive gunpowder and other dangerous ex- 
plosives out of use. 


When the vacuum gun is to be used to 
rescue shipwrecked people from drowning, 
itis to be loaded with a canoe. In this 
canoe, Which will be unsinkable, will be in- 
closed an intelligent mariner and a large 
collection of india rubber bags filled with 
condensed air. In case of shipwreck, the 
gun will be brought down to the beach, a 
charge of vacuum will be placed in the 
chamber, the canoe with its intelligent mar- 
iner and its air bags will be rammed home, 
the trigger will be pulled, and the canoe 
shot across the waves toward the ship- 
wrecked vessel. It is not intended that the 
missile shall strike the vessel, but the gun 
will be so aimed that the canoe will fall 
into the water in the immediate neigh- 


borhood of the wreck. As soon as 
it touches the water, the intelligent 
mariner will sit up, seize his bags 


of condensed air, and removing the string 
which confines théir mouths, will throw 
them to the drowning people with whom 
the water is. supposed to be crowded. 
These unfortunate people will drink in 
long draughts of condensed air, and will 
thus pass the time comfortably while the 
intellicent canocist climbs on board the 








wreck and stretches a rope from iae wreck 
to the shore, so that the shipwrecked people 
in the water can seize the rope, and enjoy 
all the delights of surf bathing as practiced 
by timid bathers at sea-side resorts. Thus, 


‘thanks to the vacuum gun, the result of 


being shipwrecked wili be nothing more 
than a pleasant surf bath and a free lunch 
of palatable and wholesome condensed air. 
This is what Mr. Fox’s vacuum gun will 
render possible, while at the same time it 
shows him in the light of the ablest in- 
ventor and the noblest philanthropist of the 
age. 

But the vacuum gun is also to put an end 
to barbarism. As is well known, barbarism 
is the fault of beasts of prey. How can we 
expect the Central Africans, for example, to 
be civilized so long as tney are constantly 
eaten by lions and crushed by elephants? 
It is useless for a missionary to sit down 
under a golly-bosh tree with a-native King 
and to instruct him in the use of trousers, the 
terrestrial globe, and the type-writer while 
the King’s attention is distracted by half a 
dozen lions who are making ready to spring 
upon him and the missionary’s in- 
terest in his work is lessening by 
the approach of a herd of hostile 
elephants. The vacuum gun will, however, 
free Africa of wild beasts with a rapidity 
which will hardly permit a lion to wink. 
Mr. Fox proposes to build a series of watch- 
towers, of the general size and shape of the 
Eddystone Light-house, ali over Africa. On 
the summit of each tower will be placed a 
vacuum gun designed to shoot arrows of 
enormous size, while at the foot of the 
tower the native Kings will sit and sing 
hymns in grateful expectation of fresh meat. 
Whenever a wild beast approaches within 
fifteen miles of the tower he will be instant- 
ly shot with the vacuum gun, and the natives 
will dress the carcase and put the meat up 
in hermetically sealed cans for the European 
market. It is estimated that in two years 
every wild beast on the continent of Africa 
can be thus slain, and the natives, having 
grown rich in the preserved meat trade, will 
be virtually civilized by the time the last 
lion is killed. What philanthropist is there 
who does not feel a thrill of delight in con- 
templating this magnificent prospect, and 
what man is there with a heart in his bosom 
and a fondness for canned lion who will not 
feel grateful to the benevolent Fox? 


There is nothing mean about Mr. Fox. 
He scorns to patent his vacuum gun, his 
canoe, or his intelligent mariner. He asks 
for no recompense except sufficient money 
to enable him to build an experimental gun 
and exhibit it to the astonished world. What 
is Mr. KEELY in comparison with such a man, 
and how unsatisfactory and unexhilarating 
is his motor when compared with the benefi- 
cent vacuum gun of the benevolent and in- 
genious Fox? 





Upon its face the decision rendered by 
Judge DononvurE yesterday in the case of Joun J. 
SULLIVAN does not amount to much, but there is 
underlying it a matter of great importance to the 
City. Sutirvan was dismissed from the Police 
force about five yearsago. He took no action to 


have his expulsion set aside by the courts, 
but remained quiet until yesterday, when 
his attorney applied for a mandamus 


to compel the Police Commissioners to pay 
him his salary since the time he was dis- 
missed. The ground upon which the application 
was denied was that he had waited too long; that 
to have saved any rights he might have had as 
against the Police Commissioners he ought to have 
procured a writ of certiorari, ana carried his 
ease into court within a reasonable period, and 
that as he had neglected to make timely use of his 
proper remedy at law, the court would not 
help him with a discretionary writ. This ap- 
pears to be the proper disposition of what 
was obviously an effort to evade the eect of a de- 
cision rendered some time ago by Judge Van 
Brunt. That Judge found in the Supreme Court, 
Special Term, a great number of certiorari causes, 
in which the respondents were the Fire and 
Police Commissioners. The relators were dis-

missed firemen, policemen, and _ clerks, who 
sought reinstatement in their olaces on 
the ground that they had been expelled 


without proper trials, or upon insufficient evi- 
deace. In most cases the writs of certiorari 
had not been procured for more than two years 
after the matters complained of had taken place. 
All such writs Jadge Van Brunt quashed, saving 
that longer time should not be allowed for the 
bringing of proceedings to review the acts of pub- 
lic officers than tor the taking of an appeal from 
the judgment of acourt of law. Hesaid that, in 
his opinion, no writ of certiorari should be allowed 
against the Police or Fire Commissioners in any case 
in which an alleged grievance had been permitted to 
slumber for more than two years, and he was dis- 
posed to take the view that most persons who de- 
layed more than thirty days should be denied the 
writ. As soon asa man was aggrieved he knew the 
tact, and should take whatever measures lay with- 
in his power to right himself. 1f{t should become 
the acknowledged rule that a man dismissed from 
the Police or Fire Department could have two 
years to think over his case, much trouble might be 
caused in those departments by a fear on the part 
of the Commissioners to immediately appoint 
new men in places made vacant by their decisions. 
The rule thus established by Judge Van Brunt 
has been followed up to the present time. The 
application for a mandamus was a manifest at- 
tempt to evade it. If the ingenious scheme bad 
succeeded the court would have been overwhelmed 
with similar applications, and the petty lawyers 
who used to profit by certiorari proceedings would 
have a new field of labor.

It is claimed by ship-masters that the ex- 
isting custom of paying sailors about to start 
on long voyages two months’ advance wages 
has a vicious and demoralizing effect on the 
sailors themselves. The careless and often 
dissolute habits of the seamen when on shore, it is 
alleged, make them the prey of a class of men who, 
in the guise of landlords of sailors’ boarding- 
houses, not only absorb all of Jack's cash on hand, 
but for little or no consideration secure a mort- 
gage on the two months’ advance pay which ship- 
masters invariably give their crews. This subject 
was brought to the attention of Congress last Feb- 
ruary by Representative CanpLER, of Massachu- 
setts who introduced a bill ‘for the relief and im- 
provement of seamen in the merchant service, by 
changing the system of advance wages.” This bill 
provided that ‘‘any document authorizing or 
promising, or purporting to authorize or promise, 
the future payment of money on account 
of any seaman's wages, conditioned on his 
going to sea from any port in the United 
States, and made before those wages are earned, 
shall be yoid;”’ also that ‘tno money paid in satis- 
faction orin respect of any such document shall 
be dedueted from a seaman’s wages.’’ The bill 
was referred to the House Committee on Com- 
merce, which submitted a favorable report about 
the ist of last August. In this report was the fol- 
lowing paragraph: “ The evil engendered and en- 
couraged by the system of advance wages isal- 
most universally admitted, and it not only affects 
the welfare and morals of the sailors, but has 
been considered by the merchants a ereat injury to 
the commercial marine and commerce of the coun- 
try. A reform will save a wasteful expenditure of 
money and secure healthier and more efficient 
crews.” The report was referred to the House:

The method adepted vy the Japanese Gow 
ernment of punishing Corea for the attack mad¢ 
upon the Japanese Embassy at the capital of thai 
country seems to have met with the hearty approvai 
of the Chinese correspondent of the London 7imes 
a writer who has strenuously supported the forci: 
ble methods adopted by the English in carrying 
out their Asiatic policy. He says Japan treated 
Corea exactly as England treated the former in the 
Simonosekiaffair. Asa matter of fact, ia draw 
ing a comparison between theso two incidents, the 
advantage is wholly upon the side of Japan. When 
one of the independent Japanese noblemen at 
tempted to interefere with navigation upon the 
Inner Sea his efforts were speedily checked by an 
allied fleet, composed of the vessels of the various 
treaty powers that happened to be in Japanese 
waters. For this service the allied Governments de: 
manded and received an indemnity greatly out of 
proportion to the damage their subjects had sus- 
tained or to the expense they were put to in sup- 
pressing this inolpient rebellion. To Japan the 
outbreak at the Corean capital was an affair of 
much more serious importance. Members of its 
Embassy were killed, and its Minister was driven 
out of thecountry. It became necessary to send 
not only a fleet of war vessels, but also a consider 
able military force, the latter numbering about 
6,000 men. Besides this the risk had to be 
taken of provoking a war with China. Taking 
these various circumstances into account, it must_be 
said that the demands of the Japanese Government 
were exceedingly moderate; enough so to put to 
shame those who were instrumental in exacting in- 
demnities from Japan. All that was asked was 
that a suitable apology should be made; that the 
murderers of the members of the Japanese Lega 
tion should be punished and $50,000 given to the 
families of the latter; that an additional Corean 
port should be opened for free trade, and that 
$500,000 should be paid to indemnify Japan for her 
naval and military expenditures. In other words, 
all that Japan asked was the payment of the legiti- 
mate expenses she had been compelled to incur 
and that measure of apology which an offended 
nation could reasonably demand of another, The 
difference between this method of treatment and 
the one to which the correspondent refers is 
strengly marked. The allied Governments wera 
not contented with an official apology and the 
restoration of the money they had been compelled 
to expend, but over and above this they exacted a 
heavy fine, which was the equivatent of so much 
profit to them. If, in its treatment of Asiatic na- 
tions, Great Britain had adopted the policy which 
the Japanese Government has now exemplified, its 
reputation for humanity and moderation would 
stand much higher at the East than it now does,

The gas companies of this City annually 
collect $3,523,348, for which the public receive no 
return in the shape of light. The assertion is made 
on the authority of the‘ Gas Referees” of Lon- 
don, who have reported that only one-half of the 
gas paid for in that city is utilized in the shape of 
light. Thesum named is one-half the total esti- 
mated cost of gas to the consumers of New-York. 
For once the gas companies are not at fault, nor 
yet the meters. The consumers have it in their 
power to double their supply of light without 
adding a cent to their bills, by simply using good 
burners. Solongas the only alternative—which 
was practically no alternative—was between gas 
and oil, the companies did not care what use was 
made of the gas they sold. But now that compari- 
son is beginning to be made between gas and 
electricity, they are earnest that their customers 
shall get the most for their money, and according. 
ly they are teaching them to use gas. This is even 
more noticeable abroad than at home, for it is an 
erroneous idea that the electric light is making the 
mostrapid progressin the United States. One of 
the signs of this is the introduction in London of 
street lights fairly rivaling the arc light in power 
and brilliancy. Another sign is a paper by Mr. 
Suee—the inventor of Sugg’s burner—fairly scold- 
ing the public for allowing speculative builders and 
ignorant plumbers to palm off cheap and bad burn- 
ers upon groaning and unsuspecting payers of gas 
bills. Accordingto Mr. Suee, a good burner must 
keep the gas cool until the moment of ignition. 
Gas heated to 500° doubles its bulk at the tempera: 
ture of the atmosphere. Consequently. gas so 
heated issues from the burner at double its proper 
velocity, the rate of consumption remaining the 
same. Consequently, the process of combu-tion 
has only half the time to draw upon the oxygen of 
theair, and the loss of illuminating power is the 
result. Tried by this test, all metal burners are 
bad, but, paradoxically, they improve as they 
wear out. The shape of the flame is then 
bad—for in flat-flame burners the flame 
should be fan-shaped—but the candle light 
is increased. But the deterioration of the 
orifice hinders the issue of the. gas until it 
gets time to burn. About 13¢ miles an hour is the 
proper velocity for issuirg gas, but it frequently 
rises to 3miles. Another requisite of a good burn- 
er is that it shall heat the flame, thus increasing 
the inoandescence. All the heat which goes into 
the fixture is thus a waste, aside from its heating 
and expanding effect upon the gas. Argand burn- 
ers are usually considered to use too much gas, but; 
Mr. Suee declares that they yield from 15 to 30 per 
cent. more light per foot burned. Fiat flane, 





burners have been much improved, especially by! . 


the use of steatite tips, which should be trequently! 
renewed, as they easily can be. But the light of 
the future, for in-doors and out-doors, is one of sev- 
eral new and little known forms of the argand, 
Mr. Suge also states that the true economy in the 
use of gas—that is, the production of most light in, 
proportion to gas burned—dictates the use of more 
than is usual now, but in a decreased number of 
burnets—say in the proportion of one to four or 
six. Mr. Suee also thinks that the power of con- 
suming gas to produce ventilation by securing cur- 
rents of heated air far over-balances the complaint 
that gas vitiates the atmosphere by tne evolution 
of the products of combustion. Finally, the flicker. 
ing of flat-flame burners is not due to any defect of 
the gas, or of the burner, but is caused by draughts 
of air. The use of a suitable globe is a remedy, but 
care should be taken as to the lewer orifice. 
Through it air rushes to the flame, and if the orifice 
is small the draught and flicker are much increased. 
The diameter of the orifice should at least equal 
the width of the flame. Decidedly the advent of 
the age of electricity is useful even if itdoes not 
more than ameliorate the woes aad burdens of thy

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QUESTIONS IN MANAGING THE 
GREAT CORPORATIONS. 
rus CHICAGO COMMITTEE AND THE DRESSED 


BEEF CLASSIFICATION—MICHIGAN CEN- 
TRAL AND CANADA SOUTHERN—PROG- 
RESS OF THE NORTHERN PACIFIC. 


The Chicago committee, composed of rep- 
fesentatives of roads leading out of that city and 
Connecting with the trunk lines, took up the sub- 
ject of dressed meats at the meeting at Commis- 
sioner Fink’s office yesterday. There were no pro- 
tests to the proposition to divide the earnings from 
the transportation of dressed meats with the live 
stock traffic instead of the dead freight, but the 
subject, after much discussion, was referred to 
Commissioner Fink, who was asked to prepare & 
recommendation on the question. If dressed 
meats are taken from the dead freight class and 
put in the live stock pool several of the roads, it 
is said, will ask for a readjustment of percentages 
in the general division of business. The Grand 
Trunk, the Erie, and the New-York Central Roads 
have been getting most of the dressed meats. The 
transfer of dressed meats to the live stock class 


will make a genera! change in the figures, and may 
possibly make necessary an almost entirely new 
award to satisfy the different lines. 

The Cincinnati committee asked Commissioner 
Fink to include in its local pool traffic which does 
Mot pass through Cincinnati, but which originates 
elsewhere and goes through its territory. The 
‘pool covers the country south of the Ohio, and in- 
‘cludes Kentucky, Tennessee, and cotton and tobac- 

0 growing parts of the South. Louisville, however, 
bas apool ot its own. The roads in the Cincinnati 
poo! are the Marietta and Columbus, the Pan- 
Handle, the Bee Line, the New-York, Pennsylvania 
and Ohio, and the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton. The New-York, Pennsylvania and Oujio made 
a demand foran increased percentage in the divi- 
sion of live stock earnings, and the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton asked for a larger percent- 
age of the dead freight business. The roads made 
the claim on account of greater facilities and in- 
creased business. The live stock division was made 
by Commissioner Fink andthe dead freight by 
tne old Bourd of Arbitration. The request fora 
readjustment of percentages was referred to the 
arbitrator, Charles Francis Adams, Jr., and the 
committee prepared no recommendation on the 
subject. The joint Executive Committee itself did 
nothing. Yesterday's session concluded the busi- 
hess before the joint Executive and the sub com- 
mittees and they edjourned. 

A meeting of the Directors of the Michigan Cen- 
traland Canada Southern Railroade was held at 
the Grand Ceutral Depot yesterday morning to 
conclude, if possible, the negotiations looking to 
the lease of tie Canada Southern to the Michigan 
Central Road. The Directors of the latter com- 

any are empowered to make the lease without re- 

erring the matter to their stockholders, but the 
action of the Canada Southern Directors cannot 
be made valid until it is ratified by the stockhold- 
rs. A meeting of the latter stockholders has heen 
called for Nov. 30, in St. Thomas, Ontar'o, to pass 
on the action of the Directors, and the meeting of 
yesterday was intended to furnish the stockhold- 
ers something to act upon. At the close of 
the meeting one of the Directors of the Can- 
pda Southern said that nothing had been 
concluded, and another meeting would have 
to be called. The present contract. by which the 
Michigan Central gives to the Canada Southern 45 
per cent. of its business, will expireon Dec. 1. The 
terms offered by the Michigan Central are said to 
be a rxed sum annually to be paid to the Canada 
road before any dividend’ are declared from the 
joint earnings; and after this has been paid, the 
net earnings of the two roads is to be divided. but 
in what proportion it was impossible to discover 
yesterday. W.H. Vanderbilt is President of beth 
the roads, and should the lease be concluded, the 
cost of overating them would be greatly decreased. 

Vice-President T. F. Oakes, of the Northern Pa- 
cific Raiiroad Company, has recently returned 
trom an inspection tour over the company’s lines 
east of the Rocky Mountains, going about 200 miles 
beyond the present end of the track, in the Yel- 
lowstone Valley, tothe Mullan Tunnel, 18 miles 
north of Helena. The trip occupied several weeks. 
Mr. Oakes making a close examination not only of 
the main line but also of all the branches. Yester- 
day he submitted to the Board of Directers of the 
company an eiaborate report embodying the 
resuits of his investigation. He found a de- 
cided improvement in the physical condition 
of the road. The cong@ition of the track he 
says has been greativ improved. Since the begin- 
ning ot the vear, 310 miles of eastern track and 100 
miles of western track have been completed, a 

total of 410 miles. The present end of thetrack on 
the east is at the three hundred and eighteenth 
mile-post west of Glendive, being 993 miles from 
Superior City, and 1,009 miles from St. Paul. On 
the west. the end of track is a short .distance east 
of Thompsen’s River, 325 miles from Wallula. The 
total mileage of completed main line between Lake 
Superior and Pucet Sound is now 1,423 miles. The 
gap between the ends of track is now 361 miles. 
By the end of next month 300 miles of new 
branch lines will have been completed this year. 
The gross earnings from July 1 to Sept. 1, 1882, are 
given as $2,194,120 61, an increase over the same 
period in 188] of $860,751 92: operating experses. 
same time in 1882, $1.297.535 54. or an increase over 
188: of $526,947 69. Rentals and taxes are included 
in the operating expenses. Mr. Oakes states that 
the cost of transporting the wheat crop has been 
much reduced, and that the cattle business has ex- 
ceeded the estimates, Attention is eal!ed in the 
report to aR arrangement just made withthe St. 
Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha Railroad Company, 
securing to the Northern Pacific Company unin- 
terrupted control of terminal! facilities at Superior, 
and yielding a handsome anaual rental for North- 
= Pacific track which the Omaha Company is 

oO use. 

It was authoritatively announced in Wall-street 
eye that the Union Pacific Railroad managers 

ad finally succeeded in selling a large block of 
their new 5 per cent. collateral trust bonds. The 
bonds were sold chiefly for the foreign account, and 
their negotiation was for the most part through 
the banking house of Blake Brothers & Co., No. 18 
Wall-street. It was stated that the amount sold 
represented a face vaiue of $5,000,000, but persons 
having information ot the transaction declined to 
say what sum was realized from the sale; neither 
would they say whether efforts were to be made to 
sell turth«r bonds of the same kind. Mr. Sidney 
Dillon, President of the Union Pacific Company, 
stated not long ago that the amount to be placed 
was $3,000.000. The proceeds of the bonds are to 
meet outstanding indebtedness. 


GENERAL RAILWAY NEWS. 

fHE NEW-YORK AND NEW-ENGLAND COM- 
PANY REPRIMANDED—THE G6ANADIAN 
PACIFIC. 

AHaRtTForD, Nov. 17.—The Railroad Commis- 
tioners have sent to the different roads operated 
in this State the result of their full examinations. 
There is nothing of particular interest in them ex- 
cept the plain talk addressed to the managers of 

. the New-York and New-Englana Road. The Com- 
missioners say: “ Very frequent complaints are 
made to us by citizens of this State of irregularity 
in the running of your passenger trains and of 
unreasonable delays in the transportation of 
freight to and from your various stations. 
We find a general imnvression exists that 
these vexatious and damaging delays are 
chiefly caused by the efforts of your road 
to transport large quantities of through freight at 
very low, if not non-paying, rates, and for which 
you have not adequate facilities, and that from the 
overcrowding of your single track yeur passenger 
trains and local freights are delayed and collisions 
and other accidents occur. Whether or not this be 
50, we trust that your next time-table will not only 


be made out on standard time, but will be so ar- 
ranged tnat the regularity of all your pas- 
senger trains will be the rule rather than 
the exception, and that prompt delivery of local 
freight on your line will thereafter compare favor- 
ably with that of other roads in the State. 

“Astending toward these results we suggest 
the reduction of the volume of your compara- 
tively unremunerative through freight business to 
such a limit as will correspond with your present 
facilities for promptly and profitably transporting. 
It would relieve the pressure of your single track 
and diminish the liability to delays and accidents. 
The running time of trains, most frequently late, 
should be Jengthened, and such other methods 
adopted as willenable you to make schedule time, 
axcept incase of serious accidents or other ex- 
traordinary contingencies. We trust a continuance 
pf the complaints above referred to willnot render 
necessary a formal investigation.” 

Superintendent Bent, of the New-York and New- 
England Railroad, was in Hartford to-day, and he 
is confident that there will be no further trouble 
from the new arrangements concerning pay. which 
increases, he says, the remuneration of the men. 
It is stated by the managers that the men, although 
paid by the trip, will not be allowed to suffer loss 
when long delays are occasioned, requiring them 
to be - duty over the proper schedule time for 
the trip. 


Boston, Nov. 17.—A circular presented to 
the Directors of the Toledo, Cincinnati and St.

of the Erie Road. They even recommend formal 
consolidation. If the divorce policy is pursued 


they recommend that the New-York. Pennsvivania 
and Ohio be connected with either the Reading or 
Lehigh Valley. In regard to the physical manage- 
ment of the road. they plainly recommend that 
it be placed. in the hands of somebody 
who knows how to run a railroad. The report of 
the London meeting of bondhoiders. at which the 
findings of the experts were read, shows that 
Chairman Lewis promptly shut off all debate at 
that time. Therefore no vote of adoption or re- 
jection was passed. McHenry ,seems to have 
gained a point by the experts.

MRS. ASA PACKER. 

Mrs. Sarah M. Blakslee Packer, relict of the 
late Judge Asa Packer, the well-known projector 
of the Lehigh Valley Railroad, died at the family 
mavsion in Mauch Chunk, yesterday morning, 
after an illness of a fortnight’s duration. Mrs. 


Packer was born at Springvile, now Dimmick’s 
Four Corners, Susquehanna County, March 12, 
1807, and was married to Judge Pack r Jan. 23, 
1828. Three of Mrs. Packer’s children survive her, 
Robert A. Packer, Surerintendent of the Pennsyl- 
vania and New-York Division of the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad; Judge Harry E. Packer, Vice-President 
of the Lehigh Valley Railroad, and Miss Mary 
Packer. The surviving children were all present 
at her death-bed. Judge and Mrs. Packer cele- 
brated their goiden wedding at Mauch Chunk Jan. 
23, 1878. and it was one of the most interesting

One of the provisions of the will of Judge Packer, 
who died in 1879, wasas follows: “My purpose is 
that she (Mrs. Packer) shall have whatever she 
wishes out of my estate, and all other previsions 
hereof are subordinate to this one.”

THE ITALIAN OPERA. 


There was a very large audience present last | 
night at the Academy of Music on the occasion of 
Mme. Adelina Patti’s first appearance this season 
as Leonora, in Verdi’s “Il Trovatore.” Last year, 
when Mme. Patti essayed to sing in the réle with 
ridiculously incompetent support, she suffered a 
severe defeat; but last night, with the surroundings 
of Mr. Mapleson’s orchestra, chorus, and well- 
equipped company, she gave a memorable repre- 
senta ion. She was in perfect voice, and sang 
better than she has ever done before. It was 
a personal triumph, which should be recorded to 
her credit, and fully illustrated the natural beauty 
of her voice, her skill as a vocalist, and her 
ability to command attention: though it must be 
said that she lacks dramatic power and the 
absence of self-consciousness which is the great- 
est natural gift of the actress. She never forgets 
that she is Mme. Adelina Patti. This all very well, 
but it is desirable in the interest of art that the 
individuality of the actress should be overlooked, 
and that the character of the opera should be pre- 
sented without personal display. As a vocal per- 
formance Mme. Patti’s Leonora was without doubt 
brilliant and effective, but it was not of more 
than ordinary merit from a dramatic point of view. 
No opera offers better opportunities for the prima 
donna than “Il Trovatore,” and as Mme. Patti did 
not avail herself of every chance to make an im- 
pression, she did not add to her reputation, though 
she scored an undeniable success as a final result 
of the performance. The well-known numbers of 
the score in the beginning were somewhat tamely 
given, but in the third and fourth acts Mme. Patti 
made a great effort and illustrated how admirable 
an artist she is when she cares to make the neces- 
sary exertion. Mme. Galassi'’s Azucena was not 
entirely satisfactory. Her singing was undéven and 
spasmodic, and her ability asan actress is evidently 
limited. The rdle of Azucena 1s perhaps a thank- 
less one, but it has,been given in New-York in 
superb style, and anything less impressive is not 
likely to win much favor. Signor Galassi gave a 
noble representation of the Count di Luna. He 
sang ‘‘ Il Balen” in the smooth style of the best 
Italien schoo! of vocalization, and though evidently 
not yet recovered from the cold he has been 
suffering from, gave the aria and all his other work 
generous and faithful expression. Every attend- 
ant ot the opera knows that in Signor Galassi a 
finished representative of the réle for which he is 
announced will always be found. Signor Nicolini 
gave a new example of his capabilities, and gave 
asplendid performance of ‘* Di quella pira,” which 
fairly carried the house to the highest pitch of en- 
thusiasm. lt was a fine exhibition of dramatic 
declamatory singing, given in perfect taste and 
with the artistic evidence of reserved force which 
is always necessary in the supreme effort of an 
artist. Allthe singers were repeatedly reealled, 
and Mme. Patti carried off the contents of a con- 
servatory sent by her many admirers. This after- | 
noon Gounod’s “Faust”? will be performed, with 
Signor Ravelli and the prima donna soprano, Mile.

RAIN AND SNOW IN THE CITY, WITH A 


DROP IN THE TEMPERATURE. 


The Signal Service officers who preside over 
the queer-looking maps and mysterious instru- 
ments in the tall tower of the Eauitable Building 
were kept quite as busy yesterday and last night as 
they desired. A hundred people climbed the dozen 
flights of stairs from the street up to the little 
room, where they sat and studied out cipher tele- 
grams that told about the weather, past. present, 
and prospective, the country over. And a hun- 
dred times a hundred questions were asked; but 
the weather dispensers stood the test nobly, and 
no sign of their deep-ielt annoyance oozed 
to the surface in either word or manner. 
The observers had quite enough to do without 


entering into learned meteorological discussions or 
vieing with Prophet Vennor in calculating long 
distance predictions. Snow and rain were falling 
energetically without, and there seemed every 
probability that a fully developed Winter was to 
set in before Thanksgiving Day. Observer Wid- 
meyer, who was in charge last night, gave all the 
time, all the information, and all the satisfaction 
ossible to his inquisitive visitors. He was not will- 
ng to risk his reputation by painting the Eeoseest 
for to-day in rosy hues; he did not think it§would 





prove an Indian Summer day, and _ he 
didn’t believe that New-Yorkers would go 
mad with joy over’ the _ pleasures to 
be secured by promenades in the streets. 


The fall of rain mingled with melted snow meas- 
ured a half-inch for the day ending at 11 o’clock 
last night. The storm at that hour was growing 
stronger, the rain began to fall in brisker fashion, 
the wind took on a new strength, and the snow- 
flakes doubled in size and quadrupled in quantity. 
The Signal Service thermometer atop the Equita- 
ble Building registered 25° at midnight. The tem- 
perature was lower down inthe street. The ther- 
mometer in front of Hudnut’s pharmacy, No. 218 
Broadway, scored 30° at midnight. At 3 A. M. 
yesterday 40° was marked, at 6 o’clock it was 38°, 
three hours later it was 1° higher, and at noon fell 
back to 25° again; at 3:30 87° was the registry, at 6 
it sank to 33°, and at 9 was 31°, going to 380° at 
about 11 o’clock and there remaining. The Signal 
Service records showed a fall of 10° in the average 
temperature for the day compared with Thursday. 
It was 18° lower than the average for the corre- 
sponding date last year. 

The storm extended over a large territory. Suow 
fell at Albany, Oswego, Rochester, and Buffalo in 
this State; at Portiand, Me.; Burlington, Vt.: Bos- 
ton, New-Haven,: Erie, Penn., and Omaha, Neb. 
The greatest fall in the temperature was at Port- 
land, Me., where the mercury went down to 34°, a 
shrinkage of 18°.

THE FIRE UNDERWRITERS 


QIVELY TALK ON THE QUESTION 
OF COMMISSION TO AGENTS. 

MR. DRIGGS CONDEMNS THE WHOLE SYSTEM— 
A SHARP DEBATE WHICH ENDED IN 
AN AMICABLE MANNER—RESOLUTIONS 
ADOPTED FIXING THE MAXIMUM COM- 
MISSION, 

The second annual meeting of the United 
Fire Underwriters in America was resumed yester- 
fiay at the hall of the local board of underwriters 
in the Boreel Building. The resolution fixing the 
rate of commission to be paid to local agents at 15 
per cent., except in certain cities to be designated 
by the Advisory Committee, was taken up, and 
Mr. Driggs, President of the Williamsburg City, 
said it had been intimated that the meeting was 
the result of several experience meetings that had 
been held throughout the country at which the sins 
of commission had been eonfessed. He believed 
there were also many sins of omission 
to be confessed, and he hoped an earnest 
effort would be made to correct at least 
some of the more manifest evils. Com- 
missions to agents and rebates to the insured were 
like twin brothers. If the custom of giving pres- 
ents to agents and their wives were to prevail 


then it made no difference what figure the rate 
of commission was put at. The whole system was 
wrong, as the experience of every gentieman pres- 
ent would prove. Of the companies doing business 
12 years ago, 355 had been wiped out of existence. 
In the Chicago and Boston fires 100 of these com- 
panies perished, but the remaining 255 were forced 
to retire from the fieid altogether, because of the 
improvidence of their management. Those who 
bad stockholders’ money in their custody shoula 
ro to work like honest. intelligent men 
and stop the demoralization, and if they 
failed to do this it might soon be demonstrated 
that none of them would survive. Referring to the 
rates as fixed by the Tariff Association in the dry 
goods district, Mr. Driggs said that for five years, 
until within a few months, the losses in that locality 
over the receipts exceeded $4,000,000. In other 
words, the companies had been paying the Prop. 
erty-owners $2 10 for every dollar they had paid 
the companies. The rates in this district, he 
claimed, were not one-half what they should be, 
Besides, no system of rating had been adopted for 
risks outside the dry goods district, which repre- 
sented only 15 per cent. of the business of the en- 
tire City. Care was taken to have districts rated 
where companies had big lines, $100,000 and up- 
ward, but there was no rating for small stores or 
Uwellings. “ There is,’ said Mr. Driggs, ‘* less in- 
tegrity in the management of this business than in 
any other. Why, Mr. Charman, I was about to re- 
yest that all the officers of all the companies re- 
Sign, and the stockholders be requested fill our 
places with ‘iongshoremen.” 

Mr. Notman, President of the Niagara, inter- 
mpting, asked ifthe gentleman was speaking to 
the question; it was true he was confessing sins, 
bunt he was confessing as though the sins were 
those of others, and not his own. 

The Chairman called Mr. Driggs to order. Mr. 
Driggs, however, went on to say that he wanted to 

oint out the evils, and, continuing, told of a 

ospital that was recently insured for three years 
at 15 cents with 25 per cent. off, and asked if it was 
possible for companies to live with such rates, no 
matter what might be tye rate of the commissions. 
Having assailed the “ honesty and morality”’ of the 
business araim, Mr. Driggs was again called to 
order, and he was finally obliged to close, which he 
did by saying that ‘‘their duty was two-fold—they 
were bound to protect stockholders and _ policy- 
holders, and the pr. tection of one meant the pro- 
tection of the other.” 

D. A. Heald, Vice-President of the Home and 
President of the National Board, arose, and, ap- 
pealing to the Chair, said that. he wanted to protest 
against its going forth to the public that this was 
an association of honorable men seeking to do 
dishonorable acts. The gentleman, Mr. Drizgs, 
bad been palming off his own sins for those of 
others, and in the name of that which men hoid 
most dear in life—character—he protested against 
Mr. Driggs’s remarks. : 

President Notman argued at great length in 
favor of the resolution. He attacked Mr. Hope's 
speech of the previous day, and twitted that gen- 
tleman upon the able assistance he had received 
from Mr. Driggs. According to Mr. Hope’s state- 
ment, insurance companies or their officers are not 
to be trusted to keep any compact, and yet his re- 
marks were largely an impeachment of the old 
National Board, of which he himself had been for 
years one of the principal legislators. The only 
point made against the resolution was that it was 
worth more to get farm business than other classes 
of risks. This, however, he denied, contending 
that 10 per cent. commission in New-York City, 
all things considered, was not as good compensa- 
tion as 15 per cent. in the country. 

Mr. Heald argued in favor of the resolution, and 
tontended that the question of rates had nothing 
to do with the question under discussion. He de- 
fended the National Boards of 1866 and 1872, with- 
out the influence and operations of which all the 
companies would have been ruined. * 

Mr. James, President of the North-western Na- 
tional, of Milwaukee, moved to amend the resolu- 
tion by striking out the words ‘except in certain 
zities to be designated by the Advisory Commit- 
tee.” The amendment was lost by an over- 
whelming vote. Mr. Hope defended his speech 
of Thursday, and said that while he believed the 
resolution wou!d be passed, yet that would not in- 
terfere with his purpose, which was to make local 
boards possible and rates substantial without out- 
side interference. He could cali by name the com- 
panies which had been doing the things he had 
complained of, but that would not tend to har- 
imony. If his company did anything beyond what 
was determined upon at the meeting he would de- 
clare it openly, and if the association wished the 
aid of the Continental it should have it, but any fixed 
rate of commission would be objectionable. He 
then moved as a substitute that in the judgment of 
the. body the pusiness of the country in the aggre- 
gate ought not to pay more than 15 per cent., and 
that no company should pay an advance without 
giving 15 days’ notice; and, further, that provision 
should be made for competition and means pro- 
vided so thata company may know if an agent is 
receiving any gratuity over the rate of commission. 

J. Montgomery Hare, of the Norwich Union, saw 
at least a gleam of hope out of the difficulty in the 
introduction of the substitute, and hence he moved 
that the entire matter be referred to the Commit- 
tee on Business. with instructions to report at 2 
o'clock. This motion, which was passed immedi- 
ately, seemed to be arelief to every one present, 
and a recess was taken until the hour named. 

After recess the Committee on Business reported 
a series of resolutions, which embraced some por- 
tions of Mr. Hope’s resolution and all of the origi- 
nal. On motion to adopt this, Mr. Moore, Vice- 
President of the Continental, urged to amend, as 
did the officers of the two New-Jersey companies, 
but the resolutions were finally adopted as follows: 

Revolred, That in the judgment of this body the 
insurance business of this country, in the aggregate 
Ought not to pay a higher commission than 15 per 

ent. 

, Resolved, That we now reconsider the action taken 
last year by which a rate of commission to :ocal 
agents exceeding 15 per cent. was permitted, and that 
we now adopt lo per cent. as the maximum rate of 
rommission to be paid to lecal agents on all classes of 
property, except in such cities and districts as may 
be designated by the Advisory Committee. 

Resotve.(, [bat means should be provided whereby 
all companies having the same agent in any place may 
show wheather any one of such companies is directly 
or indirectly giving to such agent by way of gift, 
gratuity, or otherwise any sum beyond the rate of 
commission agreed upon. 

Rexu ved, That these resolutions be furnished to the 
various district organizations as expressive of the 
sense of this association 

Resolved, That the date at which these resolutions 
shall gointo effect shail be the Ist of January, 1883, 
and that they be referred to the Advisory Commlitee 
to carry out in’co-operation with the National Board if 
that body accepts the work before that date, or other- 
wise if not accepted. 

The vote showed 38 in the affirmative and 8 in the 
negative. Several company representatives failed 
to yote, notably the President of the Continental, 
and others who were out of the room when the 
vote was being taken, such as the manager of the 
Metropole, Reassurance Générale, City of London. 
The last named, however, suhseyguently declared in 
favor of the resolutions. It was a notable factthat 
all the foreign companies present voted in the 
affirmative. 

Asa declaration of sound princibles, Mr. Hope 
then offered the following resolution, which was 
passed unanimously: 

Resolved, That the question of the quality of the busi- 
hess transacted by any agent, as determined by its 
results, should form an important element in deter- 
mining the commission to be paid to such agent, to the 
end that overinsurance may be more carefuily 

arded against, and the moral hazards more care- 
ully considered.

IMPROVING THE LIFE-SAVING SERVICE. 

The Board of Life-saving Appliances, ap- 
pointed to advise General Superintendent Kimball, 
pf the Life-saynig Service, in regard to the 
adoption of inventions adapted to the service, con- 
cluded its sessions at No. 3 Bowling Green yester- 


day. During the day action was taken in regard 
to several new appliances to aid in saving the lives 
of shipwrecked persons, among them being a new 
model for detachable thills for use on the mortar 
cart, a double whip reel for the mortar cart, a self- 
righting life-car, a detachable bail for life-cars, an 
open runner block for the breeches buoy and life- 
var, allthe inventions of Capt. D. P. Dobbins. A 
nelf-righting surf-boat, and a self-ballasting, self- 
bailing, and self-righting life-boat, also offered by 
Capt. Dobbins, were laid over for future consider- 
ation. Capt. J. C. Patterson secret, it peed 
ed by plans, proposing 
for tits ieee attached to the life-saving stations. 
With no distinctive uniform, Capt. Patterson - 
the men were often t ken for wreckers and in- 
sulted by the sailors whose lives they were en- 
Geavoring to save. Cases were known in which 
Pistols hag been drawn on the men by foreigners 


who conld not speak the English language. The 
uniform proposed consists of a dress coat, a shirt, 
and pantaloons of blue flannel. and a dress cap and 
storm cap, upon which the words *' U. 8. Life-say- 
ing Service” are to be placed in raised letters. The 
time of the service of the men, it was suggested, 
—— be indicated by means of bands of different 
evidths on the sleeves of the coat. The entire cost 
of the proposed uniform, the report said, would 
not exceed $18. The report was placed on file and 
will be submitted, with the plens, to General Su- 
perintendent Kimball, for his action. The report 
of the board was read and approved, and the ses-

COMPANIES ARE RESPONSIBLE. 

The experiments now being made by the 
steam-heating companies in the streets of the City 
culminated yesterday in the greatest annoyance to 
which trades-people doing business in the Jower 
part of the City have yet been subjected. In the 
drizzling rain falling throughout the business hours 
of the day, and with an inch of sticky mud on the 
streets, Broauway and other down-town streets 
were almost impassable. To add to the difficulty, 
Fuiton-street, commonly one of the most frequently 
used thoroughfares, was virtuaily closed by the 
barrier erected at Broadway by one of the steam- 
heating companies several weeks ago and by 
excavations further down the street. Wail-street 


was ina state of absciate blockade from Broadway 
to Broad-street. John, Pine, Maiden-lane, and 
other streets were more or less closed as highways 
by the steam-heating experimenters, who leisurely 
and with snail-like haste pursue their labors in 
those streets, regardless of the annoyance they 
are causing the public, and apparently without 
care as to when their work is completed. 

The result of all this was a blockade in Broad- 
way from the early morning hours until 7 o’clock 
last evening, when, business being over, 1t was pos- 
sible for one to drive through the luwer part 
of Broadway without endangering the life of 
both horse and driver, and without dan- 
ger of having the vehicle overturned and 
crushed in the jam. People who came 
down town in omnibuses yesterday, expecting to 
reach the ferries, were practically imprisoned in 
the lumbering arks from which they could not 
escape, because they were so tightly wedged into a 
mass of vehicles that escape to the sidewalk was 
practically an impossibility. Drivers swore, 
shouted, whipped their own horses and those 
attached to other vehicles allin vain. The horses 
could not move. Wheels were interlocked and in 
the jam very many hacks and other light vehicles 
were badly damaged. The jam was the worst from 
Wall-street up to Duane-street. The officers of the 
broadway squad shouted, whistled, and used their 
canes in vain to try and disentang!e the centipede- 
like processions that were interlocked in trying 
to move, the one up and the other down 
Broadway, and which seemed to an observer 
from an elevated position in one of the build- 
ings on either side of the street to be 
engaged in a battle forthe right of way. Between 
noon and 5 o’clock the only way in which any per- 
ceptible progress was made was when a small sec- 
tion of the mass would break away fiom the main 
body and move into one of the few side streets 
that were open in a measure to traffic, Passengers 
in the ‘buses bound up town who could do so 
escaped from their prisons and walked up town, 
or after much trial and tribulation reached the 
City Hall station of the Third-avenue elevated 
road and went up town in that way. 
It was next to impossible to cross Broadway to 
reach the Sixth-avenue road. Chambers, Nassau, 
Beekman, William, Ann, Liberty, and Cedar 
streets on the East Side, and Church, New-Church, 
Greenwich, Chambers, Murray, Park-plaee, Vesey, 
Fulton, Dey, Liberty, and Cortlandt streets on the 
West Side, were more orlessin a similar state of 
blockade throughout the business hours. Drivers 
of ‘buses who were shrewd left Broadway on 
their down-town trips at Chambers, and even at 
Duane-street. The result of the jam has been that 
people generally joined with the drivers in a 
chorus of imprecations agaiust the steam-heating 
companies and the merchantable and despicable 
Aldermen who gave to them the right thus to ob- 
struct travel. The street-carlines on both the East 
and West Sides, particularly those on the 
West Side, were much hindered by the very 
unusual influx of business wagons, trucks, and 
vehicles of all kins into the streets through 
which they run. It was impossible for them torua 
on schedule time. 

Policemen who have been on duty in Broadway 
for years assert that the blockade yesterday was 
the most formidable one they have had for years, 
and one that caused more annoyance to pedestri- 
aus in the afternoon than any they have known. 
Crowds of people gathered aiong the walks, wait- 
ing to get across Broadway, and hundreds, rather 
than risk their life in atiempting the crossing, 
walked down to below Wall-street, and there 
crossed, and then walked back up town to their 
destinations, going frequently a dozen blocks or 
more simply to cross to a point within less than a 
stone’s throw. Aside from the delay to people 
who had business of importance to transact, the 
greatest loss was to shippers of goods, who were 
delayed for hours in getting their goods from their 
stores or warehouses to shipoing points, 


THE NEXT MAYOR’S SECRETARY. 


SUPERINTENDENT GRANT, OF THE PRODUCE 
EXCHANGE, TO HAVE THE PLACE. 

The members of the Produce Exchange were 
surprised yesterday by the announcement of the 
resignation of Mr. 8. H. Grant, who has been 
Superintendent of the Exchange ever sirce that 
office was created, in 1873. Only a few close per- 
sonal friends had any intimation before the public 
announcement of Mr. Grant’s intention to retire 
from the position. The Board of Managers were 


as much in the dark as other members, and were 
none the less surprised at the reception of the fol- 
lowing letter at their meeting yesterday: 
New-York, Nov. 16, 1882, 
To the President and Board of Managers of the New- 
York Produce Exchanye: 

GENTLEMEN: With th.sI havethe honorof tender- 
ing to you my resignation as Superin endent of the 
New-Yorx Produce Exchange, with the request that 
it may take etfect at the close of the present month. 
‘Lhe immediate occasion of this is the election of your 
colleague, Mr. Franklin Edson, to the Mayoraity of the 
City of New-York. and his expressed desire that I 
should become his Secretary, ‘the decision to relin- 
quish the position which [I have occupied here for 
nearly 10 years has not been reached without asevere 
struggle on my part, nor without a sense of shrinking 
from the new responsibilities connected with the 
work to which I am called, but I have endeavored to 
lay those feelings aside and to go forth with a strong 
desire to do anything I can to assist one whom I have 
learned torespect with all my heart, and whose wel- 
fare we al! so earnestly desire. Will you permit me 
Mr. President and gentlemen of the Board of Mana- 
gers tothank you each and ail for the marked consid- 
eration and uniform kindness you have shown me, 
which have been gratefully appreciated, and which 
will always cause thisto be looked back upon as one 
of the most agreeable and enjoyable positions of my 
official experience. Very respectfully yours,

Mr. Grant is 54 years old, and was born in 
Oneida County, this State, in 1828. He left Prince- 
ton College in his eighteenth year to accept a posi- 
tion in a large publizhin,s house inthisCity. Three 
years later, in 1849, he was appointed librarian of 
the Mercantile Library, a position he filled most 
acceptably for 17 consecutive years, when he re- 
signed to establish himself in the real estate and 
general brokerage business. At the end of seven 
years he was induced to accept the position 
of Superintendent of the Produce Exchange. 
The Board of Managers of the Produce Exchange 
yesterday adopted a resolution accepting the 
resignation and conveying to Mr. Grant an earnest 
indorsement of the recoid he has made as an offi- 
cer of the Exchange. Numberless applications have 
been made to the Board of Managers by persons 
anxious to take the office vacated. There is a sal- 
ary of $5,000 per year attached to the office. Mr. 
Edson was heartily congratulated by members of 
the Exchange upon his good fortune in securing 
Mr, Grant as his private secretary.

THE @ERMAN REPUBLICANS. 
There was a well-attended meeting of the 
German Republican Central Committee last even- 
ing, ex-Jndge Dittenhoefer presiding. Resolutions 
were unanimously passed in which it was siated 
that the defeat by Republican votes of the 


Republican Party under its present man- 
agement was sure to have happened sooner 
or later, and that the disaster came 
at the last election because the doings at Saratoga, 
before and during the session of the convention, 
gave occasion forthe long-pent-up indignation to 
burst its bounds. The resolutions further declared 
that the Republican Party must be reorganized to 
succeed in the future; but such reorganization 
must be in good faith and not a sham. The 
strength of the machine was concentrated in the 
Board of inspectors of Elections that received and 
counted the votes at the primaries. Ne change 
would be satisfactory that did not provide for the 
acequate representation of all Republicans, the 
minority as well asthe majority, in those boards. 
Tne German Republicans will, the resolutions say, 
join in any movement fora genuine reorganiza- 
tion, and the thousands of Republicans who this 
year, to enforce their protest, had rebelled and 
voted against the Saratoga ticket will be eager to 
rejoin their brethren. Remarks with reference to 
the resolutions were made by ex-Judge Ditten- 
hoefer, Dr. Louis E. Naumann, Hermann Cantor, 
and Frederick Betz, The Chairman announced 
the death of Gerhard Meyer, the late Correspond- 
ing Secretary of the Central Committee, and suit- 
able resolutions were passed expressing the regret 
of his fellow-delegates at his loss and their sym- 
pathy for his widow. A committee of five was ap- 
pointed to confer with other Republican associa- 
tions with a view of reorganizing the party.

posed to be laboring undera fit of insanity, was 
arraigned before Recorder Smyth, in the General 
Sessions Court, yesterday. Being without money 
or friends, the Recorder assigned Mr. William 
Kintzing to defend him. He speaks only broken 
English, and, through interpreter Dollin, said he 
knew nothing of the charge against him. He was 
constantly annoyed by people on the street. he 
said, and was subject to fits which mae him 
wrong here, (placing his hand on bis head.) Mr. 
Kintzing entered a plea of not guilty for Dubourque, 
and will apply tothe court for the appointment of 
a commission to inquire into bis sanitz 





THE MYSTERY OF SEVERAL RE- 
CENT ROBBERIES EXPLAINED. 
THE RESULT OF THE CAPTURE OF JACQUES 
AND OTHERS IN PHILABELPHIA—THE 
ARREST OF THE RECEIVER, GARDNER, 
IN THIS CITY—A REMARKABLE COL- 

LECTION OF STOLEN PROPERTY. 


In Tae Times yesterday there appeared a 
report of the burglary at the store of Jones & Mc- 
Cauley, No. 234 Church street, Philadelphia, which 
occurred on Wednesday night, and which resulted 
in the carrying off of $3,500 worth of Spanish 
lace, kia gloves, and silk handkerchiefs. The 
Philadelphia Police arrested Edwin Jacques, an ex- 
pert burglar; his wife, Elizabeth, and his brother- 
in-law, a youth named Charies Smith, and recov- 
ered a portion of the property stelen. Inspector 
Byrnes yesterday took up one end of the case and 
succeeded in arresting the receiver and recover- 
ing the remainder of the stolen goods. Detective 
Sergeant Charles O’Connor. of this City, who was 
in Philadelphia on Police business, the nature of 
which Inspector Byrnes will not divulge, found it 
necessary to go about that city with two 
of the members of the Philadelphia detective 
force, and while thus engaged met and called their 
attention to Jacques, a well-known burglar. 
When the burglary at Jones & McCauley’s was dis- 
covered the Chiet of Police of Philadelphia tele- 
graphed to Inspector Byrnes, asking his assistance 
to arrest Jacques, who they were satistied was 
concerned in the burglary, and to look after two 


boxes containing the stolen goods which had been 
shipped to this City. It was said that the boxes 
were sent by Adams Express addressed to a man 
named Goodhart. Several Central Office detectives 
were detailed on the case. On Thursday the in- 
formation of the arrest of Jacques in Philadelphia 
was received. Detectives Hickey and Maloney 
were sent to the chief receiving depot of the Adams 
Express Company to look for cases addressed as 
described by the Police of Philadelphia. No such 
packages had been received on Tnursday morning. 

The detectives were sent back to watch at tne 
express office, and on looking through the lists of 
goods received from Philadelphia during Thursday 
afternoon they came across a reference to three 
packages and a barrel addressed to T, Garaner, in 
Avenue B, near Sixteenth-street. Maloney re- 
membered a burglar named Tom Gardner, whom 
he had sent to prison several years ago, and who 
had recently been released and who lived some- 
where near the place indicated. They ascertained 
that a wagon had just left the express office with 
the packages and barrel to deliver them to the ad- 
dress. There was no time to lose. The detectives 
ran to the Hanever-square station of the ele- 
vated railroad and boarded a train which carried 
them quickly to Nineteenth-street and. Second- 
avenue. There they left the train and, hurrying to 
Avenue B, took up their station in a hallway a 
site Gardener's residence. They had been there 
only a short time when a delivery wagon of the 
Adams Express Company drove up and the pack- 
ages and barrel were dumped infront of the hou e. 
Gardner came out and signed the usual receipt for 
the articles. As he was carrying them into the 
house the detectives arrested him and seized the 
goods. Gardner was brought to Head quarters and 
locked up. The packages were found to contain 
the remainder of the goods stolen from the store 
of Jones & McCauley. They were fully identified 
yesterday by Mr. Jones, who had come to this City 
in response to a telegram from Inspector Byrnes. 
Gardner was arraigned at the Essex Market Police 
Court yesterday, and was remanded to give thean- 
thorities an opportunity to have him indicted, and 
to procure a requisition for taking him to Philadel- 
phia for trial. 

The story of the burglaries in Philadelphia, and 
the detective work done in that city, to which the 
arrest of Gardner is asequel, reads like a romaace 
of crime, aud the arrest of the principals in the 
burglaries has resulted in securing evidence iden- 
tifying them with similar crimes in the neighbor- 
hood of this city, which have until now been mys- 
teries to the Police, A series of burglaries has 
been committed in Philadelphia during the last 
three weeks, but the detectives have been baffled 
in their efforts to secure the thieves, and but tor 
the fortunate encounter of 4 New-York officer with 
the principal burglar, and the information which 
this officer gave to the Philadelphia detectives, 
the brilliant captures in the two cities might not 
have been made so quickly. Three weeks ago a 
shoe store at Arch and Fourth streets, Philadelphia, 
was broken into and robbed of about 80 pairs of 
shoes. A Policeman met one of the thieves, who, 
upon being accosted, dropped a valise and fled, 
making his escape. The valise contained 75 pairs 
of shoes, and was checked to this City by 
Dodd's Express. Lieut. Markos, of the Philadelphia 
Police, investigated this case very thoroughly, and 
finally he fixed upon a house at No. 43 Bell-street, 
in which he thought there were some persons of 
very suspicious character. Special Officer ‘lait was 
detailed to watch this house. but he made no dis- 
covery of an important nature, although he be- 
lieved that the occuvants were engaged in some 
unlawful business. They sent a great many pack- 
ages by express to this City, but there was nothing 
criminal in that, and the officer found nothing in 
— movements that could justify him in arresting 
them. 

On Wednesday evening Detective Sergeant 
Charles O’Connor, of this City, ana Detective An- 
drew Jackson, of Philadelphia, were together in a 
restaurant in Arch-street, Philadelphia, when a 
young man entered whom O’Connor at once recog- 
nized as Edwin Jacques, one of the best known of 
the New-York thieves. He intreduced Jacques to 
Jackson, and in shaking hands the detective noticed 
that the thief wore aseal ring of a peculiar pat- 
tern. The three men parted, and Jackson in- 
formed Lieut. Markoe of the presence of Jacques 
in his district. The patrol in Arch-street was in- 
creased, and it was thought by the Police that the 
district was thoroughly guarded, but in spite of 
these precautionary measures the heaviest burglary 
that has been perpetrated for some time was com- 
mitted that night. Thestore of Jones & McCauley, 
No. 234 Church-street, was entered by means of 
false keys and robbed of Spanish laces, silk hand- 
kerchiefs, and gloves, valued at about $3,500. When 
these facts were told to Detective Jackson on 
Thursday morning, he informed Chief Given of the 
introduction which he bad had the night before to 
Jacques, and on acomparison of notes it was found 
that his description, even to the ring which he wore, 
tallied with that of the man who had dropped the 
valise with the shoes three weeks before, and of one 
of the men in the Bell-street house. A descent on this 
house was determined on, and Detectives King- 
ston and Whiteman, with Special Officer Tait, were 
assigned to this task. About 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon they went to the house and began to watch. 
In a short time Jacaues came into the street carry- 
ing a pair of trousers on hisarm. Detective King- 
ston stepped up and grasped him by the left arm, 
and as he did so Jacques, who had his right hand 
in his overcoat pocket clutching a revolver, raised 
it and fired at the detective. The bail, fortunately, 
passed on harmlessly cross the street, and after a 
short struggle with the officers the pistol was se- 
cured and Jacques was captured. He was safely 
lodged in the Police station, and the officers then 
returned to the house. They found a young woman 
ironing, who said that her name was Mrs. Jacques, 
and a young man asleep on alounyze, who said that 
his name was Charlies Smith. He was recognized 
asa person who recently called at the store of 
Jones & McCauley on the pretense of securing an 
advertisement for a Directory. The woman is 
thought to be the one who called at the store of S. 
C. Webster & Son to price goods just before the 
robbery of that place last August. Both were 
locked up. 

Then a search of the house was begun, which re- 
sulted in one of the richest hauls ever made by the 
detectives of Philadelphia. In trunks, valises, and 
boxes was found a number of silk handkerchiefs 
which had been stolen from the store of Jones & 
McCauley; silverware taken from a house at Thir- 
ty-fifth and Baring streets and from Park-avenue: 
a receipt from the Adams Express Company show- 
ing that two boxes of goods had been shipped to this 
City, consigned to ** Gardner & Co.”’ by some person 
signing himself himself Tiffany; a dress made from 
a portion of the $4,000 worth of silks stolen from 
the store ot L. Fiepel & Son, No. 704 Arch- 
street, on the night of Sept. 10; laces 
and trimmings stolen from the store of Miss 
Ella Goodrich, Seventh and Arch streets, on Oct. 12; 
similar goods from the store of E. S. Jaffray & Co., 
No. 1,002 Market-street, and a pair of opera-glasses 
stolen from another Market-street store. Judg- 
ing from the plunder recovered, this gang ef 
thieves has been concerned in nearly ali the re- 
cent burglaries in Philadelphia, and had benefited 
by their operations to the extent of nearly $100,000. 
In a bag concealed in one of the rooms were 
found deeds of property in this City, insurance 
policies in the Richmond County Mutual, Liver- 
pool and London and Globe, and Glen’s Falls Com- 
panies; deposit-books of the Seamen's Bank for 
Savings, of this City, a deed iw the name of Sarah 
Vanderbilt, anda copy of the will of the late Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt, which were among the $14,000 
in money and the papers stolen from the house of 
Owen McSorley, at West Brighton, Staten Island, 
on the afternoon of Sunday, Sept. 10. The 
McSorley burglary was one of the clev- 
erest pieces of work that has been  per- 
petrated in the vicinity of New-York for 
years. The victims, Edward and Owen MeSorley, 
kept their moncy and papers in a safe in the house. 
On the Sunday when the crime w.s committed 
Edward was in Philadelphia, and his brother Owen 
took his sister and Miss Green, the other occu- 
pants of tne house, for a ride. Anold Irishman 
named Bryan Norton was left in charge of the 
house, and when his master had been gone about 
an hour a young man approached him and told 
him that McSorley’s wagon had broken down. 
McSorley, he said, had sent him totell Bryan to 
bring him awrench and apiece of rope, and the 
simple-minded old man, believing the story, started 
out.in search of his master, leaving the house to 
cure for itself. Bryau hunted all the afternoon for 
the broken wagon, and when he returned at night 
he found MeSorley at home investigating a safe 
which had been skillfuliy broken open with a 
‘jimmy’ and its contents abstracted. McSorley 
on his way home had passed three men carrying 
valises, who were supposed to be the thieves, but 
until these arrests in Philadelphia no clue to the 
identity of the burglars was secured. The discov- 
ery of the papers stolen from the safe would seem 
to fix the responsibility for this crime upon Jacques 
and his companions. At the Central Station, in 
Philadelphia, Jacques was recognized as a former 
saloon-keeper in Chicago, who had served aterm 
of seven years’ imprisonment in Illinois for a silk 
robbery. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 17.—The charges of 
robbery against Edwin Jacques and his wife, Eliza- 
beth, and Charles Smith, who were arrested yester- 
day, were heard to-day. Many witnesses testified 
to the robbery of their stores, and identified ar- 
ticles found in possession of the prisoners. After 
hearing the testimony the Chief of Police referred 


to.the arrest of Thomas Gardner in New-York and 
to the recovery of goods, and asked fora ne- 
ment of the hearing. Jacques declared that his 
wife knew nothing of his doings, and pleaded for 
her discharge. All the prisoners were, however, 
held for an sepeennee next Monday in detault of 
$10,000 bail each. 

The goods recovered yesterday at the house in 
Bell-street were this morning removed to the Cen- 
tral Police Station, where they were displayed on 
a large table inthe private office of the Chief of 
Police. They consisted of large quantities of 
fancy and expensive laces, silverware, dress 
goods, dress trimmings, silk dresses, uncut silks, 
silk handkerchiefs, gloves, and a large amount of 
miscellaneous articles. 

' During the morning these goods were inspected 
by people whose residences and places of business 
have been broken into and robbed during the past 
few months, and many identified property that 
had been stolen from them.

MR. HADLEY’S COLD WATER.

MANY RESIGNATIONS FROM HIS sOCIETY— 
THE SECRETARY'S REPLY TO CRITICISMS. 
A private meeting of the Board of Trustees 
of the Business Men’s Society for the Encourage- 
ment of Moderation was held yesterday afternoon 
at Earle’s Hotel. Mr. Earle, as President, occupied 
the chair, and there were present Prof. A. L. Raw- 
son, Dr. George W. Holmes, Dr. Charles W. Torrey, 
H. H. Hadley, and B. F. Neiswender, who repre- 
sented Thomas M. Wyatt. The Exeeutive Com- 
mittee reported progress. Its business, it was 
stated by the Secretary, Mr. Hadley, was the erec- 
tion of ice-water fountains in the streets, seeing 
that they were supplied with water during the hot 


season, and their removal after the season had 
passed away, The total amount of money received 
by the society during the season from contributions 
was $1,500. Of this amount all except $375 was 
expended forthe purposes for which it had beea 
contributed. A bill of bir. Hadley for $420 for 
office rent and cost of clerk hire, stationery, post- 
age, &c., was allowed. Mr. Earle, the President, 
resigned his position, and the resignations of 
Mr. Baldwin and Dr. Holmes as Trustees 
and  Vice-Presidents were also tendered. 
The following named gentlemen were also report- 
ed as having resigned as Vice-Presidents of the so- 
ciety: Joseph Poo!, Thomas L. James, L. M. Bates, 
Benjamin A. Willis. William E. Tefft, Thomas K. 
Lees, B, W. Arnold, Samuel Sondheim, W. H. Fol- 
well, D. G. Smith, Gen. Abram Duryea, Heary 
Bergh, J. Alexander Stryker, E. Duncan Sniffen, W. 
H. Guion, Jr., W. V. Brokaw, W. W. Wiley, Fran- 
cis C. Reed, Gen. Francis J. Herron, Jobn Town- 
shend, Col. William H. Pond, and Col. Emmons 
Clark. Daniel Sickles, of Brooklyn, was elected 
Trustee in the place of Mr. Baldwin. Mr. Earle 
afterward said that he had resigned because he 
was not satisfied with the manner in which 
Mr. Hadlev had conducted the business. He 
had not accounted for the money which he had re- 
ceived from the brewers during the past three 
or four months. There had been no annual 
meeting of the society since 1880. S.D Phelps, 
of No. 149 Broadway, said that the prices of 
the certificates for analyzing the beer of the 
breweries had been fixed at $100, which incladed 
the cost of printing and analysis, and that Mr. 
Hadley had charged some brewers $200, also that 
for 50,000 copies of the #oderution, Mr. Hadley’s 
paper, printed by Mr. Polhemus, which had been 
sold, instead of receiving about $700, Mr. Hadley 
obtained over $1,700. 

Mr. Hadley said that with regard to the price of 
certificates for analyzing beer, the gentieman who 
made the statement must have misunderstood the 
facts. He had received $2,600 trom about 25 brew- 
ers to analyze their beer. The expenses for the 
analysis and other incidentals amounted to $3,000, 
and he (Mr. Hadley) had paid the difference out of 
his own pocket. Sometimes the chemist’s charge 
for analyzing one kind of beer exceeded $100, the 
price paid by a brewerfor acertificate. As to the 
paper, ds/oderation, it was his own property, and he 
was at liberty to charge what he wanted. Mr. 
Polhemus, however, sold the paper himself to 
the brewers, and had received the money, 
and when there was a surplus in the 
receipts over the expenses of publishing, 
Mr. Polhemus gave him money. Mr. Hadley added 
that instead of receiving a large amount of money 
he found that so far,in balancing his aecounts 
with Mr. Poihemus, he was indebted to him be- 
tween $300 and $400. The Viee-Presidents whose 
resignations had been sent in had all been nomi- 
nated by Mr. Earle himself.

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CRUSHED BY THE BALTIC. 


THE LIGHTER PETER RITTER SUNK IN THE 


NORTH RIVER. 

While the White Star steamer Baltic, Capt. 
Parseil, was docking at her wharf, Pier No. 52 
North River, foot of West Tenth-street, yesterday, 
she ran down the sloop lighter Peter Ritter, loadea 
with iron, crushing her against the dock and 
causing her to sink. Fortunately the accident was 
unaccompanied by loss of life. The Peter Ritter 
Was about 82 feet long. She wasan old craft, and was 
owned by Hans Marcuson, of No. 52 Cheever-place, 


Brooklyn. Her cargo at the time of the accid@nt 
consisted of 25 tons of spiegel iron and 120 tons of 
pig-iron on deck. The cargo was in charge of the 
New-York Lighterage Company. It had been put 
on board the lighter at the Cunard dock, and she 
was then brought down to the end of the White 
Star dock to receive some more cargo. The Baltic 
arrived from Europe yesterday, and came up 
alongside her dock at about 11 o’elock. When she 
hove in sight Doekmaster Pennell ordered A. M. 
Swanson, the Captain of the lighter, which was lying 
broadside on at the end of the dock, to get out of 
the way so as to allow the Baltic to make her dock 
without trouble. The hands on board the lighter, 
consisting of four men and a boy, were slow in 
casting off, and when the Baltic rounded in to 
make her berth on the north side of the pier the 
lighter got in her way and was crushed between 
the bow of the Baltic and the end of the wharf. 
She collapsed like an egg-shell and sank in a few 
moments. The hands on board were thrown into the 
water. Life-preservers were thrown to them from 
the end of the pier, and a number of menin boats 
who were waiting totake the steamer’s hawsers 
went to their assistance, and they were quickly 
rescued and brought ashore. A boy named Charles 
Hamburger, of No. 15 Oak-street, whose father is 
also a deck-hand on the boat, was slightly injured 
by being struck by sume of the wreckage. He gave 
his father $25 a short time before the accident oc- 
curred, and this money was lost when the lighter 
sank. The lighter was valued at $3,000. Capt. Par- 
sell,of the Baltic, said that the accident was un- 
avoidable on his part, and was due in a great meas- 
ure to the stupidity of those in charge of the 
lighter. When he first sighted her she was lying at 
the end of the dock, and hesupposed she was going 
to remainthere. Asthe steamer was rounding to 
make her berth the people in the lighter cast off 
and began to moveaway. Capt. Parsell believed 
that he would clear the smaller craft, but she at- 
tempted to cross his bows and was crushed,

STEALING A CHINESE GOD. 
——__»——_ — 
AN EX-CONVICT’S PLEA FOR MERCY—JUDGE 
COWING’S SENTENCE. 


Frederick Banfield was arrested on the 7th 
inst. by Detective Schmittberger, of the Twenty- 
ninth Precinct, on suspicion of having stolen a 
Chinese idel worth $40 from the store No. 1,141 
Broadway. Banfield admitted his guilt, and gave 
the detective such information as enabled him to 
recover the image and restore it to the owner. 


Banfield achieved notoriety in connection with the 
trial of Michael E. McGloin, who was convicted of 
the murder of Louis Hanier, a French saloon- 
keeper in West Twenty-seventh-street, and is now 
under sentence of death inthe Tombs, Bantield 
was arrested with McGloin and turned Stuate’s 
evidence. His testimony was very damaging, 
and had much to do with the _ conviction 
of his former companion. He was released after 
the trial, and has since led an irregular life. When 
arraigned in the General Sessions Court yesterday 
by Assistant District Attorney Brady, he pleaded 
guilty to the indictment. He had tried to live an 
honest life, he said, and had earnestly endeavored 
to find work, but had failed in doing so. He had 
even gone so far, he said, as to ask Inspector 
Byrnes to find him a position. He promised, if the 
Judge dealt leniently with him, never to be seen in 
@ court-room again. 

Judge Cowing said: ‘Banfield, your reputation 
among the Police is bad, you have already served 
aterm in State prison, and your picture is in the 
Rogues’ Gallery. You appear to be earnest in 
your desire tou reform, however, and I don’t feel 
disposed to be as severe as I otherwise should. 
What did you intend todo with this Chinese god 
which you stole?’’ 

** Sell it, your Honor,’ promptly replied the pris- 
oner. 

* Well, you couldn’t have had much respect for 
the Chinese deity to commit such an actasth t. 
But I suppose that having offended the Unseen 
God so long you thought it no sacrilege to carry of 
a god which you could see and handle and pawn. 
I will give you a chance to reform, and will send 
you to State prison for two years.’’ The prisoner, 
who gave his age as 23 and his oceupation as a bar- 
keeper, might have been sent to prison for five 


years.

WHAT IS #REZ PREANGER COFFEE? 

The firm of Francis H. Leggett & Co. 
bought from importers, through brokers, a large 
number of bags of coffee, called in the contract 
“free Preanger coffee.”’ When the coffee arrived 


they refused to accept it on the ground that it was 
not what they had purchased. It was therefure 
sold at auction at a price about $11,000 less than 
that stated in the contract. Messrs. John O’Dono- 
hue’s Sons, as Assignees of the seller, then sued 
Leggett & Co. for this difference, with interest. 
The main question im the suit was as to the mean- 
ing of the term “free Preanger coffee.” ‘The de- 
fendants insisted that such coffee is that grown 
upon free or private estates in the district of 
Preanger, on the Island of Java, while the plain- 
tiffs asserted that it is coffee from plantations in a 
district contiguous to Preanger. The case was 
tried before Judge Lawrence and a jury, in the Su- 
preme Court. After listening to testimonv and 
arguments for four days the jury, on Thursday 
night, found a verdict for $12,862 & in favor of the
